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HISTORICAL    NOTE. 


The  origin  of  the  police  department  of  Boston  may  be 
traced  back  to  chapter  LXV.  of  the  Province  Laws,  passed 
in  the  year  1699,  entitled  an  act  "  for  keeping  of  watches  in 
towns,"  in  which  it  was  "  provided  that  in  cases  where  no 
military  watch  was  established  justices  of  the  peace  acting 
with  selectmen  of  the  town,  or  in  case  the  town  had  no  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  the  selectmen  alone  should  have  authority 
to  appoint  and  regulate  the  watch  and  preserve  a  '  ward '  also 
on  the  Lord's  day  and  week  days  if  necessary."  In  1761-62 
the  town  of  Boston  petitioned  the  general  court  for  authority 
to  appoint  its  own  watch,  and  an  act  was  passed  giving  the 
selectmen  the  right  to  choose  a  number  of  the  inhabitants, 
not  exceeding  thirty,  to  serve  as  watchmen.  This  act  was 
reenacted  in  1801,  and  remained  in  force  until  Boston  became 
a  city  in  1822.  The  charter  then  provided  that  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  police  should  be  vested  in  the  board  of  alder- 
men. In  1838  a  special  law  was  passed  giving  the  mayor 
power  to  appoint  police  officers,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  aldermen.  The  "  Watch  "  and  "  Police  "  departments 
remained  separate  until  1853,  when  an  act  was  passed  author- 
izing the  city  council  to  unite  the  two  departments,  which 
was  done  by  an  order  passed  April  19,  1854,  and  the  new 
police  department  came  into  existence  May  26  of  the  latter 
year.  The  appointment  of  police  officers  continued  to  be 
vested  in  the  mayor  and  aldermen  until  1878.  The  tenure 
of  office  was  for  one  year  only  until  1863,  when  it  was  made 
permanent.  In  1878  an  act  was  passed  establishing  a  board 
of  police  commissioners,  three  in  number,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  city  council,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  police  was  vested  in  that  board.  The  depart- 
ment was  then  reorganized.  In  1885  an  act  was  passed 
establishing  the  present  board  of  police,  three  in  number, 
appointed  by  the  governor  and  confirmed  by  the  executive 
council.  This  act  substantially  deprived  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  all  power  over  the  police  department,  excepting 
concurrent  action  with  the  board  of  police  in  establishing 
salaries  and  fixing  the  number  of  patrolmen. 
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By  an  act  passed  in  1887  provision  was  made  for  a  force  of 
reserve  police  officers,  and  all  men  were  required  to  serve 
for  at  least  six  months  on  that  force  before  being  eligible  for 
appointment  on  the  regular  force.  In  the  same  year  pro- 
vision was  made  for  appointing  police  matrons  and  estab- 
lishing a  house  of  detention  for  women,  and  for  introducing 
a  police  signal-system. 

The  chief  executive  officer  of  the  department  was  first  en- 
titled "  City  Marshal ; "  in  1852  the  title  was  changed  to 
"  Chief  of  Police,"  and  in  1878  to  "  Superintendent  of  Police." 
When  the  watch  and  police  departments  were  united  in  1854 
the  force  consisted  of  captains,  lieutenants,  detectives,  and 
day  and  night  patrol,  and  numbered  two  hundred  and  fifty 
men.  In  1857  sergeants  were  first  appointed.  In  1870  the 
detective  force  was  abolished.  A  uniform  was  adopted  in 
1858.  Before  that  the  men  wore  plain  clothes,  the  office  be- 
ing indicated  by  a  badge.  In  1847  a  white  ribbon,  with  the 
word  "  Police  "  in  black  letters,  was  worn  on  the  hat.  In  1848 
a  leather  hat-strap,  with  the  word  "  Police  "  in  silver  letters, 
was  adopted,  and  in  1849  the  officer's  number  was  added.  In 
1853  the  badge  consisted  of  a  six-pointed,  oblong  brass  star, 
worn  on  the  breast,  and  the  following  year  this  was  sup- 
planted by  a  five-pointed,  octagon  silver  star.  In  1856  an 
octagon  silver  badge,  with  number  cut  through,  was  adopted. 
In  1868  the  badge  was  a  silver  urn  worn  on  the  hat ;  later  in 
the  same  j^ear  the  badge  was  changed  to  the  breast.  In  1870 
a  facsimile  of  the  city  seal,  in  silver,  was  worn  on  the  breast. 
In  1879  the  badge  now  worn  was  adopted.  In  1701  the  watch 
was  ordered  to  carry  a  "  hook  with  a  bill,"  which  in  1855 
gave  place  to  a  police  club.  Canes  were  also  carried,  some- 
times a  light  rattan  and  sometimes  a  stout  hickory  stick,  until 
1863,  when  the  belts  and  long  clubs  were  introduced.  Watch- 
men's rattles  were  adopted  in  1796,  and  were  retained  until 
1868.  In  1735  the  watch  was  ordered  to  cry  the  time  of  night 
and  state  of  the  weather,  and  the  custom  did  not  cease  until 
1821. 

The  first  mounted  officer  went  on  duty  in  1873,  and  the 
following  year  twenty-eight  saddle-horses  were  put  in  service. 

In  1853  the  harbor  police  force  was  established,  and  pro- 
vided with  a  sail-boat.  In  1875  a  steamboat  was  provided; 
and  in  1884  a  steam-launch  was  added  to  the  department. 
In  1896  and  1897  new  steamboats  were  built  for  the  department. 


AN     ACT 


TO   ESTABLISH   A   BOARD    OF   POLICE   FOR    THE    CITY   OF 

BOSTON. 


St.  1885,  c.  323. 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint,  from  the 
two  principal  political  parties,  three  citizens  of  Boston  who 
shall  have  been  residents  therein  two  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  their  appointment,  who  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  police  for  said  city,  and  who  shall  be  sworn  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office.  One  member  of 
said  board  shall  be  designated  by  the  governor  as  chairman, 
and  two  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Their  terms  of  office 
shall  be  so  arranged  and  designated  at  the  time  of  appoint- 
ment that  the  term  of  one  member  shall  expire  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  one  on 
the  first  Monday  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine, 
and  one  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety.  The  full  term  of  office,  after  these  dates,  shall  be 
five  years,  and  all  vacancies  occurring  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  said  board  may  be 
removed  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council  for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient  and  shall 
express  in  the  order  of  removal.  The  board  of  police  shall 
appoint  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn,  who  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  proceedings,  issue  all  notices  and  attest  all  such  papers 
and  orders  as  said  board  shall  direct,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  five  years,  but  who  may  be  removed  by  said  board 
for  such  cause  as  it  shall  deem  sufficient  and  shall  express  in 
its  order  of  removal. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  police  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  and  establish  and  organize  the  police  of  said  city  of 
Boston,  and  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  its 
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efficiency.  All  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  board  of  police 
commissioners  in  said  city  of  Boston,  by  the  statutes  of  the 
Commonwealth  or  by  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations of  said  city,  except  as  otherwise  hereby  provided,  are 
hereby  conferred  upon  and  vested  in  said  board  of  police. 

Sect.  3.  The  members  of  the  Boston  police  force  in 
office  when  the  said  board  of  police  are  first  appointed  shall 
continue  to  hold  their  several  offices  until  removed  or  placed 
on  the  retired  list  by  the  said  board ;  and  the  present  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  board  of  aldermen  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  police  shall  continue  in  force  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  said  board  of  police.  All  police  officers  ap- 
pointed b}^  said  board  of  police  hereby  created  shall  have 
and  exercise,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  all  the  common 
law  and  statutory  powers  of  constables,  except  the  service  of 
civil  process,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  the 
police  as  watchmen  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  laws  relating  to  said  city,  or  by  any  ordinances  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  of  said  board 
of  police  shall  be  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  that 
of  the  other  members  four  thousand  dollars ;  of  the  clerk 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,1  which  shall  be  paid 
monthly  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  of  Boston.  Said  offi- 
cers shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business.  The  board  of 
police,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  shall 
be  provided  with  such  rooms  as  shall  be  convenient  and  suit- 
able for  the  performance  of  its  duties,  the  rent  of  which  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city  of  Boston.  The  said  city  of  Boston 
shall  provide  all  such  suitable  accommodations  for  the  police 
of  said  city  as  said  board  shall  require,  and  all  buildings  and 
property  used  by  said  police  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
said  board.  All  expense  for  the  maintenance  of  buildings, 
the  pay  of  the  police,  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred  in 
the  administration  of  the  said  police,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
city  of  Boston  upon  the  requisition  of  said  board. 

Sect.  5.  Said  board  of  police  shall  not  appoint  any 
larger  number  of  patrolmen  than  the  present  police  com- 
missioners of  said  city  are  now  authorized  to  appoint,  except 
as  authorized  by  said  city,  nor  shall  the  pay  of  the  police  be 
increased  or  diminished  except  by  the  concurrent  action  of 
said  city  and  said  board  of  police.

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Sect.  6.  In  case  of  tumult,  riot,  or  violent  disturbances  of 
public  order,  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  have,  as  the  exi- 
gency in  his  judgment  may  require,  the  right  to  assume  con- 
trol, for  the  time  being,  of  the  police  of  said  city ;  but  before 
assuming  such  control  he  shall  issue  his  proclamation  to  that 
effect,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police  to 
execute  all  orders  promulgated  by  him  for  the  suppression  of 
such  tumult  and  the  restoration  of  such  order. 

Sect.  7.  The  board  of  police  shall  make  a  detailed  report 
of  its  doings  quarterly  to  the  mayor  of  said  city,  and  annu- 
ally to  the  governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  month  of 
December.  The  records  of  said  board  of  police  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  mayor  of  said  city,  or  to  such  persons  as  may 
be  designated  by  them. 

Sect.  8.  Nothing  herein  shall  affect  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  being  an 
act  to  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  cities  thereof,  or  of  the  rules  made  by  the  commissioners 
appointed  thereunder. 

Sect.  9.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

JURISDICTION  OF    BOSTON   POLICE. 


The  mainland  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston 
police,  together  with  Breed's  and  Deer  islands,  covers  an 
area  of  about  23,361  acres,  with  about  500  miles  of  accepted 
and  unaccepted  streets.  The  police  also  have  criminal 
jurisdiction  over  the  water  and  islands  in  the  harbor  within 
the  following-described  limits,  namely:  a  line  commencing 
on  Short  Beach  at  a  point  on  the  town  line  between  Chelsea 
and  Winthrop ;  thence  to'  the  outer  point  of  the  Outer 
Brewster  island,  taking  in  Green  island;  thence  by  a  straight 
line  to  Point  Alderton  ;  thence  by  Nantasket  Beach  to  the 
easterly  end  of  Green  Hill ;  thence  by  the  beach,  Weir  river, 
and  the  channel  between  Slate  and  Grape  islands,  and  be- 
tween Nut  and  Peddick's  islands,  to  a  point  near  Nantasket 
Roads,  intersecting  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Point  Aider- 
ton  to  the  northern  point  of  Moon  island ;  thence  by  said 
straight  line  extended,  to  the  channel  south  of  Savin  Hill, 
and  thence  by  said  channel  to  Neponset  river ;  together  with 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  of  Plymouth,  as  to 
the  service  of  criminal  process  in  the  town  of  Hull,  and  as  to 
making  arrests  and  serving  criminal  process  in  that  portion 
of  the  town  of  Hingham  in  said  county  of  Plymouth  lying 
within  the  following  limits,  viz.,  beginning  at  the  tide-gate 
under  the  bridge  on  Otis  street;  thence  running  in  a  direct 
line  to  the  corner  of  Lincoln  street  and  Downer  avenue ; 
thence  by  Lincoln  street  to  the  Weymouth  line;  thence  by 
the  shore  to  the  place  of  beginning,  covering  an  area,  in- 
cluding islands  and  waters,  of  about  37,300  acres,  or  58 
square  miles.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS   OF   THE    POLICE 
DEPARTMENT. 


PREAMBLE. 


The  police  department  of  the  city  of  Boston  consists  of  a 
board  of  police,  three  in  number,  appointed  by  the  governor 
and  confirmed  by  the  executive  council,  and  a  police  force 
appointed  by  said  board. 

The  board  of  police  for  the  city  of  Boston  is  the  head  of 
the  police  department.  It  governs  and  controls  the  depart- 
ment, its  business  and  affairs.  By  virtue  of  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law  the  board  of  police  hereby  adopts  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  police  department,  reserving  the  right  to 
alter,  amend,  or  revoke  any  of  the  said  rules  and  regulations, 
or  to  make  additional  ones  from  time  to  time,  as  circum- 
stances or  the  good  of  the  service  may  require. 

Members  of  the  force  should  understand  that  these  rules 
and  regulations  are  not  intended  to  cover  every  case  which 
ma}r  arise  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty.  Something  must 
necessarily  be  left  to  the  intelligence  and  discretion  of  indi- 
viduals ;  and  according  to  the  degree  in  which  they  show 
themselves  possessed  of  these  qualities,  and  to  their  zeal, 
activity,  and  judgment  on  all  occasions,  will  be  their  claims 
to  future  promotion  and  reward. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  person  connected  with  the  police 
department  to  report  any  and  all  violations  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  which  may  come  under  his  notice.  Failure  so 
to  do  will  subject  the  offender  to  punishment. 

RULE  1. 

DISTRICT   AND   DIVISION    BOUNDARIES. 

1.     The  two  police  districts  shall  be  as  follows  : 

Police  district  number  one  shall  cover  the  territory  now 

included   in    police  divisions    one,  two,    three,   four,   seven, 

eight,  fifteen,  and  sixteen. 
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Police  district  number  two  shall  cover  the  territory  now 
included  in  police  divisions  five,  six,  nine,  ten,  eleven, 
twelve,  thirteen,  and  fourteen.      (See  rule  8.) 

2.     The  several  Police  Divisions  shall  be  as  follows  : 

Division  No.  1.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  harbor  line 
at  equal  distance  between  T  wharf  and  Long  wharf;  thence 
northerly  and  westerly  by  the  harbor  line  to  the  Charles- 
river  bridge,  to  and  including  one-half  the  draw  on  said 
bridge;  thence  by  the  Charles-river,  channel  through  and 
including  one-half  the  drawbridges  of  the  Warren  bridge 
and  the  Fitchburg  railroad  bridge ;  thence  to  the  Cambridge 
line  ;  thence  by  the  Cambridge  line  to  a  point  opposite  the 
centre  of  Nashua  street;  thence  to  and  through  the  centre 
of  Nashua  street  to  Causeway  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Causeway  street  to  Portland  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Portland  street  to  Hanover  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Hanover  street  to  Union  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Union  street  to  a  point  opposite  the 
centre  of  Faneuil  Hall ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Faneuil 
Hall  and  Faneuil  Hall  market  to  Commercial  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Commercial  street  to  South  Market 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  South  Market  street  to 
Atlantic  avenue ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Atlantic 
avenue  to  a  point  at  equal  distance  between  T  wharf  and 
Long  wharf ;  thence  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Hanover  street,  near  Cross 
street. 

Division  No.  2.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  harbor  line 
at  equal  distance  between  T  wharf  and  Long  wharf;  thence 
to  a  point  on  Atlantic  avenue  at  equal  distance  between  T 
wharf  and  Long  wharf ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  At- 
lantic avenue  to  South  Market  street;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  South  Market  street  to  Commercial  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Commercial  street  to  a  point  opposite 
the  centre  of  Faneuil  Hall  market;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Faneuil  Hall  market  and  Faneuil  Hall  to  a  point 
opposite  the  centre  of  Faneuil  Hall ;  thence  to  and  through 
the  centre  of  Union  street  to  Hanover  street;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Hanover  street  to  Tremont  row ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Tremont  row  to  Howard  street ;  thence 
through   the    centre  of  Howard  street  to   Somerset  street ; 
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thence  through  the  centre  of  Somerset  street  to  Beacon 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Beacon  street  to  the 
southwest  side  of  Park  street ;  thence  by  the  southwest 
side  of  Park  street  to  Tremont  street ;  thence  by  the  north- 
west side  of  Tremont  street  to  Winter  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Winter  street  to  Summer  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Summer  street  to  the  centre  of  Fort  Point  chan- 
nel; thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Fort  Point  channel  to 
and  including  one-half  the  drawbridge  on  the  Congress-street 
bridge  ;  and  by  the  harbor  line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  in  Court  square. 

Division  No.  8.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Cambridge 
line  opposite  the  centre  of  Nashua  street ;  thence  to  and 
through  the  centre  of  Nashua  street  to  Causeway  street ; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Causeway  street  to  Portland 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Portland  street  to  Han- 
over street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Hanover  street  to 
Tremont  row ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Tremont  row  to 
Howard  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Howard  street 
to  Somerset  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Somerset 
street  to  Beacon  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Bea- 
con street  to  the  south  side  of  Park  street;  thence  by  the 
south  side  of  Beacon  street  to  Charles  street;  thence  by 
the  centre  of  Beacon  street  to  Brimmer  street ;  thence  by  the 
centre  of  Brimmer  street  to  Back  street;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Back  street  to  Otter  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Otter  street  and  Otter  street  extended  to  the 
Cambridge  line  in  Charles  river ;  thence  by  the  Cambridge 
line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Joy  street,  near  Cambridge 
street. 

Division  No.  4.  Beginning  at  the  centre  of  the  Fort  Point 
channel  opposite  the  centre  of  Summer  street;  thence  to 
and  through  the  centre  of  Summer  street  to  Winter  street; 
thence  to  and  through  the  centre  of  Winter  street  to  the 
northwest  side  of  Tremont  street;  thence  by  the  northwest 
side  of  Tremont  street  to  the  southwest  side  of  Park  street; 
thence  by  the  southwest  side  of  Park  street  to  the  south  side 
of  Beacon  street ;  thence  by  the  south  side  of  Beacon  street 
to  Charles  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Charles  street 
to  Park  square ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Park  square  to 
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Providence  street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Providence 
street  to  Berkeley  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Berke- 
ley street  to  the  railroad  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven,  and  Hartford  railroad,  Providence  Division ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  tracks  to  the  Boston  and  Albany 
railroad  tracks ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  latter 
tracks  to  Broadway ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Broadway 
to  and  including  one -half  the  drawbridge  on  the  Broadway 
bridge  ;  thence  northerly  by  the  Fort  Point  channel  through 
and  including  one-half  the  drawbridge  on  the  Federal-street 
bridge,  the  Mt.  Washington-avenue  bridge,  and  the  New  Eng- 
land railroad  bridge  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  LaGrange  street. 

Division  No.  5.  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  centre  of  the 
draw  on  Broadway  bridge;  thence  through, Broadway  to  the 
Boston  and  Albany  railroad  tracks  ;  thence  through  the  centre 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  tracks  to  the  railroad  tracks 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven,  and  Hartford  railroad,  Provi- 
dence Division ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  latter 
tracks  to  Camden  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Cam- 
den street  to  Washington  street ;  thence  through  the  centre 
of  Washington  street  to  East  Lenox  street;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  East  Lenox  street  to  Fellows  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Fellows  street  to  Northampton  street ; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Northampton  street  to  Albany 
street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Albany  street  to  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Massachusetts 
avenue  to  the  Roxbury  canal ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
the  Roxbury  canal  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  East 
Brookline  street ;  thence  to  a  point  at  the  northeasterly  end 
of  Pine  island ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  South  Bay  and 
Fort  Point  channel,  through  and  including  one-half  the  draw 
of  the  Dover-street  bridge  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  East  Dedham  street. 

Division  JVo.  6.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  harbor  line 
opposite  the  centre  of  Dorchester  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Dorchester  street  to  Andrew  square  ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Andrew  square  to  Boston  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Boston  street  to  Willow  court ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Willow  court  and  Willow  court  ex- 
tended to   the  New  England  railroad  tracks ;  thence  by  the 
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eastern  boundary  of  said  railroad  tracks  to  a  point  opposite 
the  northeasterly  end  of  Pine  Island ;  thence  to  a  point  at 
the  northeasterly  end  of  Pine  Island ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  South  Bay  and  Fort  Point  channel,  through  and 
including  one-half  the  diaw-bridges  of  the  Dover-street, 
Broadway,  Federal-street,  Mt.  Washington-avenue,  New  Eng- 
land railroad,  and  Congress-street  bridges  to  the  harbor  line 
on  the  northerly  point  of  South  Boston  ;  thence  easterly  and 
southerly  along  said  line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Broadway,  near  C  street. 

Division  No.  7.  Includes  all  the  territory  within  the  limits 
of  East  Boston  and  Breed's  island. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Meridian  street,  near  Paris 
street. 

Division  No.  8.  Embraces  and  includes  all  the  waters  in 
the  inner  harbor  outside  the  harbor  line,  and,  concurrently 
with  the  different  divisions  on  the  water  front,  the  waters 
inside  the  harbor  line,  and  all  the  waters  of  the  outer  harbor 
and  the  islands  within  the  same  included  either  in  whole  or 
in  part  in  the  criminal  jurisdiction  of  the  county  of  Suffolk  ; 
also  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  of  Plymouth  in 
the  town  of  Hull  and  that  part  of  the  town  of  Hingham  as 
described  in  the  police  manual.  The  officer  in  command  of 
the  harbor  police  is  also  harbor  master,  and  has  command 
of  the  officers  and  crews  of  the  police  boats,  and  the  men 
connected  therewith. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Battery  and 
Commercial  streets. 

Division  No.  9.  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  centre  of 
Willow  court  at  the  intersection  of  Boston  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  Willow  court  and  Willow  court 
extended  to  the  New  England  railroad  tracks ;  thence  by 
the  easterly  boundary  of  said  railroad  tracks  to  a  point  oppo- 
site the  northeasterly  end  of  Pine  island;  thence  to  a  point 
at  the  northeasterly  end  of  Pine  island ;  thence  to  a  point  in 
the  centre  of  Roxbuiy  canal  opposite  the  centre  of  East 
Brookline  street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Iioxbury 
canal  to  Massachusetts  avenue ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  to  Albany  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Albany  street  to  Northampton  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Northampton  street  to  Fellows  street, 
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thence  through  the  centre  of  Fellows  street  to  East  Lenox 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  East  Lenox  street  to 
Washington  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Washing- 
ton street  to  Columbus  avenue ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Columbus  avenue  to  Seaver  street;  thence  through  the  centre 
of  Seaver  street  to  Blue  Hill  avenue;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Columbia  road;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Columbia  road  to  Boston  street;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Boston  street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Dudley  street,  corner 
Mount  Pleasant  avenue. 

Division  No.  10.  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  centre  of 
Washington  street  at  the  intersection  of  Camden  street; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Camden  street  to  Gainsboro' 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Gainsboro'  street  to 
Huntington  avenue  ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Hunting- 
ton avenue  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  park  system  at  the 
corner  of  Huntington  avenue  and  Hemenway  street;  thence 
by  said  easterly  boundary  line  by  the  Fenway,  Riverway, 
and  Jamaicaway  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Bynner 
street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Bynner  street  to  Day 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Day  street  to  Centre 
street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Centre  street  to 
Sheridan  street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Sheridan 
street  to  Chestnut  avenue ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Chestnut  avenue  to  Mozart  street;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Mozart  street  to  Atherton  street;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Atherton  street  to  Washington  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Washington  street  to  the  point  of 
beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  at  No.  1170  Columbus  avenue, 
near  Tremont  street. 

Division  No.  11.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  dividing  line 
between  Hyde  Park  and  Boston  in  the  centre  of  Harvard 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Harvard  street  to  Blue 
Hill  avenue;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Blue  Hill  avenue 
to  Columbia  road  ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Columbia 
road  to  Boston  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Boston 
street  to  Mt.  Vernon  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Mt.  Vernon  street  and  Columbia  road  to  Carson  street ; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Carson  street  and  Carson  street 
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extended  to  the  harbor  line  ;  thence  by  said  line  and  by  the 
boundary  line  between  Quincy  and  Boston,  Milton  and  Bos- 
ton, and  Hyde  Park  and  Boston,  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Adams  street,  corner  of 
Arcadia  street.  There  are  also  sub-stations  at  Neponset  on 
Walnut  street,  near  Neponset  avenue ;  at  Dorchester  Lower 
Mills,  on  the  corner  of  Richmond  and  Washington  streets ; 
on  Morton  street,  opposite  the  Forest-avenue  station,  and  at 
Mattapan  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  at  Mattapan  square,  which 
are  provided  for  the  officers  detailed  for  duty  in  those  local- 
ities. 

Division  J¥o.  12.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  harbor  line 
opposite  the  centre  of  Dorchester  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Dorchester  street  to  Andrew  square  ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Andrew  square  to  Boston  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Boston  street  to  Mt.  Vernon  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Mt.  Vernon  street  and  ColumhW  ^oad 
to  Carson  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Carson  street 
and  Carson  street  extended  to  the  harbor  line ;  thence  east- 
erly, northerly,  and  westerly  by  the  said  harbor  line  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  including  all  the  park  system  at  City 
Point,  South  Boston. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Fourth  street,  near  K 
street. 

Division  JVo.  13.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  dividing  line 
between  Hyde  Park  and  Boston  in  the  centre  of  Harvard 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Harvard  street  to  Blue 
Hill  avenue ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Blue  Hill  avenue 
to  Seaver  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Seaver  street 
to  Columbus  avenue  ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Columbus 
avenue  to  Atherton  street;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Atherton  street  to  Mozart  street ;  thence  through  the  centre 
of  Mozart  street  to  Chestnut  avenue ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Chestnut  avenue  to  Sheridan  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Sheridan  street  to  Centre  street;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Centre  street  to  Day  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Day  street  to  Bynner  street ;  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Bynner  street  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  park 
system ;  thence  by  said  boundary  line  to  a  point  opposite  the 
centre  of  Willow  Pond  road ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Willow  Pond  road  to  the  dividing  line  between  Boston  and 
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Brookline  ;  thence  by  said  dividing  line  and  the  dividing  line 
between  Newton  and  Boston,  Dedham  and  Boston,  and  Hyde 
Park  and  Boston,  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Seaverns  avenue,  Jamaica 
Plain. 

Division.  No.  14.  Includes  all  the  territory  of  the  former 
town  of  Brighton  and  of  Boston  west  of  a  line  beginning  at  the 
dividing  line  between  Cambridge  and  Boston  in  the  centre  of 
the  Essex-street  bridge ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  the 
said  Essex-street  bridge  and  Essex  street  to  the  dividing  line 
between  Brookline  and  Boston. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Washington  street,  junction 
of  Cambridge  street. 

Division  No.  15.  Includes  all  the  territory  of  the  former 
cit}^  of  Charlestown. 

The  station-house  is  in  the  old  City  Hall,  on  City  square. 

D'">'^'c"  No.  16.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Cambridge 
line  opposite  the  centre  of  Otter  street ;  thence  to  and  through 
the  centre  of  Otter  street  to  Back  street;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Back  street  to  Brimmer  street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Brimmer  street  to  Beacon  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Beacon  street  to  Charles  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Charles  street  to  Park  square ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Park  square  to  Providence  street; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Providence  street  to  Berkeley 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Berkeley  street  to  the 
railroad  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven,  and  Hartford 
railroad,  Providence  Division  ;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
said  railroad  tracks  to  Gainsboro'  street;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Gainsboro'  street  to  Huntington  avenue ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Huntington  avenue  to  the  eastern 
boundary  line  of  the  park  system  at  the  corner  of  Hunting- 
ton avenue  and  Hemenway  street ;  thence  westerly  and 
southerly  along  the  said  park  system  line  by  the  Fenway,  the 
Kiverway,  and  the  Jamaicaway  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre 
of  Willow  Pond  road  ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Willow 
Pond  road  to  the  dividing  line  between  Brookline  and 
Boston  ;  thence  northerly  by  said  dividing  line  to  the  easterly 
side  of  St.  Mary  street  extended  ;  thence  by  the  easterly 
side  of  St.  Mary  street  extended  and  St.  Mary  street  to  the 
south  side  of  Commonwealth  avenue  ;  thence  by  the  south 
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side  of  Commonwealth  avenue  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre 
of  Essex  street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Essex  street 
and  the  Essex-street  bridge  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  station-house  is  located  on  Boylston  street,  near  the 
corner  of  Hereford  street. 

RULE   2. 

ORGANIZATION    OF   POLICE   FORCE. 

1.  The  police  force  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  consist 
of  a 

Superintenden  t, 

Deputy  superintendents, 

Chief  inspector, 

Captains, 

Inspectors, 

Lieutenants, 

Sergeants, 

Patrolmen, 

Reserve  men, 
who  shall  rank  in  the  order  above  named. 

Matrons, 

Clerks, 

Employees, 
to  such  number  as  the  needs  of  the  service  may  require. 

Officers  of  the  same  grade  will  take  precedence  according 
to  the  date  of  their  warrants.  Where  two  or  more  officers 
of  the  same  grade  are  appointed  on  the  same  day,  the  man 
first  named  in  the  order  of  appointment  shall  be  the  ranking- 
officer. 

2.  The  police  force  is  divided  into  as  many  companies  as 
there  are  divisions,  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the  board  of 
police  may  order.  If  more  than  one  company  is  called  out 
for  any  purpose,  the  senior  captain  present  shall  have  com- 
mand, in  the  absence  of  a  superior  officer,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  superintendent. 

3.  In  case  of  a  fire  or  disturbance  in  any  division,  the 
captain,  lieutenant,  or  sergeant  of  such  division,  if  there  be 
no  officer  of  higher  rank  present,  shall  have  command  of  the 
force  detailed  thereto  ;  if  the  fire  or  disturbance  extends  to 
more  than  one  division,  the  ranking  officer  present  shall  take 
command.      (See  rule  45.) 
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4.  The  superintendent  may  at  any  time  designate  an 
officer  of  rank  to  take  command  of  the  force  when  called  out 
for  any  purpose,  and  the  officer  so  detailed  shall  be  obeyed. 

RULE  3. 

OF    APPOINTMENTS. 

1.  All  appointments  to  the  force  will  be  made  under  the 
civil  service  rules  of  the  commonwealth.  The  police  are 
not  permitted  to  engage  in  efforts  or  to  use  any  influence  to 
aid  persons  in  obtaining  such  appointment.  Certificates  of 
appointment  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the 
board  of  police. 

2.  Men  will  be  first  appointed  for  duty  on  the  reserve 
force.  At  the  expiration  of  six  months  a  reserve  man  will 
be  eligible  for  appointment  on  the  regular  force.  His  ap- 
pointment to  permanent  duty  will  depend  upon  the  profi- 
ciency he  has  shown  in  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  police 
business,  and  his  efficiency  as  an  officer. 

3.  Before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties  persons 
appointed  on  the  police  force  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the 
following  oath  before  one  of  the  commissioners : 

"  I, ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  faithfully 

and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incum- 
bent upon  me  as  a  police  officer  of  the  city  of  Boston.  So 
help  me  God." 

They  shall  also  subscribe  their  names  to  the  following 
agreement : 

"  I, ,  hereby  accept  the  office  of 

on  the  police  force  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and  agree  to  obey 
and  be  bound  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  maybe, 
from  time  to  time,  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  police 
department  of  said  city." 

4.  The  keeper  and  assistant  keepers  of  the  city  prison 
will  be  appointed  from  the  force,  and  will  be  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  department,  as  far  as  the  same 
are  applicable.     (See  rule  15.) 

RULE  4. 

OF   PROMOTIONS. 

1.  Promotions  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  civil 
service  rules  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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2.  '  Every  member  of  the  force  may  hope  to  rise,  by  activ- 
ity, intelligence,  and  good  conduct,  to  a  higher  position.  He 
must  make  it  his  study  to  recommend  himself  to  notice  by  a 
diligent  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  strict  obedience  to  the 
commands  of  his  superiors,  recollecting  that  he  who  has  been 
accustomed  to  obey  is  best  qualified  to  command. 

3.  Any  applicant  for  promotion  causing  any  person  to  in- 
terfere, or  make  solicitation  in  his  behalf  to  the  board  of 
police,  or  to  any  superior  officer,  personally  or  by  letter  or 
petition,  shall  be  reported  to  the  board,  and  his  application 
denied. 

4.  Every  member  of  the  force  shall  serve  as  a  patrolman 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  years  after  his  appointment  before 
he  shall  be  eligible  to  promotion  or  detail  from  regular  patrol 
duty,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
board. 

5.  Every  person  appointed  as  a  patrolman  shall  first  be 
put  on  night  duty,  day  duty  being  reserved  for  the  older 
members  of  the  force,  and  as  a  promotion  for  meritorious 
services. 

RULE  5. 

OF    THE   BOARD    OF   POLICE. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will  make  all  appointments,  assign- 
ments to  duty,  transfers  and  details  of  members  of  the  force, 
except  that,  whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  service  are  such 
as  to  preclude  an  application  to  the  board,  the  superintendent 
may  detail  any  member  of  the  force  to  the  performance  of 
any  proper  police  duty,  and  for  such  purposes  may  order  and 
allow  such  member  to  leave  the  city.  In  all  such  cases  the 
superintendent  shall  immediately  report  to  the  board,  in 
writing,  his  actions  in  the  premises. 

2.  Meetings  of  the  board  will  be  held  as  often  as  two  of 
the  commissioners  may  direct.  All  meetings  shall  be  private, 
unless  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  otherwise  determine. 

3.  The  board  will  appoint  one  or  more  official  stenogra- 
phers who  shall  act  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
board. 
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RULE  6. 

OF    THE    CHIEF    CLERK. 

1.  The  clerk  to  the  board  of  police  shall  be  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  police  department,  and  as  such  shall  have  direc- 
•tion  and  supervision  of  the  clerical  work  of  the  department, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Police. 

2.  He  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  clerks  employed  or 
detailed  for  the  purpose,  keep  fully  and  accurately  all  the 
books,  records,  accounts,  reports,  papers,  etc.,  pertaining  to 
the  business  of  the  department  that  are  required  to  be  kept 
at  the  office  of  the  board  of  police.  He  shall  make  out  all 
pay-rolls,  examine  and  correct  all  bills,  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  properly  entered,  filed,  and  transmitted  to  the  city  audi- 
tor. He  shall  receive  all  money  collected  by  the  department, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  city  collector.  When  any  license 
issued  by  the  board  of  police  is  revoked  the  chief  clerk 
shall  note  the  revocation  upon  the  face  of  the  record  of  the 
license,  and  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  holder  of  the 
license  by  delivering  the  same  to  him  in  person  or  leaving  it 
at  the  place  of  business  designated  in  the  license. 

8.  He  shall  have  control  and  direction  of  the  clerks  in  his 
office,  and  shall  report  any  neglect  of  duty  or  improper  con- 
duct on  their  part  to  the  board  of  police.  He  may,  in  his 
discretion,  grant  leave  of  absence  not  exceeding  two  days,  to 
any  clerk  in  his  office. 

4.  The  office  of  the  chief  clerk  and  assistants  shall  be 
kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  each  secular  clay, 
except  Saturdays  and  legal  holidays,  between  the  hours  of  9 
A.M.  and  5  p.m.,  and  on  Saturdays  the  office  hours  shall  be 
from  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

The  chief  clerk  and  his  assistants  shall  not  absent  them- 
selves from  their  duties  during  business  hours,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  without  permission  from  the  board  of 
police.     (See  rule  35.) 

RULE   7. 

OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    POLICE. 

1.  The  superintendent  of  police,  subject  to  the  orders, 
rules,  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  police,  shall  be  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  police  force.     He  shall  devote 
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his  whole  time  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 
He  shall  see  that  all  laws  of  the  State  and  ordinances  of  the 
city,  the  execution  of  which  devolves  upon  the  police 
force,  are  duly  observed  and  enforced ;  and  he  shall  also 
promptly  execute  all  orders,  and  observe  all  rules  and  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  board  of  police. 

His  office  shall  be  kept  open  at  all  times  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

2.  All  orders  to  the  superintendent  of  police  shall  ema- 
nate from  and  be  issued  to  him  only  by  the  board  of  police ; 
and  all  orders  to  the  police  force  shall  be  issued  by  the 
superintendent  of  police ;  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  deputy 
superintendent,  and  communicated  to  the  force  through  the 
captains  of  divisions,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  circum- 
stances rmry  require. 

3.  The  superintendent  shall  have  power  to  promulgate 
orders  to  the  police  force  not  inconsistent  with  law  or  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  board.  Such  orders  shall  be 
written  or  printed,  and  all  members  of  the  force  shall  observe 
and  obey  them. 

4.  The  superintendent  shall  visit,  or  cause  the  station- 
houses  to  be  visited,  as  often  as  practicable,  and  see  that  they 
are  properly  conducted  and  kept  in  good,  order,  and  that  the 
books  are  kept  as  required  by  the  regulations.  He  shall  in- 
spect, or  cause  to  be  inspected,  the  men  in  the  station-houses 
and  on  the  streets,  and  note  any  appearance  of  neglect,  care- 
lessness, or  improper  performance  of  dutjr  on  their  part.  In 
the  performance  of  this  duty  he  shall  be  assisted  by  the 
deputy  superintendents  and  such  officers  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  detailed  for  the  purpose.     (See  rule  8.) 

5.  He  shall  instruct  the  captains  in  ail  branches  of  their 
duty,  and  see  that  they  give  similar  instructions  to  their 
men.     (See  rule  18,  §  5.) 

6.  He  may  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  a  written  complaint  shall  be  made  within  twenty- 
four  hours  against  such  suspended  member;  and  the  pay  of 
such  officer  shall  not  be  allowed  during  the  period  between 
his  suspension  and  his  reinstatement  or  discharge,  unless  by 
special  order  of  the  board. 

7.  He  shall  make  report  to  the  board  every  morning, 
Sundays  excepted,  of  his  doings  and  the  doings  of  the  police 
iorce  for  the  preceding  twenty-four  hours.- 
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RULE   8. 

OF    THE   DEPUTY    SUPERINTENDENTS. 

1.  Iii  the  absence  of  the  superintendent  the  ranking 
deputy  superintendent  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  conferred  by  these  rules  upon   the    superintendent. 

2.  The  senior  deputy  superintendent  shall  visit  each 
station-house  at  least  once  every  six  months,  inspect  the  men, 
examine  the  condition  of  their  uniforms  and  equipments,  and 
report  thereon.  He  shall  inspect  all  uniforms  and  parts  of 
uniforms  before  the  same  are  worn  on  duty,  and  reject  any 
that  do  not  conform  to  the  regulations.     (See  rule  31.) 

3.  A  deputy  superintendent  shall  be  detailed  by  the 
superintendent  to  have  charge  of  the  superintendent's  office 
in  the  night-time. 

4.  District  deputy  superintendents  shall  inspect  the 
members  of  the  force  on  duty  in  the  streets,  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  streets,  and  note  any  appearance  of  neglect^ 
carelessness,  or  improper  performance  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  police,  and  any  obstructions  to  public  travel  caused  by 
defects  in  the  streets,  or  by  the  placing  of  merchandise  there- 
in, or  by  any  violations  of  the  ordinances  or  rules  or  regu- 
lations relating  to  the  use  of  streets  by  vehicles  or  cars,  and 
report  thereon  to  the  superintendent,  who  shall  forward  all 
such  reports  to  the  board. 

5.  District  deputy  superintendents  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  districts  in  their  charge,  and  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  performance  of  police  duty  therein.  They 
shall  visit  each  station-house  in  their  districts  daily,  except 
otherwise  instructed  by  the  superintendent,  and  inspect  all 
parts  of  their  districts  as  often  as  practicable,  and  shall  keep 
in  constant  communication  with  the  superintendent,  reporting 
to  him  daily  at  such  hours  as  he  may  direct. 

RULE   9. 

OF    THE    CHIEF    INSPECTOR. 

1.  The  chief  inspector  shall,  subject  to  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  superintendent  and  deputy  superintendents, 
have  charge  of  the  bureau  of  criminal  investigation  and  of 
the  inspectors  appointed  and  other  officers  detailed  for  ser- 
vice in  said  bureau. 


RULES    AND    REGULATIONS.  33 

'2.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  keeping  of  the 
records  required  to  be  kept  in  said  bureau,  conduct  all  cor- 
respondence, keep  all  communications  properly  filed  and 
indexed,  and  preserve  letter-press  copies  of  all  letters  or 
telegrams  sent  from  said  bureau. 

3.  He  is  authorized  to  order  any  member  or  members  of 
his  command  for  detective  duty  or  business,  and  for  such 
purpose  may  order  and  allow  such  member  or  members  to 
leave  the  city  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  days  at  any 
one  time,  whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  service  may  require 
it,  promptly  reporting  such  leave  in  each  case  to  the  super- 
intendent. 

4.  He  shall  make  daily,  monthly,  and  quarterly  reports  of 
the  work  of  the  bureau,  and  such  special  reports  as  may  be 
required  by  the  board  of  police  or  the  superintendent. 

5.  The  board  of  police  will  detail  a  captain  or  other 
officer  to  assist  the  chief  inspector,  who  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chief  inspector  in  his  absence. 

6.  The  captain  detailed  to  assist  the  chief  inspector 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  inspector,  have  per- 
sonal supervision  and  control  of  the  inspectors  appointed  to 
duty  in  the  bureau  of  criminal  investigation,  and  of  any 
patrolmen  detailed  to  do  duty  in  that  bureau,  and  shall  in- 
struct and  direct  all  such  officers  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

7.  The  portraits  collected  for  the  use  of  the  department 
shall  be  kept  in  the  bureau  of  criminal  investigation,  and 
shall  not  be  exhibited  to  any  person  not  belonging  to  the 
police  department,  excepting  upon  the  order  of  either  of 
the  board  of  police,  the  superintendent,  deputy  superin- 
tendents, the  chief  inspector,  or  the  captain  detailed  to  assist 
the  chief  inspector. 

8.  The  chief  inspector  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
all  pawnbrokers,  small  loan  licensees,  dealers  in  second-hand 
articles,  and  private  detectives,  and  shall  investigate  and 
report  on  all  applications  for  licenses  to  act  as  such.  (See 
rules  48,  52,  60.) 

9.  The  board  of  police  will  from  time  to  time  promote, 
from  among  the  patrolmen  doing  duty  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  section  10,  inspectors  for  duty  in  the  bureau  of 
criminal  investigation.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  be 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  chief  inspector,  and  shall 
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perform  such  duties,  keep  such  records,  and  make  such  re- 
ports as  the  chief  inspector  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 
They  shall  be  liable  to  have  their  appointments  as  inspectors 
revoked  at  any  time,  and  to  be  ordered  on  duty,  either  as 
lieutenants,  sergeants,  or  patrolmen ;  and  such  revocation 
■shall  not  be  considered  as  reflecting  in  any  degree  unfavorably 
upon  their  character  or  conduct. 

10.  The  board  of  police  will  from  time  to  time  detail 
patrolmen  for  duty  in  the  bureau  of  criminal  investigation, 
to  serve  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  the  chief  inspector  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

RULE    lO. 

OF   THE   INSPECTOR    OF    CARRIAGES. 

1.  The  inspector  of  public  carriages,  who  shall  hold  the 
rank  of  captain,  shall,  subject  to  the  control  and  direction  of 
the  superintendent,  have  charge  of  the  officers  detailed  for 
special  street  service.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
all  hackney  carriages,  cabs,  and  other  public  passenger 
vehicles  (except  street-railway  cars),  and  shall  enforce  all 
rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  same.  He  shall  examine 
and  report  upon  all  applications  for  licenses  to  set  up  and 
use  such  vehicles,  and  to  drive  the  same.  He  shall  report 
to  the  superintendent  daily.     (See  rule  58.) 

RULE     11. 

THE   LIQUOR    SERVICE. 

1.  The  captain  of  the  liquor  service  shall,  subject  to  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  superintendent,  have  concurrent 
supervision  with  the  captains  of  the  different  stations  over 
violators  and  violations  of  the  liquor  and  gambling  laws  and 
the  laws  against  immorality. 

2.  The  board  of  police  will  detail  a  sergeant  to  assist  the 
captain  of  the  liquor  service. 

3.  The  captain  of  the  liquor  service  shall  have  control 
over  such  men  as  may  be  detailed  either  permanently  or 
temporarily  to  the  liquor  service. 

4.  The  captain   of  the  liquor  service  shall  have  control 
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over  and  be  responsible  for  all  records,  letters,  and  reports 
required  to  be  kept  by  his  department. 

5.  The  captain  of  the  liquor  service  shall  make  monthly 
reports  to  the  board  of  police  through  the  superintendent, 
and  such  special  reports  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of 
police  or  the  superintendent. 

6.  The  captain  of  the  liquor  service  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  all  intelligence  offices,  and  shall  investigate 
and  report  on  all  applications  for  licenses  to  act  as  such. 

RULE   12. 

OF   THE   INSPECTOR    OF    CLAIMS. 

1.  The  inspector  of  claims,  who  shall  hold  the  rank  of 
captaip,  shall  inquire  into  all  cases  of  accident  from  which  a 
claim  against  the  city  may  arise,  collect  the  evidence  relating 
thereto,  and  perform  such  other  service  as  the  committee  of 
the  city  council  on  claims  or  the  law  department  may  re- 
quire.    (See  rule  43.) 

2.  The  board  of  police  will  detail  an  officer  with  the  rank 
of  sergeant,  who  shall  assist  and  be  under  the  control  of  the 
inspector  of  claims. 

3.  The  inspector  of  claims  is  designated  to  receive  in- 
formation regarding  claims  for  damage  done  by  dogs  to  sheep, 
fowl,  or  other  domestic  animals,  and  to  investigate,  appraise, 
and  determine  the  amount  of  the  damage  done  in  each  case, 
as  provided  by  chapter  454  of  the  Acts  of  1889. 

RULE    13. 

OF    THE   DIRECTOR    OF    SIGNAL    SERVICE. 

1.  The  director  of  signal  service  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  police-signal  and  patrol-wagon  service, 
and  the  control  and  direction  of  all  electricians,  inspectors, 
line  men,  and  other  employees  engaged  in  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  signal  system. 

2.  He  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  accommodations  at 
police  headquarters,  where  he  can  be  in  telephonic  communi- 
cation with  each  division  or  signal  district. 

3.  He  shall  see  that  the  instruments,  batteries,  lines,  and 
boxes  are  kept  in  proper  order,  and  the  horses,  wagons,  etc., 
in  good  condition  and  constantly  ready  for  service.     He  shall 
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examine  all  requisitions  for  supplies  for  the  service,  and 
none  shall  be  filled  without  his  approval;  and  he  shall 
approve  all  bills  on  account  of  said  service. 

4.  He  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  any  defects  in  the 
system,  and  shall  take  prompt  measures  to  remedy  the  same. 
-He  will  daily  examine  the  morning  reports  of  signal  service, 
and  notice  any  matters  of  importance  which  may  need  the 
attention  of  the  board  of  police  or  the  superintendent. 

5.  He  shall  make  to  the  board  of  police  an  annual  report 
of  his  branch  of  the  service,  covering  the  number  of  runs 
made,  number  of  persons  arrested,  number  of  miles  run, 
number  of  telephone  and  "  on  duty  "  calls  received,  and  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  of  public  interest.     (See  rule  38.) 

RULE   14. 

OF    THE   PROPERTY    CLERK. 

1.  The  property  clerk  will  be  appointed  from  the  force, 
and  shall  have  suitable  apartments  at  headquarters. 

2.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  property  belonging  to  or 
purchased  for  the  police  department,  when  not  in  use,  and 
shall  keep  a  true  and  correct  account  thereof  in  books 
provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  not  deliver  any  of  said 
property  to  any  one  excepting  on  a  requisition,  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  person  requiring  the  same,  and  approved  by 
the  board  of  police. 

3.  He  shall  receive,  record,  and  have  general  charge  and 
custody  of  all  money  or  other  property  alleged  to  have  been 
feloniously  obtained,  or  which  shall  have  been  lost  or  aban- 
doned, and  thereafter  taken  into  custody  by  any  member  of 
the  force,  or  which  shall  have  been  taken  from  any  person 
arrested  for  any  cause,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided; 
and  shall  deal  with  all  such  property  and  its  proceeds  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law.  (See  Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  96,  sects. 
10-14.)  If  any  such  property  is  of  a  perishable  nature,  or 
will  deteriorate  greatly  in  value  by  keeping,  or  if  the  expense 
of  keeping  it  will  be  likely  to  exceed  the  value  thereof,  he 
shall  cause  such  property  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  as  soon 
as  it  can  conveniently  be  done,  having  regard  to  the  nature 
of  the  property  and  the  chances  of  finding  the  owner  thereof, 
first  giving  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by 
publishing  the  same  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Boston. 
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4.  He  shall  inspect  the  reports  of  the  officers  in  charge  of 
divisions  and  of  the  inspectors  of  police,  daily,  and  com- 
municate to  the  department  all  information  contained  therein 
that  may  aid  in  restoring  lost,  abandoned,  and  stolen  property 
to  the  owners  thereof,  missing  persons  and  lost  children  to 
their  friends,  and  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  criminals  who 
may  be  at  large  and  are  wanted  for  trial. 

5.  He  shall  make  on  the  last  day  of  May  and  November 
of  each  year  a  detailed  report  of  all  property  in  his  care 
belonging  to  the  police  department. 

6.  No  notice  shall  be  issued  for  the  recovery  of  lost,  stolen, 
or  abandoned  property,  of  lost  children  or  missing  persons,  or 
in  any  way  relating  to  the  office  of  property  clerk,  by  any 
person  connected  with  the  police  department,  excepting  by 
said  clerk,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board  of  police 
or  the  superintendent.     (See  rule  36.) 

RULE     15. 

OF   THE    KEEPER,    ASSISTANT     KEEPERS,    AND      STEWARD    OF 

CITY    PRISON. 

1.  The  keeper  of  the  city  prison  shall  have  personal 
supervision  of  the  prison,  and  be  responsible  for  its  being- 
kept  in  a  proper  and  cleanly  manner,  and  for  the  safe  keeping 
and  humane  treatment  of  all  prisoners  committed  thereto. 

2.  He  shall  be  on  duty  each  day  from  8  A.M.  until  6 
p.m.,  during  which  time  he  shall  not  leave  the  prison  with- 
out permission  from  the  superintendent  of  police. 

3.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  prisoners  received  into 
and  discharged  from  the  prison,  and  shall  make  a  daily  report 
to  the  superintendent  of  police  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  the  superintendent  may  order;  and  he  shall  make 
such  other  reports  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by 
the  board  of  police  or  the  superintendent. 

4.  The  assistant  keepers  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the 
keeper,  have  charge  of  the  prison,  and  exercise  all  his  powers 
and  duties,  and  be  held  to  the  like  responsibility. 

5.  They  shall  be  on  duty  on  alternate  nights  from  6  p.m. 
to  8  a.m.  The  assistant  keeper,  whose  tour  of  duty  expires 
at  8  o'clock  on  any  morning,  shall  on  the  same  day  report  to 
the  keeper  at  5.30  o'clock  p.m.,  and  on  the  following  day  at 
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7.30  o'clock  a.m.,  for  temporary  duty,  and  shall  on  that  day 
relieve  the  keeper  while  the  latter  is  away  for  dinner.  The 
assistant  keepers  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  keeper. 

6.  The  keeper  and  assistant  keepers  of  the  city  prison 
shall  at  all  reasonable  hours  keep  the  same  accessible  for  any 
legal  and  proper  nse  to  members  of  the  district  police,  and 
to  all  sheriffs,  constables,  and  police  officers.  (P.  S.,  c.  27, 
sect.  36.) 

7.  The  steward  shall  be  on  duty  from  8  o'clock  a.m.  to 
6  o'clock  p.m.  every  day.  He  shall  see  that  all  parts  of  the 
prison  are  kept  in  good  order  and  condition,  and  that  the 
food  for  prisoners  is  of  good  quality  and  suitably  prepared. 
He  shall  also  perform  snch  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  keeper. 

8.  The  rules  relating  to  the  police,  to  station-houses,  and 
to  prisoners  shall,  as  far  as  applicable,  apply  to  the  city 
prison  and  the  officers  thereof.     (See  rules  32,  33,  and  41.) 

RULE   16. 

CHIEF   MATRON   AND   OFFICERS,    HOUSE   OF    DETENTION. 

1.  The  chief  matron  shall  have  personal  supervision  of 
the  house  of  detention,  and  be  responsible  for  its  being  kept 
in  a  proper  and  cleanly  manner,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
humane  treatment  of  all  prisoners  committed  thereto. 

2.  She  shall  be  on  duty  each  day  from  8  o'clock  a.m. 
until  6  o'clock  p.m.,  during  which  time  she  shall  not  leave 
the  house  without  permission  from  the  superintendent  of 
police. 

3.  She  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  prisoners  received  into  and 
discharged  from  the  prison,  and  shall  make  a  daily  report  to 
the  superintendent  of  police;  and  she  shall  make  such  other 
reports  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  board  of 
police. 

4.  The  assistant  chief  matron  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the 
chief  matron,  have  charge  of  the  house,  and  exercise  all  her 
powers  and  duties,  and  be  held  to  the  like  responsibility. 
She  shall  be  on  duty  each  day  from  8  o'clock  a.m.  until  6 
o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  chief  matron 
may  require. 
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5.  The  assistant  matrons  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the 
chief  matron  and  assistant  chief  matron,  have  charge  of 
the  house,  exercise  all  their  powers,  and  be  held  to  a  like  re- 
sponsibility. They  shall  be  on  duty  on  alternate  nights  from 
6  o'clock  p.m.  until  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  chief  matron  may  require. 

6.  Either  the  chief  matron  or  the  assistant  chief  matron 
shall  remain  in  the  house  during  the  night,  to  relieve  the 
assistant  matron  in  case  of  illness. 

7.  The  stewardess  shall  be  on  duty  from  8  o'clock  A.M. 
to  6  o'clock  p.m.  every  day.  She  shall  see  that  all  parts  of 
the  house  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  that  the  food  for  pris- 
oners is  of  good  quality  and  suitably  prepared.  She  shall 
also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
chief  matron. 

8.  The  doormen  shall  alternate  in  doing  day  and  night 
duty  every  fortnight.  The  hours  of  day  duty  shall  be  from 
8  o'clock  A.M.  to  6  o'clock  p.m.,  and  of  night  duty  from  6 
o'clock  p.m.  to  8  o'clock  a.m.  The  doormen  shall  receive 
prisoners  from  the  van  and  assist  the  matrons  in  caring  for 
them,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  chief  matron 
may  require. 

9.  The  van  drivers  shall  alternate  in  doing  day  and  night 
duty  every  fortnight.  The  hours  of  day  duty  shall  be  from 
8  o'clock  A.M.  to  6  o'clock  p.m.,  and  of  night  duty  from  6 
o'clock  p.m.  to  8  o'clock  a.m.  They  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  care  and  treatment  of  their  horses,  harnesses, 
and  vehicles,  and  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  prisoners  com- 
mitted to  their  care.     (See  rule  34.) 

RULE     17. 

POLICE   MATRONS    AT    STATIONS. 

1.  Police  matrons  shall  reside  within  a  reasonable  distance 
of  the  station-houses  to  which  they  are  attached,  and  shall 
hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  respond  to  any  call  therefrom 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Police  matrons  shall  remain  constantly  at  the  station- 
houses  so  long  as  any  woman  is  detained  or  held  under  arrest 
therein. 

3.  Police  matrons  shall  have  the  entire  care  and  charge  of 
women  held  under  arrest  in  the  station-houses  to  which  they 
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are  attached.     They  may  at  any  time  call  upon  the -officer  in 
command  of  such  station  for  assistance. 

4.  Police  matrons  shall  be  controlled  in  the  treatment  of 
prisoners  by  the  rules  regulating  the  treatment  of  male 
prisoners  as  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

5.  Police  matrons  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  control  or 
direction  of  any  police  officer  attached  to  a  station  except 
the  officer  in  command  thereof  at  the  time. 

RULE  18. 

OF    CAPTAINS. 

1.  Captains  shall,  subject  to  the  orders  of  their  superiors 
in  command  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  depart- 
ment, have  control  of  the  men  attached  to  their  respective 
divisions,  and  will  be  held  responsible  for  their  good  conduct 
and  efficiency.  They  may  establish,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  superintendent,  minor  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
discipline  of  the  men  under  their  command  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  station-houses. 

2.  They  shall  be  at  their  several  station-houses  at  all  times 
during  the  clay,  unless  necessarily  called  away.  Before  leav- 
ing his  post  a  captain  shall  send  information  to  headquarters 
stating  the  duty  on  which  he  has  been  called  away  and  the 
name  of  the  officer  left  in  charge,  and  shall  enter  the  same, 
in  his  own  handwriting,  upon  the  journal ;  and  immediately 
upon  returning  to  the  station-house  he  shall  communicate  the 
fact  to  headquarters,  and  note  it  upon  the  journal.  Cap- 
tains shall  report  to  the  superintendent  by  telephone  at  7.45 
o'clock  A.M.  daily,  and  on  Saturdays  they  shall  report  in 
person  to  the  superintendent  at  9  o'clock  a.m. 

3.  They  shall  call  the  roll  at  a  quarter  before  6  o'clock 
P.M.  of  men  who  are  going  on  night  duty,  and  at  a  quarter 
past  6  o'clock  they  shall  again  call  the  roll  of  men  who 
have  been  relieved  from  day  duty.  At  the  roll-calls  they 
shall  communicate  all  necessary  information  and  orders,  and 
note  and  report  all  absentees,  and  shall  carefully  read  and 
explain  to  their  men  all  general  orders  and  all  special  orders 
relating  to  their  divisions,  and  all  decisions  of  the  board  of 
Police  relating  to  the  department. 

4.  They  shall  daily  inspect  their  men,  reform  any  neg- 
ligence in    attire,  want  of  cleanliness    or   neatness,  or  other 
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improper  personal  habit,  report  to  the  superintendent  every 
case  of  sickness,  misconduct,  insubordination,  neglect,  or 
unfitness  for  duty. 

5.  They  shall  instruct  the  men  as  to  their  conduct  at  fires 
or  riots,  in  making  arrests  or  complaints,  as  to  defects  in  the 
highways,  nuisances  and  accidents,  in  procuring  information, 
or  other  matters  pertaining  to  their  duty.  They  shall  see 
that  each  officer  has  a  copy  of  and  duly  observes  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  department. 

6.  They  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  superintendent, 
divide  their  districts  into  routes  for  day,  and  also  for  night, 
so  arranged  that  the  whole  territory  shall  be  covered  at 
all  times  by  men  on  duty,  each  man  being  placed,  as  far  as 
practicable,  where  he  will  be  most  useful  and  efficient. 

7.  They  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  keeping 
of  the  records  and  accounts  of  their  divisions,  and  for  the 
accuracy  of  the  time-rolls ;  and  will  be  accountable  for  all 
property  and  money  received  in  their  official  capacity. 

8.  They  shall  make  the  following  regular  reports,  on 
blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose  : 

Daily. — Morning  report  of  arrests  and  all  matters  of  im- 
portance occurring  on  the  division  during  the  twent}r-four 
hours  ending  at  8  o'clock  a.m.  Report  of  signal  and  patrol 
wagon  service. 

Monthly. —  Classified  report  of  arrests  for  the  preceding 
month.  Names  of  absentees.  Names  of  officers  who  have 
performed  meritorious  services,  or  who  have  been  repri- 
manded or  cautioned.  Ambulance  service.  Number  of 
prisoners  transported  in  prison  vans.  Physicians'  services 
to  prisoners.     Carriage-hire.     Gas  consumed. 

Quarterly. — Miscellaneous  work.     Disposition  of  cases. 

Semi-annual.  —  Property  report. 

Special.  —  Arrests  for  violations  of  liquor  law,  liquor 
seizures,  gambling  raids,  house  of  ill-fame  prosecutions, 
condition  of  horses,  sick  investigations.  Also,  such  special 
reports  as  may  be  called  for  from  time  to  time.  When  fel- 
onies are  committed  on  their  divisions  they  shall  immedi- 
ately forward  special  reports  of  the  same  to  headquarters; 
such  reports  may  be  made  by  telephone.     (See  rule  35.) 

9.  Thej*  shall  have  general  charge  of  their  divisions,  vis- 
iting every  part  of  them  as  often  as  once  each  week,  noting 
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the  condition  of  the  streets,  sidewalks,  street-lights,  obstruc- 
tions, nuisances,  and  non-compliances  with  the  city  ordi- 
nances, and  all  other  matters  requiring  the  attention  of  the 
police  in  their  divisions.  They  shall  report  to  the  super- 
intendent all  cases  of  contagious  disease,  and  any  negligence 
which  may  expose  the  city  to  danger  by  fire,  and  all  mat- 
ters which  require  the  attention  of  other  city  departments. 

10.  They  shall  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  peace  in  their  respective  divisions,  and 
for  that  purpose  they  are  vested  with  the  power  to  station 
the  men  under  their  command  in  such  parts  of  the  division, 
and  to  assign  them  to  such  duties,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  and  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  department. 

11.  They  shall  be  diligent  in  enforcing  the  statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth,  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  the 
regulations  of  the  board  of  police,  paying  special  attention 
to  the  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  the  suppression  of 
gambling,  prostitution,  and  vice  of  every  kind. 

12.  They  shall  have  general  police  supervision  over  all 
licensed  liquor  dealers,  inn-holders,  public  lodging-houses, 
common  victuallers,  auctioneers,  billiard,  pool,  sippio  table, 
and  bowling  alley  establishments,  itinerant  musicians,  dealers 
in  junk,  skating-rinks,  and  wagons;  they  shall  investigate 
and  report  on  all  applications  for  licenses  to  act  as  such,  and 
shall  see  that  the  laws  and  rules  relating  to  such  licenses  are 
duly  observed. 

13.  They  shall  receive  into  their  custody,  and  safely  keep, 
all  persons  arrested  in  their  divisions  for  any  offence,  and 
shall,  before  the  opening  of  the  next  session  of  the  municipal 
court,  unless  they  be  otherwise  lawfully  disposed  of,  cause 
them  to  be  conveyed  to  the  city  prison,  there  to  await  the 
action  of  the  court,  or  the  order  of  the  board  of  police. 
They  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  escape  of  any  prisoner 
from  the  station-house  under  their  command. 

14.  They  shall  on  the  occasion  of  any  political  meeting  or 
election  detail  a  sufficient  number  of  men  in  each  ward  and 
precinct  to  preserve  the  peace. 

15.  They  shall  designate  relieving-posts  for  each  route. 

16.  They  may  detail  men  of  their  commands  for  the  per- 
formance of  special  duty  on  their  respective  divisions,  either 
in  uniform  or  plain  clothes  ;    provided,  however,  that  such 
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detail  shall  not  continue  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days, 
without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  police. 

IT.  In  case  of  any  riot  or  sudden  emergency  requiring 
the  services  of  the  police,  the  captain  of  the  division  in 
which  such  riot  occurs  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  scene 
of  disturbance  with  all  the  force  he  can  muster,  and  be 
vigilant  in  suppressing  the  disorder.  Should  the  captain 
have  any  doubt  of  his  ability  to  preserve  the  peace,  or  to 
restore  order,  he  shall  immediately  send  notice  to  the 
superintendent  of  police. 

18.  When  application  is  made  for  a  license  to  sell  liquor 
by  a  person  or  persons,  either  individually  or  as  partners, 
who  have  not  previously  been  licensed  in  this  city  for  that 
purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the 
several  police  divisions  to  post  on  the  station-house  bulle- 
tin the  names  of  the  persons  applying,  and  to  instruct  their 
men  to  immediately  report  any  information  they  may  have 
regarding  the  reputation  and  character  of  the  applicants 
which  would  show  them  to  be  improper  persons  to  receive  the 
licenses  for  which  they  apply. 


RULE    19. 

OF   LIEUTENANTS. 

1.  Lieutenants,  in  the  absence  of  captains,  shall  have 
charge  of  divisions,  and  exercise  all  their  powers  and  duties, 
and  be  held  to  the  like  responsibility.  Their  orders  shall  be 
respected  and  obeyed,  and  they  shall  report  every  instance  of 
violation  of  rules  and  disobedience  of  orders. 

2.  They  shall  alternate  their  duties,  spending  such  hours, 
day  and  night,  at  the  station-houses,  relieving  the  captains 
during  the  day,  patrolling  their  divisions,  and  performing 
such  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  by  their 
superior  officers. 

RULE   20. 

OF    SERGEANTS. 

1.  Sergeants  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  men  on 
their  routes,  and  shall  instruct  and  assist  them  in  their 
duties,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  general  appearance, 
good  order,  and  discipline. 
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2.  Sergeants  doing  duty  at  station-houses  will  alternate 
their  duties  as  follows  :  two  months  night  duty  and  one  month 
day  duty. 

3.  They  shall  inspect  every  man  of  their  respective  pla- 
toons, as  soon  as  they  are  formed  in  line  preparatory  to 
•marching  on  patrol  or  other  duty,  and  see  that  they  are 
properly  uniformed  and  equipped,  and  have  with  them  keys 
to  fire-alarm  and  police-signal  boxes. 

4.  They  shall  leave  their  several  station-houses  with  their 
respective  platoons  on  each  tour  of  duty,  and  shall  go  with 
some  one  man  to  his  relieving-post,  taking  the  different  men 
of  their  platoons  in  succession  without  notice  to  them.  After 
seeing  the  man  on  his  post,  they  shall  make  a  careful  tour  of 
their  several  divisions. 

5.  They  shall  constantly  and  faithfully  patrol  their 
respective  divisions,  visiting  each  route,  when  practicable, 
as  often  as  twice  in  each  tour  of  duty,  ascertaining  the 
presence  of  each  man  at  his  proper  place,  and  aiding  in  the 
enforcement  of  every  duty.  They  are  expected  to  remain 
patrolling  their  routes,  going  to  the  station-houses  only  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  and  carrying  out  such  orders  as 
may  be  given  them  by  the  officer  in  command. 

6.  They  shall  carefully  note,  and  impartially  report  to  the 
captain  or  lieutenant,  the  case  of  every  patrolman  absent 
from  his  route,  or  other  neglect  of  discipline  or  duty,  and 
their  failure  so  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  suspen- 
sion or  discharge  from  service. 

7.  The  sergeants  in  each  station  shall  together  keep  a 
journal  of  their  daily  duties,  which  shall  be  one  of  the  books 
of  record. 

RTJJLE  21. 

OF    PATROLMEN. 

1.  Every  patrolman  shall  hold  himself  in  readiness  at  all 
times  to  answer  the  calls  and  obey  the  orders  of  his  supe- 
rior officers.  He  shall  treat  his  superiors  with  respect, 
and  in  his  demeanor  to  his  associates  on  the  force  he  shall 
be  courteous  and  considerate,  guarding  himself  against  envy, 
jealousy,  or  other  unfriendly  feeling,  and  refraining  from  ail 
communications  to  their  discredit,  except  to  his  superior 
officers,  whom  it  is  his  duty  to  inform  of   every  neglect  or

disobedience  of  orders  on  their  part  that  may  come  to  his 
knowledge.  He  shall  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  department,  observe  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and 
perform  his  duty  with  zeal,  courage,  discretion,  and  fidelity. 

2.  He  shall  be  present  at  the  daily  roll-calls,  and  attend 
at  the  station-house  at  the  time  appointed ;  if  absent  without 
leave  he  shall  be  reported  to  the  superintendent. 

3.  Immediately  after  roll-call  each  patrolman  going  out 
on  duty  shall  proceed  to  his  relieving-post  and  relieve  the 
officer  whose  tour  of  duty  has  expired.  In  case  said  officer 
is  not  at  his  post,  the  relieving  officer  will  report  the  fact  to 
his  station-house.  He  shall  confine  his  patrol  within  the 
limits  of  his  route,  except  in  case  of  fire,  arrest  of  a  prisoner, 
or  other  necessary  absence  on  duty,  until  the  time  assigned 
for  the  expiration  of  his  tour  of  duty  and  he  is  regularly 
relieved.  Every  patrolman,  before  leaving  his  relieving  post, 
shall,  if  the  relieving  post  is  a  signal  box,  telephone  to  the 
station  that  he  has  been  relieved.  In  case  a  patrolman  is 
obliged  to  leave  his  route  he  will,  if  practicable,  notify  his 
station  when  he  leaves  and  when  he  returns.  Patrolmen  are 
not  to  refuse  to  give  their  assistance  for  the  protection  of 
persons  and  property  near  their  own  routes,  if  called  for  in 
any  case  requiring  immediate  attention,  but  they  are  to  return 
as  soon  as  possible  to  their  own  routes. 

4.  Patrolmen  must  not  walk  together,  or  talk  with  each 
other,  or  with  any  other  persons,  on  their  routes,  while  on  duty, 
unless  it  be  to  communicate  information  pertaining  to  the 
department,  or  in  the  line  of  their  duty ;  and  such  commu- 
nication must  be  as  brief  as  possible.  They  must  not  remain 
in  one  spot,  but  constantly  patrol  their  routes. 

5.  As  far  as  he  can  without  intruding  on  the  privacy  of 
individuals,  the  patrolman  shall  note  all  removals  from  or 
into  the  limits  of  his  route,  and  acquire  such  a  knowledge  of 
the  inhabitants  as  will  enable  him  to  recognize  them.  He 
shall  make  himself  perfectly  acquainted  with  all  parts  of  his 
route,  and  with  the  streets,  thoroughfares,  courts,  and  houses 
within  it. 

6.  He  shall  furnish  such  information,  and  render  such 
aid  to  all  persons,  when  requested,  as  is  consistent  with  his 
duty.  He  shall  keep  his  number  in  sight,  and  give  his  name 
and  number  to  all  persons  who  demand  them. 
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7.  He  shall  direct  strangers  and  others,  when  requested, 
the  nearest  and  safest  way  to  their  places  of  destination,  and, 
when  necessary,  cause  them  to  be  accompanied  thither  by 
one  of  the  police  ;  he  shall  not  leave  Ins  route  for  that  pur- 
pose, but  shall  pass  such  persons  from  his  route  to  the  next. 
If  lie  hear  the  cry  of  "  watch,"  or  other  call  for  assistance, 
he  shall  proceed  to  render  aid  with  all  despatch,  taking 
every  practicable  precaution  for  the  protection  of  his  route, 
when  he  leaves  it  for  this  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

8.  He  shall  send  persons  of  the  age  of  discretion  and 
penniless,  without  homes,  to  the  Charity  building,  Chardon 
street.  He  shall  take  note  of  all  cases  of  contagious  disease, 
or  sudden  death,  where  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  suspect 
criminality.  He  shall  watch  male  and  female  night-walkers, 
and  persons  who  improperly  accost  persons  of  the  opposite 
sex  upon  the  streets ;  and  shall  do  all  in  his  power  to  protect 
females  from  insult  or  annoyance. 

9.  He  shall  strictly  watch  the  conduct  of  all  persons  of 
known  bad  character,  fixing  in  his  mind  such  impressions  as 
will  enable  him  to  recognize  them  when  he  meets  them  in  the 
streets  at  night.  He  shall  note  their  movements  and  the 
premises  they  enter,  learn  their  names,  residences,  and  occu- 
pations, and  report  to  his  commanding  officer  any  informa- 
tion he  may  obtain. 

He  shall  also  note  during  the  night  all  vehicles  which  in 
any  manner  excite  suspicion. 

10.  He  shall  take  particular  notice  of  all  places  where 
intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  and  report  to  the  officer  com- 
manding his  division  all  unlicensed  places,  and  all  places 
where  the  terms  of  the  license  under  which  liquors  are  sold 
are  not  fully  complied  with.  He  must  note  all  junk  shops, 
and  shops  of  second-hand  dealers  and  pawnbrokers,  all  places 
of  amusement,  and  all  licensed  persons  and  places  within 
his  route,  and  also  all  suspected  gambling-houses,  dancing 
or  prize-fighting  places,  mock-auction  rooms,  venders  of 
lotteiy  tickets,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  keep  a  list  thereof 
in  his  book  for  reference,  and  report  the  same  to  the  officer 
commanding  his  division. 

11.  He  shall  note  all  street  lamps  out  of  repair,  not 
lighted  at  proper  times,  or  too  early  extinguished  ;  all  build- 
ings erected,  or  in  process  of  erection,  contrary  to  law,  or 
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any  building  defectively  built,  or  which  lias  become  unsafe, 
or  where  any  noisome,  dangerous,  or  unwholesome  trade  is 
carried  on ;  all  nuisances  and  other  matters  affecting  the 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  public,  or  the  interests  of  the 
city;  and  shall  make  report  thereof  without  delay  to  his 
commanding  officer.     (See  rule  49.) 

12.  He  shall  examine  in  the  night-time  all  doors,  gates, 
and  windows  of  dwellings  and  stores  to  see  that  they  are 
properly  secured,  and,  if  not,  give  notice  to  the  inmates,  if 
any.  Where  the  buildings  are  unoccupied  he  must  first 
make  fast  all  doors  and  windows  found  open,  and  then  notify 
the  station-house  at  once.  He  must  take  special  notice  of  all 
vacant  dwelling-houses,  to  prevent  depredations  ;  be  vigilant 
to  prevent  fire  or  waste  of  water ;  call  the  attention  of 
abutters  to  the  state  of  the  sidewalks  and  roofs,  where,  by 
snow,  ice,  or  other  cause,  they  are  rendered  dangerous,  or 
when  obstructed  by  fuel,  boxes,  or  other  articles,  or  with 
goods  ;  take  note  of  all  ashes,  garbage,  dead  animals,  or  other 
offensive  matter  thrown  into  the  street,  or  when  the  street 
is  used  for  washing  carriages  or  horses,  or  improperly  ob- 
structed thereby.  Where  the  laws  and  ordinances,  orders, 
rules,  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  such  cases, 
upon  notice  given,  are  not  forthwith  obeyed,  he  shall  do 
what  he  can  himself  to  make  the  way  safe  and  convenient, 
ascertain  the  names  of  the  parties  offending,  and  report  the 
same  for  complaint  and  prosecution. 

18.  He  shall  see  that  the  sidewalks  are  not  obstructed 
by  persons  loitering  thereon  to  the  inconvenience  of  other 
2Dassengers. 

14.  He  shall  ascertain  the  purpose  of  any  person  seen 
going  from  door  to  door  or  accosting  people  upon  the  street, 
and  if  such  person  is  found  to  be  begging,  or  if  such  person 
in  a  public  place  asks  or  receives  alms,  the  officer  shall  obtain 
the  name  and  address  of  such  person,  and  warn  him  or  her  to 
desist.  Upon  the  repetition  of  such  offence,  the  officer  shall 
arrest  such  person  as  a  vagrant.  He  shall  caution  all  persons 
found  peddling  without  a  license,  and  upon  a  repetition  of 
the  offence  shall  ascertain  the  name  of  the  offender  and  apply 
for  a  warrant  for  his  arrest. 

15.  He  shall  note  all  cases  of  fast  driving;  brutality  to 
animals ;  horses  or  vehicles  left  unattended  more  than  five 
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minutes,  or  standing  more  than  twenty,  or  going  upon  the 
sidewalk,  or  taking  the  wrong  side  in  passing  or  meeting ; 
all  cases  where  the  drivers  of  licensed  vehicles  are  uncivil  or 
demand  illegal  fares  ;  or  where  street-cars  or  omnibuses  stop 
opposite  the  intersection  of  streets  or  on  crossings,  or  do 
not  conform  to  any  other  lawful  provision  made  for  their 
regulation. 

16.  When  any  way  becomes  blocked  by  teams  he  shall 
use  his  best  efforts  to  aid  the  drivers  in  disentangling  the 
same.  When  the  stream  of  travel  is  continuous,  he  shall 
open  the  way  for  foot-travellers  wishing  to  cross,  attending 
women,  children,  and  aged  persons  who  would  be  otherwise 
exposed  to  danger. 

17.  When  a  disturbance  occurs  he  shall  instantly  proceed 
to  the  spot,  and  use  his  best  efforts  to  restore  quiet. 

18.  He  may  examine  any  person  whom  he  shall  see 
walking  abroad  in  the  nisht  after  ten  o'clock,  whom  he  shall 
have  reason  to  suspect  of  any  unlawful  design,  and  may 
demand  of  him  his  business  abroad  at  such  a  time,  and 
whither  he  is  going.  This  authority  must  be  exercised  with 
great  caution. 

19.  Any  property  which  may  come  into  his  possession  in 
his  official  capacity  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  marked,  and 
delivered  by  him  without  delay  to  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  station-house. 

20.  As,  by  virtue  of  his  appointment,  he  can  act  officially 
in  criminal  matters  only,  he  shall  not  render  assistance  in 
any  civil  case  whatever,  except  to  prevent  a  breach  of  the 
peace,  or  to  suppress  a  disturbance  actually  commenced ; 
nor  shall  he  serve  any  warrant  of  search,  without  permission 
of  his  superior  officer.  In  cases  where  an  ejectment  is  made 
for  non-payment  of  rent,  or  any  other  cause,  or  when  dis- 
putes arise  between  parties  upon  civil  matters,  he  is  not  to 
give  assistance  to  either,  or  interfere  between  them,  unless 
it  be  necessary  to  prevent  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  to  quell  a 
disturbance.  He  is  on  such  occasions  merely  to  take  persons 
breaking  the  peace  into  custody. 

21.  He  shall  keep  a  private  record  of  his  work,  with  day 
and  date,  and  he  shall  enter  therein  all  matters  of  any  impor- 
tance   in    all  work  in  which  he  is  engaged    in    his    official 
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capacity,  whether  at  court,  on  his  route,  or  elsewhere,  and 
also  any  other  matter  of  importance  that  comes  to  his  knowl- 
edge connected  with  the  police  of  the  city. 

22.  He  shall,  each  day,  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed, 
make  report  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  station-house  of 
all  that  he  has  done,  and  all  important  information  that  has 
come  to  his  knowledge  during  the  previous  twenty-four 
hours,  or  since  his  last  report,  exhibiting  his  arrest-book,  if 
requested.      (See  rule  40.) 

23.  When  any  patrolman  while  ou  duty  has  occasion  to 
stand  for  a  time  in  any  street  or  public  place  he  shall  take  a 
position  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  sidewalk  on  or  near  the 
curbstone,  and  at  least  six  feet  away  from  any  tree,  post, 
building,  or  other  structure. 

24.  No  officer  shall  furnish  information  to  any  person  not 
a  member  of  the  police  or  law  department  on  the  subject 
of  any  accident  except  by  order  of  the  superintendent. 

RULE   22. 

OF    THE    RESERVE    FORCE. 

1.  The  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  police  department  shall  be  observed  by  the 
reserve  force. 

2.  Until  a  reserve  officer  has  been  assigned  to  duty  upon 
a  route  he  shall  be  placed  on  the  first  tour  of  night  duty  with 
a  sergeant,  if  practicable,  and  if  not,  with  an  old  member 
of  the  force,  who  shall  instruct  him  in  all  the  duties  of  a 
patrolman. 

3.  They  shall  assume  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  a  police  officer  upon  their  appointment  and  assignment 
to  duty. 

4.  They  will  be  required  to  provide  themselves  with  the 
regulation  uniform,  and  will  be  furnished  with  the  usual 
equipments. 

5.  The  members  of  the  regular  force,  especially  officers 
of  rank,  will  be  expected  to  give  reserve  officers  every 
facility  for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  police  duty.  Com- 
mandino-  officers  will  see  that  reserve  men  afe  instructed  in 
the  laws,  ordinances,  and  rules  and  regulations  by  a  com- 
petent officer. 
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6.  They  shall  not  be  placed  upon  routes  until  competent 
to  perform  the  duty  required  of  them. 

7.  After  six  months'  service  appointments  upon  the  regu- 
lar police  force  will  be  made  from  the  reserve  police 
force  under  such  rules  as  the  board  of  police  may  prescribe. 
Meritorious  service  will  weigh  in  favor  of  reserve  officers 
in  appointments  on  the  regular  force. 

RULE   23. 

OF    THE    HARBOR    POLICE. 

1.  The  harbor  master,  who  shall  also  be  the  officer  in 
command  of  the  harbor  police,  shall  have  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  crews  and  equipments  of  the  police  boats, 
subject,  however,  in  the  performance  of  his  police  duty,  to 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  police.  He 
shall  at  all  times,  when  practicable,  be  ready  with  his  force  to 
respond  to  any  call  of  duty  that  may  be  made.  He  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  general  good  order  and  cleanliness 
of  the  boats  and  all  belonging  thereto,  and  he  shall,  every 
twenty-four  hours,  and  often er  if  necessary,  make  such  re- 
ports of  his  doings,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  boats  and  his 
command,  as  the  superintendent  of  police  may  direct. 

2.  The  chief  engineer,  engineers,  and  firemen  of  the 
steamboats  under  the  direction  of  the  harbor  master  shall 
each  have  control  of  the  matter  properly  pertaining  to  their 
positions,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.  They  shall  be  ready  to  respond  to  any  call 
made  upon  them  by  the  harbor  master,  or,  in  his  absence, 
by  the  officer  next  in  command. 

3.  The  officers  shall  instruct  their  men  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  all  vessels  belonging  to,  as  Avell  as  with 
vessels  from,  other  places,  frequenting  the  port  of  Boston. 

4.  They  shall  cooperate  with  the  officers  of  the  custom 
house  and  the  marshal  of  the  district  in  enforcing  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  United  States. 

5.  During  the  day  the  boats  will  patrol  the  upper  harbor, 
visiting  the  wharves,  islands,  and  shipping,  as  the  harbor 
master's  or  police  duty  may  require,  one  of  them  going  to 
the  lower  harbor  at  least  once  each  day,  when  practicable. 

6.  When  the  boats  are  lying  at  the  wharf,  or  not  in  active 
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service,  the  fires  shall  be  banked,  and  shall  be  kept  in  such 
condition  as  to  enable  the  officers  to  brino-  them  into  imraedi- 
ate  use,  if  required.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  on  board 
the  boats  except  on  business,  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed 
to  make  use  of  the  boats  for  any  purpose  not  directly  con- 
nected with  the  business  of  the  police  department  or  the 
harbor  master,  unless  with  the  permission  of  the  board  of 
police. 

7.  The  harbor  police  shall  board  all  foreign  vessels  on 
their  arrival,  supplying  them  with  a  copy  of  the  "Harbor 
Regulations,"  keeping  away  all  boats,  and  allowing  no  person 
to  board  such  vessels  without  permission,  until  such  vessel 
has  been  made  fast  to  the  wharf. 

8.  The  harbor  master  will,  when  by  him  deemed  advis- 
able, accompany  outgoing  or  incoming  steamers  for  the  pur- 
pose of  clearing  the  channel  of  obstructions  that  would 
prevent  their  having  a  free  passage  when  entering  or  leav- 
ing the  port. 

9.  When  a  tire  occurs  on  the  water  front  of  the  harbor 
the  police  boats  shall  give  aid  in  removing  endangered 
vessels  to  a  place  of  safety. 

10.  The  harbor  police  steamboats  shall  carry  a  Hag  hav- 
ing a  blue  ground,  with  the  police  shield  and  the  words 
"  Boston  Harbor  Police  "  in  white  thereon. 

RULE    24. 

OF    DEPORTMENT.  POLITICAL    RIGHTS. 

1.  The  police,  in  their  conduct  and  deportment,  must  be 
quiet,  civil,  and  orderly ;  in  the  performance  of  their  duty 
they  must  be  attentive  and  zealous,  control  their  temper  and 
exercise  the  utmost  patience  and  discretion.  They  must  at 
all  times  refrain  from  harsh,  violent,  coarse,  and  profane 
language  ;  when  they  are  asked  a  question  they  shall  not 
answer  in  a  short  and  careless  manner,  but  with  all  possible 
attention  and  courtesy,  at  the  same  time  avoiding  as  much 
as  possible  entering  into  unnecessary  conversation.  They 
shall,  in  a  respectful  manner,  give  their  names  and  numbers 
to  all  persons  who  inquire.  They  shall  use  their  clubs  only 
in  self-defence  or  in  cases  of  forcible  or  violent  resistance  to 
them  when  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty.

2.  They  shall  avoid  all  religious  and  political  discussions, 
either  at  the  station-houses  or  elsewhere,  while  in  uniform  ; 
they  shall  not  interfere,  or  make  use  of  the  influence  of  their 
office  in  elections  or  political  conventions,  but  may  quietly 
exercise  the  right  of  suffrage,  as  other  citizens.  They  shall 
not  solicit  or  be  obliged  to  make  contributions  in  money,  or 
otherwise,  on  any  pretext,  to  any  person,  committee,  or  asso- 
ciation for  political  purposes.  On  the  days  of  elections  for 
public  officers  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  officer, 
whether  specially  detailed  to  attend  the  polls  or  not,  to  pre- 
serve the  peace,  repress  disorder,  enforce  the  rights  of  legal 
voters,  and  prevent  illegal  voting. 

3.  They  must  be  particularly  careful  not  to  interfere  idly 
or  unnecessarily.  When  required  to  act  they  will  do  so 
with  energy  and  decision ;  and  in  the  proper  exercise  of 
their  authority,  they  may  expect  to  receive  the  fullest  sup- 
port. 

4.  They  must  readily  and  punctually  obey  the  orders  and 
instructions  of  their  superiors.  If  such  orders  appear  to 
them  either  unlawful  or  improper,  they  may  appeal  to  the 
board  of  police,  but  any  refusal  to  obey  the  orders  of  their 
superiors,  or  negligence  in  so  doing,  will  be  visited  by 
punishment. 

5.  Coolness  and  firmness  will  be  expected  in  all  cases  of 
every  officer;  and  in  time  of  extreme  peril  the  police  must 
be  careful  to  act  together,  and  to  protect  each  other  in  the 
restoration  of  peace.  Whoever  shrinks  from  danger  or 
responsibility  at  such  a  moment  shall  be  discharged  as  un- 
worthy of  a  place  in  the  service. 

6.  They  must,  on  all  occasions,  be  civil  and  respectful  to 
their  superiors  and  to  each  other.  When  passing  or  address- 
ing any  superior  officer  they  shall  salute  by  raising  the  hand 
to  the  rim  of  the  hat,  or  visor  of  the  cap,  the  elbow  being 
raised  as  high  as  the  shoulder. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  subordinate  to  offer  first  the  prescribed 
salutation,  and  of  the  superior  to  return  it. 

Men  in  the  ranks  will  not  salute  unless  ordered  so  to  do 
by  the  officer  in  command. 

Mounted  men,  upon  the  appearance  of  a  superior  officer, 
will  not  salute,  but  assume  the  position  of  "  attention."

Upon  entering  the  office  of  the  board  of  police  or  of  the 
superintendent  they  will  salute  by  raising  their  hats. 

The  police  shall  be  drilled  in  such  manner,  by  such 
officers,  and  at  such  hours  and  places  as  the  board  of  police 
may  direct.  When  proceeding  in  a  body  to  perform  any 
duty,  or  when  returning,  they  shall  inarch  in  military  order. 

7.  The  police  shall  not,  while  on  duty,  drink  any  kind  of 
intoxicating  liquor  ;  or,  except  in  the  immediate  performance 
of  their  duty,  enter  any  place  in  which  intoxicating  drinks 
are  sold  or  furnished. 

8.  The  police  are  required  to  speak  the  truth  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances,  whether  under  oath  or 
otherwise.  Any  who  wilfully  depart  from  the  truth  are 
unfit  for  the  service,  and  will  be  immediately  dismissed.  In 
cases  where  they  are  not  allowed  by  the  rules  of  the  service 
to  divulge  the  facts  within  their  knowledge,  they  will  say 
nothing. 

9.  The  police  shall  not  endeavor  to  obtain  admission 
improperly  for  themselves  or  others  to  theatres  or  other 
places  of  public  amusement ;  nor  shall  they,  or  any  person 
connected  with  the  department,  ask  for  a  free  pass  to  any 
place  of  amusement,  or  upon  railroads  or  steamboats,  except 
through  the  superintendent,  and  then  only  when  required 
for  police  business. 

10.  They  shall  not  communicate  to  any  person  any  in- 
formation which  may  enable  persons  to  escape  from  arrest 
or  punishment,  or  that  may  enable  them  to  dispose  of  or 
secrete  any  goods,  or  other  valuable  things,  stolen,  or  other- 
wise unlawfully  obtained. 

They  shall  not  communicate  any  information  respecting 
any  special  orders  they  may  have  received,  except  with  the 
permission  of  their  superior  officers. 

11.  They  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned 
in  making  any  compromise  or  arrangement  between  thieves 
or  other  criminals  and  persons  who  have  suffered  by  their 
acts,  with  a  view  to  permitting  the  criminals  to  escape  the 
penalties  provided  by  law ;  and  any  officer  who  has  any  part 
in  such  compromises  or  arrangements,  or  has  any  knowledge 
thereof  and  fails  to  give  information  to  his  superior  officer  or 
the  district  attorney  or  a  justice  of  one  of  the  courts,  shall 
be  subject  to  immediate  dismissal. 
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12.  No  police  officer  shall  apply  for  a  warrant  for  an 
assault  upon  himself,  without  first  reporting  the  case, 
through  his  commanding  officer,  to  the  superintendent,  and 
obtaining  from  him  permission,  in  writing,  to  make  such 
application. 

He  shall  not  compound  any  offence  committed  against  his 
person  or  property,  or  withdraw  any  complaint,  without  the 
consent  of  the  superintendent. 

RULE   25. 

OF    RESIDENCE,    HOURS    OF    DUTY. 

1.  All  persons  connected  with  the  police  department 
shall  reside  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  shall  not  leave  the 
city  without  permission  of  the  "board  of  police  or  of  the 
superintendent,  excepting  during  the  regular  annual  vaca- 
tion and  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  these  rules. 
When  absent  from  the  city  such  information  will  be  given  as 
will  enable  the  commanding  officer  of  a  division  to  com- 
municate with  an  absent  member  when  necessary  without 
delay.  They  shall  report  their  places  of  residence  to  the 
officers  commanding  their  respective  divisions,  with  such 
particularity  as  to  enable  the  residence  to  be  easily  found, 
and  also  report  any  change  of  residence  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  such  change  shall  occur.  The  residences  and 
changes  of  residences  will  be  reported  to  the  superintendent. 

2.  The  police  shall  devote  their  whole  time  and  attention 
to  the  business  of  the  department,  and  they  are  expressly 
prohibited  from  following  any  other  calling,  or  being  em- 
ployed in  other  business.  Although  certain  hours  are 
allotted  to  the  respective  members  for  the  performance  of 
duty  on  ordinary  occasions,  yet  at  all  times,  when  notified, 
they  must  be  prepared  to  act  immediately,  and  the  same 
responsibility  as  to  the  detection  and  prevention  of  crime 
and  the  promotion  of  order  rests  upon  them  when  not  in 
uniform,  or  otf  duty,  as  when  on  duty  in  uniform. 

3.  The  hours  of  regular  service  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  specified  by  the  captains,  under  the  direction  of  the 
superintendent ;  but,  when  occasion  requires,  officers  are 
liable  to  be  called  into  service  at  any  time.  The  police  are 
officers  of  the  State,   and  may  be  required  to  go  into  any 
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other  part  of  the  State  to  arrest  criminals,  or  for  other 
duties.  No  compensation  will  be  allowed,  beyond  their  pay, 
for  extra  service,  except  upon  such  bills  as  are  approved  by 
the  board  of  police  ;  and  they  must  report  to  the  captain  all 
fees  earned  by  them  as  witnesses  in  court. 

4.  The  police  will  not  be  detailed  to  perform  duty 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston,  excepting  to  assist 
the  authorities  of  a  city  or  town  to  suppress  disorder  or 
preserve  the  peace,  and  then  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  of  Boston  on  the  application  of  the  authorities  of 
the  place  where  such  service  is  to  be  performed.  Men  will 
not  be  detailed  to  accompany  picnic  parties  or  excursions, 
from  the  city. 

RULE    26. 

OF    CHARGES,    TRIALS,    ETC. 

1.  Any  member  of  the  police  force  may  be  punished 
by  the  board  of  police,  in  its  discretion,  either  by  repri- 
mand, forfeiture  of  pay  for  not  exceeding  thirty  days  for 
any  one  offence,  by  being  reduced  in  rank,  or  by  dismissal 
from  the  force,  on  conviction  of  any  one  of  the  following 
offences,  to  wit : 

Intoxication. 

Any  act  of  insubordination  or  disrespect  towards  a  supe- 
rior officer. 

Any  acts  of  oppression  or  tyranny. 

Neglect  of  duty. 

Violation  of  the  rules. 

Neglect  or  disobedience  of  orders. 

Any  legal  offence. 

Absence  without  leave. 

Immoral  conduct. 

Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer. 

Conduct  injurious  to  the  public  peace  or  welfare. 

Incapacity,  mental,  physical,  or  educational. 

Any  breach  of  discipline. 

Neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  a  debt  for  uniform  clothing,, 
or  for  rent  or  the  necessaries  of  life. 

Contracting  a  debt  under  false  or  fraudulent  pretences. 

Continued  and  persistent  neglect  to  pay  just  debts. 
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Communicating  information  relating  to  police  work  with- 
out permission. 

Sitting  down  while  on  patrol  duty.  > 

Conversing  during  the  tour  of  patrol  duty  with  any  other 
member  of  the  force,  or  with  a  citizen,  without  any  cause 
therefor. 

Not  patrolling,  or  not  properly  patrolling,  his  route  during 
his  tour  of  patrol  duty. 

Failing  to  detect  a  crime  committed  on  his  route  during 
his  tour  of  patrol  duty. 

Unnecessary  absence  from  his  route  during  his  tour  of 
patrol  duty. 

Any  other  act  contrary  to  good  order  and  discipline,  or 
constituting  neglect  of  duty,  or  a  violation  of  the  rules  of 
the   department. 

2.  Charges  preferred  against  any  member  of  the  force 
must  be  in  writing,  and  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  com- 
plainant, except  charges  made  by  an  officer  of  rank,  which 
may  be  in  writing  without  oath.  Charges  may  be  voted 
frivolous  by  the  board  of  police,  and  dismissed  without  a 
hearing.  Any  member  of  the  force  whose  character  has 
been  compromised  may  have  an  inquiry  as  to  the  truth  of 
any  charges  made  against  him. 

3.  Complaints  made  against  members  of  the  force  by 
other  members  (not  commanding  officers  of  divisions) 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  at  the  time  the  complaint 
is  made,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter  command- 
ing officers  shall  make  charges  and  specifications  founded 
upon  said  complaints,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  board  of 
police,  with  such  remarks  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
Complaints  against  superior  officers  may  be  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  force,  personally  or  by  letter,  directly  to  the 
board  of  police. 

4.  Commanding  officers  shall  prefer  charges  against  any 
of  their  subordinates  who  shall  fail  to  discover  a  homicide, 
burglary,  or  serious  breach  of  the  peace,  committed  on  their 
routes  during  their  tour  of  patrol  duty,  or  who  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  take  proper  measures  to  arrest  any  person  or  per- 
sons guilty  of  such  offences. 

5.  Complaints  made  at  station-houses  by  citizens  against 
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police  officers  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  by  the  officer 
in  charge,  entered  upon  the  journal,  and  transmitted  to  the 
chief  clerk,  who  shall  cause  charges  and  specifications  to  be 
framed  and  the  complainant  notified  to  appear  and  make 
affidavit  to  the  same.  In  case  the  complainant  does  not 
appear  within  forty-eight  hours  after  notice,  the  complaint 
shall  be  quashed.  A  charge  when  signed  shall  be  sent  to  the 
officer  commanding  the  division  to  which  the  defendant  is 
attached,  for  a  report  thereon. 

6.  Complaints  made  at  headquarters  against  police 
officers  shall  be  received  by  the  chief  clerk,  who  shall 
cause  charges  and  specifications  to  be  framed,  signed,  and 
verified  by  affidavit.  Said  charges  shall  then  be  sent  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  division  to  which  the  defendant 
is  attached,  for  a  report  thereon. 

7.  Trials  of  police  officers  will  be  held  at  such  times  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  police,  and  shall  be  held 
before  two  or  more  of  the  commissioners  unless  the  defend- 
ant freely  consents  in  writing  to  be  tried  by  one  member 
of  the  board,  who  in  such  case  shall  report  his  finding  to  the 
board  for  action.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications,  shall 
be  served  on  the  accused  party  at  least  two  days  before  the 
time  of  trial,  including  the  day  of  service.  Such  notice 
shall  be  served  by  delivering  it  to  the  accused  in  person,  or 
by  leaving  it  at  his  last  and  usual  place  of  abode. 

The  examination  and  cross-examination  of  all  the  witnesses 
shall  not  occupy  more  than  one  hour ;  nor  shall  counsel  sum 
up  without  the  consent  of  the  commissioners  conducting  the 
trial.  Witnesses  shall  be  sworn  and  examined  separately 
and  apart  from  each  other.  Minutes  of  the  evidence  shall 
be  taken  for  the  use  of  the  board  of  police  only.  Objec- 
tions to  testimony  shall  be  briefly  stated  and  submitted 
without  argument. 

8.  All  judgments  of  the  board  of  police  shall  be  in 
writing  and  duly  entered  upon  the  record.  Judgments, 
acquitting,  fining,  reprimanding,  or  discharging  any  member 
of  the  force,  together  with  the  substance  of  the  charges  and 
specifications  on  which  they  are  based,  shall  be  read  at  the 
several  station-houses  at  the  two  roll-calls  next  succeeding 
the  receipt  thereof. 
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Judgment  may  be  suspended  by  the  board  in  any  case 
where  there  are  mitigating  circumstances,  or  on  account  of 
previous  good  conduct  of  the  accused,  or  for  other  good 
cause.  Such  suspension,  and  the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  record,  and  judgment  may  be  rendered  any 
time  without  further  notice  to  the  accused. 

9.  Any  police  officer  who,  being  under  charges,  shall, 
either  before  trial  or  judgment,  cause  any  person  to  inter- 
fere, personally  or  by  letter,  in  his  behalf,  with  any  of  the 
police  commissioners,  shall  be  reported  to  the  board  and 
thereupon  be  tried  on  the  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming  an 
officer. 

RULE    27. 

OF    PAY. 

1.  The  salary  and  pay  of  the  police  shall  be  paid  to  each 
person  entitled  thereto,  in  accordance  with  prescribed  rules 
and  regulations,  subject,  however,  to  such  deductions  for 
lost  or  sick  time,  and  as  shall  be  made  to  satisfy  fines 
imposed  on  any  member  by  way  of  discipline  or  punish- 
ment. 

2.  Full  pay  will  be  allowed  the  police  during  the  regular 
annual  vacation,  excepting  so  far  as  such  pay  or  any  part 
thereof  may  have  been  forfeited  for  any  cause  laid  down  in 
the  rules  established  for  the  government  of  the  force.  In 
no  other  case  when  officers  are  absent  on  leave  shall  any  pay 
be  allowed  them,  except  as  provided  in  these  rules. 

3.  When  police  officers  are  absent  from  duty  on  account 
of  sickness  or  injury  caused  by  unusual  exposure  or  exertion 
while  on  duty,  and  such  sickness  or  injury  is  certified  to 
by  the  city  physician,  or  some  other  reputable  physician 
approved  by  the  board  of  police,  full  pay  for  lost  time  will 
be  allowed. 

When  police  officers  are  absent  from  duty  on  account  of 
sickness  or  injury,  and  such  sickness  or  injury  is  certified  to 
by  the  city  physician,  or  some  other  reputable  physician 
approved  by  the  board  of  police,  half-pay  for  lost  time  will 
be  allowed  for  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  except  that  when 
the  sickness  ends  in  death  full  pay  shall  be  allowed  for  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  days  lost  in  the  last  one  hundred  and 
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fifty  days  immediately  preceding  the  death  of  the  officer ; 
provided,  however,  that  it  is  certified  to  by  the  city  physi- 
cian, or  some  other  reputable  physician  approved  by  the 
board  of  police,  that  such  lost  time  was  caused  by  the  sick- 
ness which  ultimately  resulted  in  the  officer's  death. 

4.  Pay  will  not  be  allowed  during  absence  from  duty  to 
attend  funerals  unless  the  relationship  between  the  decedent 
and  the  applicant  is  that  of  father,  mother,  wife,  wife's 
father  or  mother,  child,  brother,  sister,  or  wTife's  brother  or 
sister. 

5.  No  pay  for  lost  time  will  be  allowed  during  absence 
from  duty  for  any  purpose  whatever,  excepting  during  the 
annual  vacation,  on  account  of  sickness,  to  attend  funerals, 
and  to  veteran  soldiers  to  attend  services  on  Memorial  day. 
No  pay  for  lost  time  will  be  allowed  for  less  than  three  days' 
sickness  or  disability,  unless  such  sickness  or  disability  is 
incurred  by  unusual  exposure  or  exertion  while  on  duty ;  or 
when  the  sickness  or  disability  is  feigned  or  simulated  ;  or 
when  it  arises  from  carelessness,  improper  or  vicious  conduct, 
excessive  indulgence  of  appetite,  or  other  bad  habits  ;  or 
from  improper,  illegal,  or  immoral  practices  ;  or  from  any 
cause  occurring  when  not  on  duty,  or  if  the  sick  person  shall 
fraudulently,  by  concealment,  false  statement,  or  otherwise, 
seek  to  deceive  or  mislead  the  attending  physician  in  rela- 
tion to  his  case  ;  or  if  the  member  shall  not  remain  at  his 
residence,  so  as  to  be  visited  at  the  option  of  the  city 
physician :  or  if  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  conform  to  the 
instructions  of  the  attending  physician. 

6.  Police  officers  shall  not  sell  or  assign  their  pay,  or 
give  powers  of  attorney  for  the  collection  thereof,  except  by 
permission  of  the  board  of  police. 

7.  Time-rolls  shall  be  made  up  and  forwarded  to  the 
chief  clerk  as  follows  : 

For  officers  stationed  at  headquarters  and  city  prison, 
monthly,  by  the  superintendent. 

For  employees  in  the  signal  service,  weekly,  by  the 
director  of  signal  service. 

For  matrons  and  employees  in  the  house  of  detention, 
weekly,  by  the  chief  matron. 

For  the  officers  and  employees  in  the  several  divisions, 
weekly,  by  the  commanding  officers  of  such  divisions.

Weekly  time-rolls  shall  be  forwarded  on  Tuesday  of  each 
week,  and  will  be  made  up  to  include  the  following  Thurs- 
day ;  monthly  time-rolls  shall  be  forwarded  on  the  fifteenth 
of  each  month,  and  will  be  made  up  to  include  the  last  day 
of  the  month. 

Time-rolls  shall  state  the  number  of  days  each  officer  or 
employee  has  been  absent  from  sickness  or  other  cause,  and 
be  accompanied  by  physicians'  certificates  and  petitions  for 
pay.  Every  petition  for  pay  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case. 

8.  When  an  officer  is  transferred  from  one  division  to 
another,  the  officer  commanding  the  division  from  which 
he  is  transferred  shall  give  him  a  certificate  stating  how 
much  time  he  had  lost  from  sickness  or  other  cause,  and 
how  much,  if  any,  pay  he  had  forfeited  during  the  current 
week.  The  officer  commanding  the  division  to  which  he 
is  transferred  shall  note  on  the  detail-book  the  time  when 
he  reports  for  duty,  and  shall  place  his  name  on  the  time- 
roll  for  the  current  week,  as  though  he  had  been  a  member 
of  the  division  during  the  whole  week. 

RULE    28. 

OF    ABSENCE    FROM    DUTY. 

1.  No  police  officer  shall  be  absent  from  duty  except  in 
case  of  sickness  and  during  the  annual  vacation,  without  the 
consent  of  the  board  of-police  or  the  superintendent. 

2.  Each  police  officer  will  be  allowed  annually  a  vaca- 
tion of  fourteen  consecutive  days.  Unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  board  of  police,  vacations  will  begin  on  the 
first  Tuesday  after  the  fourth  day  of  July,  and  not  more 
than  one-eighth  of  the  total  force  attached  to  any  division 
shall  be  absent  at  the  same  time. 

3.  All  applications  for  leave  of  absence  shall  be  made  to 
the  board  of  police  through  the  superintendent,  and  shall 
set  forth  the  purpose  for  which  such  leave  is  required.  Ap- 
plicants for  leave  of  absence  to  attend  funerals  shall  state 
explicitly  the  relationship  existing  between  the  decedent 
and  the  applicant,  where  the  funeral  is  to  take  place,  and 
the  time  and  place  of  interment.  When  leave  of  absence  is 
granted  the  time  shall  be  taken  in  consecutive  days. 
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On  occasions  of  emergency  the  superintendent  is  author- 
ized to  grant  leave  of  absence  for  a  period  not  exceeding- 
three  days,  and  he  shall  report  such  leave  to  the  board  of 
police  at  its  next  meeting. 

4.  Whenever  a  police  officer  is  injured  or  sick,  so  as  to 
be  unfit  for  duty,  he  shall  immediately  report  to  his  com- 
manding officer.  Should  the  officer  be  unable,  on  account 
of  such  disability,  to  report  in  person,  he  shall  send  word  to 
the  station-house,  and  the  commanding  officer  shall  inves- 
tigate the  case  as  soon  as  possible  after  receiving  the  mes- 
sage. When  an  officer  is  absent  from  duty  for  a  longer 
period  than  forty-eight  hours  on  account  of  disability,  his 
commanding  officer  shall  investigate  the  case  and  report 
the  facts  to  the  board  of  police,  and  reports  will  be  made 
weekly  during  the  continuance  of  such  disability.  When 
an  officer  is  taken  ill  during  his  tour  of  patrol  duty  he  shall 
at  once  report  to  his  station-house,  or  to  his  sergeant. 

RULE  29. 

OF    REWARDS,    TESTIMONIALS,    GIFTS. 

1.  No  police  officer  will  be  allowed  to  receive  a  present 
from  the  men  under  his  command  ;  and  no  subscription,  so- 
licitation for  subscription,  or  contribution  shall  be  made  by 
the  police  to  any  present  or  reward  intended  for  another 
member  of  the  force,  unless  specially  authorized  by  the 
board  of  police.  And  no  police  officer  shall  allow  the  use 
of  his  name  at  any  fair,  festival,  or  exhibition,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  tickets,  setting  up  or  promoting  any  raffle  or 
gift  enterprise,  or  having  a  present  voted  to  him,  or  voted 
for  him  in  his  name. 

2.  Police  officers  shall  not  collect  money,  or  receive 
anything  else  from  citizens  or  others  for  the  purpose  of 
making  presents  to  or  bestowing  testimonials  upon  other 
members  of  the  force ;  nor  shall  they  circulate  subscrip- 
tion papers,  sell  tickets,  or  collect  money  from  citizens,  for 
charitable  or  other  purposes,  without  leave  of  the  board  of 
police. 

3.  Police  officers  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  accept 
from  any  person,  liable  either  to  arrest  or  to  complaint,  or 
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in  custody,  or  utter  he  has  heen  discharged,  or  from  any  of 
his  friends,  any  gratuity,  reward,  or  gift  whatsoever ;  nor 
from  any  person  money  or  other  compensation  for  services 
rendered  or  damages  sustained  while  on  duty  ;  nor  shall 
any  officer  receive  any  compensation  for  services  rendered, 
or  reimbursements  for  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  connec- 
tion with  his  official  services,  without  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  police  :  nor  until  he  shall  have  furnished  a  re- 
port in  writing  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  services 
so  rendered,  and  a  detailed  account  of  the  expenses  so 
incurred. 

4.  The  board  of  police  will,  in  its  discretion,  permit 
police  officers,  for  services  rendered  by  them  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  which  are  specially  meritorious,  to 
receive  rewards  or  presents  tendered  them  for  such  services. 

In  each  and  every  case  application  must  be  made  to  the 
board,  in  writing,  for  permission  to  give  and  receive  any 
reward  or  present,  and  it  will  be  granted,  or  not,  as  the 
board  may  deem  advisable.  The  nature  or  amount  of  the 
reward  or  present  must  be  stated  in  the  application. 

5.  The  board  of  police  will  in  its  discretion  award  a 
medal  of  honor  to  any  member  of  the  force  who  in  its 
opinion  has  performed  any  extraordinary,  hazardous,  or 
dangerous  service  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

The  medal  may  be  worn  when  in  uniform  on  the  left 
breast  on  a  line  with  the  police  badge. 

Any  officer  to  whom  such  a  medal  has  been  awarded  may 
wear,  sewed  to  the  left  breast  of  his  overcoat,  frock  coat, 
and  blouse,  at  the  left  of  the  badge,  a  piece  of  red  ribbon, 
procurable  from  the  property  clerk,  one  and  one-half  inches 
long  and  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  wide. 

RULE   30. 

OF    BONDS. 

1.  Bonds,  with  sufficient  sureties,  will  be  required  of 
the  following  officers,  who  are  intrusted  with  the  collection 
or  custody  of  public  money  or  of  public  property  in  the 
police  department ;  namely,  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  police 
and  chief  clerk  of  the  department,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five 
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thousand  dollars:  the  captains  of  police  divisions,  and  the 
property  clerk,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
each.  The  bond  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  that  they 
will  truly  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  officers  or  per- 
sons entitled  to  the  same  all  money  and  property  which  shall 
come  into  their  possession  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties,  as  provided  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
police  department. 

2.  The  form  and  conditions  of  the  several  bonds  shall  be 
such  as  the  city  solicitor  shall  approve.  The  sureties  on 
each  bond  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  whole 
penalty  of  the  bond,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
police.      (See  rule  48.) 

RULE  31. 

OF    UNIFORMS* 

1.  The  property  clerk  shall,  upon  proper  requisitions, 
supply  the  members  of  the  force  with  cloth  for  uniform, 
helmets,  caps,  buttons,  wreaths,  numbers,  belts,  clubs,  and 
other  equipments,  — all  of  which,  excepting  cloth,  hats,  and 
caps,  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  police  department,  to 
be  returned  to  the. property  clerk  when  the  member  of  the 
force  having  them  in  his  possession  shall  cease  to  belong  to 
the  department,  or  whenever  he  shall  be  ordered  to  return 
them  by  the  board  of  police,  or  as  otherwise  directed  in 
these  rules. 

To  insure  durable  material  and  uniform  fast  colors,  cloth 
for  police  uniforms  must  be  purchased  at  the  office  of  the 
property  clerk.  The  cloth  furnished  will  be  of  the  best 
quality  and  delivered  at  cost. 

2.  Uniforms  and  parts  of  uniforms  must  be  made  strictly 
in  accordance  with  these  regulations. 

3.  Each  garment  shall  be  inspected  by  a  deputy  su- 
perintendent, or  such  other  officer  as  the  superintendent 
may  direct,  to  see  that  it  conforms  to  regulation,  before  it  is 
worn,  and  such  inspection  shall  be  certified  to  in  writing  by 
the  inspecting  officer.  Uniforms,  and  parts  of  uniforms, 
not  made  in  accordance  with  the  regulations    will    be    re- 
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jected.  The  inspecting  officer  will  frequently  examine  the 
condition  of  uniforms  worn  on  duty,  and  will  condemn  any 
that  may  be  unfit  for  service.  An  officer  who  neglects  to 
replace  any  portion  of  his  uniform  that  has  been  condemned 
by  the  inspecting  officer,  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
such  condemnation,  will  be  suspended  from  duty,  and  stand 
suspended,  with  loss  of  pay,  until  he  has  conformed  to  the 
order  of  the  inspecting  officer. 

4.  Helmets  and  cloth  for  uniforms  must  be  procured 
from  the  property  clerk.  The  property  clerk  will  furnish 
buttons,  helmet,  and  cap  trimmings,  badges,  shoulder-straps, 
chevrons,  belts,  clubs,  and  revolvers,  —  all  of  which  remain 
the  property  of  the  department,  and  must  be  surrendered 
when  the  officer  leaves  the  service. 

5.  Overcoats. — All  .members  of  the  department  shall 
wear  dark-blue  overcoats,  double-breasted,  surtout  pattern, 
with  short  rolling  plain  collars,  buttoned  close  up  to 
the  neck ;  the  waist  two  and  one-half  inches  below  the 
natural  waist ;  skirt,  four  inches  below  the  centre  of  the 
knee-pan ;  one  pocket  on  the  right  breast,  outside ;  one 
pocket  on  the  left  breast,  inside;  and  one  in  each  skirt;  a 
pistol-pocket,  inside  in  the  left  breast,  opening  between  the 
fourth  and  fifth  buttons ;  a  row  of  eight  police  buttons  on 
each  side  of  the  breast,  placed  at  a  distance  between  rows  of 
seven  inches  at  the  top  and  four  inches  at  the  bottom, 
measured  from  the  centre  of  the  buttons,  and  in  such  manner 
as  to  form,  when  buttoned,  direct  lines  from  top  to  bottom  ; 
four  buttons  behind  with  side  edge,  and  three  small  police 
buttons  on  each  cuff. 

6.  Cape.  — In  very  cold  or  stormy  weather  a  dark-blue 
cloth  cape  may  be  worn,  reaching  to  one  inch  above  the 
lower  button  on  the  overcoat  behind,  with  six  police  buttons 
in  front ;  to  be  buttoned  up  to  the  neck. 

7.  Frock-coals.  —  The  superintendent,  deputy  super- 
intendents, chief  inspector,  captains,  inspectors,  and  lieu- 
tenants shall  wear  a  dark-blue  double-breasted  frock-coat, 
plain  collar,  made  to  be  buttoned  up  to  the  neck,  with  a 
row  of  six  police  buttons  on  each  side,  placed  like  the  but- 
tons on  the  breasts  of  overcoats  :  skirt  to  be  one  inch  above 
the  centre  of  knee-pan  ;  breast-pockets  inside,  and  pocket  in 
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each  skirt;  three  buttons  on  each  cuff,  and  two  buttons  on 
each  skirt  behind. 

All  men  below  the  rank  of  lieutenant  shall  wear  dark-blue 
single-breasted  straight  frock-coats,  buttoned  up  to  the  neck, 
with  plain  jacket  collar  and  straight  skirt ;  nine  police  but- 
tons on  the  breast,  two  on  each  cuff,  and  four  behind ;  side 
edges  half  the  length  of  skirt ;  edges  double  stitched,  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  wide  ;  sleeve  to  match,  plain  around  the 
bottom ;  two  breast-pockets  inside,  cash-pocket  outside  on 
right  side ;  pocket  behind  on  inside  folds ;  waist  two  and 
one-fourth  inches  below  the  natural  waist ;  skirt  one  inch 
above  the  centre  of  the  knee-pan. 

8.  Sack-coats.  —  The  superintendent,  deputy  superin- 
tendents, chief  inspector,  captains,  inspectors,  and  lieu- 
tenants shall  wear  a  dark-blue  double-breasted  skeleton  sack- 
coat,  the  bottom  of  the  skirt  to  be  eight  inches  above  the 
centre  of  the  knee-pan ;  eight  buttons  in  two  rows  of  four 
each  ;  three  buttons  on  each  cuff. 

All  other  members  of  the  force  shall  wear  dark-blue 
single-breasted  skeleton  sack-coats,  made  to  button  to  the 
neck,  with  single  row  of  four  police  buttons  in  front; 
the  bottom  of  the  skirt  to  be  eight  inches  above  the  centre 
of  the  knee-pan  ;  two  breast-pockets,  and  a  pocket  in  each 
skirt,  —  all  inside. 

9.  Reefing  jackets. — Boatmen,  drivers  of  patrol  wag- 
ons, and  the  night  wagon  crew  shall  wear  a  dark-blue 
double-breasted  reefing  jacket ;  skirt,  one  inch  below  the 
end  of  fingers  ;  five  police  buttons  on  each  side  of  the  breast, 
three  buttons  on  the  under  seam  of  cuff;  lap  seams  ;  pockets 
on  each  side,  and  one  pocket  on  right  breast  outside. 

10.  Blouses/- — Desk  officers,  when  on  duty,  may  wear  a 
dark-blue  single-breasted  flannel  blouse,  with  four  police  but- 
tons ;   shoulder  straps,  gold  bullion  ;  one  star  for  lieutenants. 

11.  Vests.  —  The  superintendent,  deputy  superintend- 
ents, chief  inspector,  captains,  inspectors,  and  lieutenants 
shall  wear  dark-blue  vests,  with  rolling  collar  and  seven 
police  buttons.  All  other  •  officers  shall  wear  dark-blue 
single-breasted  vests,  made  without  collar,  with  seven  police 
buttons ;   made  to  button  within  three  inches  of  the  neck. 

12.  Trousers.  —  All  members    of  the   force    shall  wear 
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dark-blue  trousers,  with  light-blue  welt  in  outer  seam,  like 
pattern  furnished. 

13.  Commissioned  officers'  caps. — The  superintendent, 
deputy  superintendents,  chief  inspector,  captains,  inspect- 
ors, and  lieutenants  shall  wear  a  cap  of  uniform  pattern 
trimmed  as  follows : 

Gilt  bullion  visor  strap  and  band ;  a  small  gilt  Boston 
police  button  on  each  side  of  visor :  gilt  bullion  wreath 
encircling  the  letters  "  B.  P."  in  monogram  above  the  words 
"Supt.,"  "Dept.,"  "C.  I.,"  "Capt.,"  "I.,"  and  "Lieut.," 
according  to  the  rank  of  the  wearer. 

14.  Helmets. — Sergeants,  patrolmen,  and  reserve  men 
shall  wear,  with  the  overcoats  and  frock-coats,  a  black 
helmet  of  uniform  shape,  trimmed  as  follows  :  Sergeants : 
bronze  ventilator,  bronze  band,  and  bronze  wreath  encir- 
cling a  silver-plated  letter  "  S "  and  the  number  of  the 
division  in  silver-plated  figures.  Patrolmen  :  bronze  ven- 
tilator, bronze  band,  their  numbers  in  silver-plated  figures 
preceded  by  the  number  of  their  station,  or  if  the  patrol- 
man is  attached  to  headquarters  by  the  figure  0.  Officers 
attached  to  the  special  street  service  will  be  designated  by 
silver-plated  letters  "  S.  S.  "  on  the  helmet. 

With  sack-coats  a  light-colored  helmet,  of  the  uniform 
shape,  trimmed  the  same  as  the  black  helmet,  shall  be 
worn. 

15.  Caps.  —  Boatmen,  drivers  of  patrol  wagons,  and 
the  night  wagon  crew  shall  wear  caps  of  uniform  pattern, 
with  wreath  and  number.  In  winter,  cloth  caps  of  approved 
pattern  may  lie  worn  by  all  members  of  the  force,  when 
directed  by  the  superintendent. 

16.  Collars,  etc. — All  officers,  excepting  boatmen  and 
patrol  wagon  crews,  shall  wear  a  white  standing  collar  and 
black  silk  necktie.  Boatmen  shall  wear  a  dark-blue  shirt 
with  sailor  collar,  and  black  silk  necktie.  Drivers  and 
night  wagon  men  may  wear  flannel  shirts  and  black  silk 
neckties. 

17.  Insignia  of  rank.  — The  superintendent,  deputy 
superintendents,  captains,  and  lieutenants  shall  wear  sho.ul- 
der-straps,  the  rank  being  indicated  by  gold  bullion  stars, 
four  for  the  superintendent,  three  for  the  deputy   superin- 
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tendents,  two  for  captains,  and  one  for  lieutenants.  The 
chief  inspector  shall  wear  shoulder-straps  with  gold  bullion 
letters  "  C.  I."  embroidered  thereon.  Inspectors  shall 
wear  shoulder-straps  with  gold  bullion  letter  "  I "  embroid- 
ered thereon.  Serjeants  shall  wear  a  oold  bullion  chevron 
on  each  arm. 

18.  Service  stripes.  —  All  members  of  the  force  will 
wear  upon  both  sleeves  of  the  coat  a  stripe  for  every  five 
years'  service  as  police  officers  in  the  employ  of  the  city 
of  Boston. 

For  all  commissioned  officers  the  service  stripe  shall  be 
41  gold  braid,  three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide,  placed  on  the 
front  of  the  sleeve,  adjoining  to  and  above  the  cuff  seam, 
and  parallel  thereto,  extending  in  length  from  seam  to 
.seam. 

For  sergeants  and  patrolmen  the  service  stripe  shall  be 
of  light-blue  cloth,  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width,  placed 
diagonally  on  the  sleeve,  the  highest  point  near  the  back 
seam,  nine  inches  from  end  of  cuff,  the  lowest  point  three 
and  one-quarter  inches  from  end  of  cuff;  stripes  to  be  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  apart. 

19.  Badges.  —  The  police  badges  shall  be  worn  on  the 
left  breast  of  the  outside  garment  when  in  uniform,  and  upon 
the  left  breast  of  the  vest  when  in  plain  clothes. 

20.  Gloves.  —  Dark  gloves,  like  pattern  at  headquarters, 
shall  be  worn  in  winter.  White  gloves  shall  be  worn  on 
Sunday  during  the  summer  months,  and  by  men  detailed  for 
duty  at  places  of  amusement,  balls,  parties,  etc.,  and  on  all 
public  occasions. 

21.  Belts. — Black  leather  belts,  with  police  clasp,  will 
be  worn  with  the  overcoats  and  frock-coats.  Metal  trim- 
mings on  belts  of  all  officers  above  the  rank  of  sergeant  will 
be  of  .yellow  metal;  of  all  other  members  of  the  force  will 
be  of  white  metal. 

22.  Clubs.  —  Clubs  of  dark  wood  shall  be  furnished  to 
all  members  of  the  force.  The  belt-club,  which  shall  not 
exceed  twenty-four  inches  in  length,  will  be  carried  when 
overcoats  and  sack-coats  are  worn.  A  short  club,  not  ex- 
ceeding fourteen  inches  in  length,  may  be  carried  in  a 
pocket  made  for  that  purpose  in  the  trousers,  and  shall  be 
carried  in  the  hand  when  sack-coats  are  worn. 
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23.  Revolvers.  —  Revolvers  of  uniform  pattern  will  be 
furnished  to  all  members  of  the  force,  to  be  carried  when 
on  duty ;  they  must  be  used  with  great  caution  and  only  in 
self-defence.  Each  officer  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
condition  of  the  revolver  furnished  him. 

■  24.  Wearing  uniforms,  etc.  — The  police  uniform  shall  be 
worn  by  all  members  of  the  force  (excepting  inspectors 
and  officers  detailed  for  special  duty  in  plain  clothes)  when 
on  duty  before  the  public,  and  when  at  court,  unless  other- 
wise ordered.  The  superintendent,  deputy  superintendents,, 
chief  inspector,  or  captains  may  detail  men  of  their  com- 
mands for  special  duties  in  plain  clothes.  Inspectors  shall 
provide  themselves  with  uniforms  to  be  worn  on  special 
occasions,  when  so  directed. 

25.  Pocket  manual.  —  Officers  while  on  duty  shall  carry 
a  copy  of  the  pocket  manual. 

26.  Umbrellas  or  canes  shall  not  be  carried  by  any  officer 
while  in  uniform. 

27.  Every  member  of  the  force  must  at  all  times  be  neat, 
in  person,  his  uniform  in  a  clean  and  presentable  condition, 

-the  buttons,  badge,  and  metal  trimmings  kept  bright,  and 
his  boots  clean.  When,  on  account  of  the  weather,  or 
causes  arising  from  discharge  of  duty,  his  dress  becomes 
soiled  or  disarranged,  it  shall  be  put  in  proper  order  as  soon, 
as  circumstances  permit. 

RULE    32. 

OF    STATION-HOUSES. 

1.  Station-houses  are  to  be  used  exclusively  for  police 
business,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  They  will  be  kept 
open  at  all  times,  in  charge  of  a  competent  officer.  Captains 
are  in  command  when  in  the  station-house,  and  when  absent 
a  lieutenant  or  sergeant  will  take  charge.  A  station-Jiouse 
shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  an  officer  who  cannot  use  the 
telephone  or  attend  to  the  signal  apparatus. 

2.  Civility  and  attention  shall  be  shown  to  every  person 
visiting  a  station-house  on  business.  No  person  shall  be 
permitted  to  remain  in  a  station-house  without  permission 
of  the  officer  in  charge,  except  members  of  the  department 
and  persons  on  business.  The  names  of  all  persons  receiv- 
ing such  permission  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal.  No. 
person,  except  superior  officers,  or  persons  authorized  by 
them,  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  behind  the  desk. 
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3.  The  strictest  economy,  consistent  with  a  due  regard 
for  the  comfort  of  the  men  and  the  proper  transaction  of 
business,  shall  be  observed  in  the  use  of  fuel  and  gas,  and 
care  shall  be  taken  that  the  property  of  the  city  is  neither 
wasted,  injured,  nor  destroyed. 

4.  Sleeping  apartments  shall  be  inspected  daily ;  the 
beds  and  bedding  shall  be  kept  clean  and  neat,  and  any  dis- 
orderly, irregular,  negligent,  or  uncleanly  habits  on  the 
part  of  any  member  of  the  force  shall  be  prevented  or 
punished. 

5.  No  article  of  furniture,  picture,  print,  or  statue  shall 
be  put  into  any  station-house  except  those  supplied  by  the 
department,  unless  permission  is  granted  by  the  board  of . 
police. 

6.  No  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  introduced  upon  any 
pretext  into  a  station-house,  except  when  ordered  by  a 
physician.  Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  cell-room, 
nor  in  any  other  part  of  the  station-house,  except  such  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  division. 

7.  No  game  of  chance  for  stakes  or  wagers  shall  be 
played  in  any  station-house,  and  the  use  of  playing-cards  is 
strictly  prohibited.  Chess,  dominoes,  and  draughts  may  be 
played  in  the  smoking-room,  or  such  other  part  of  the  station- 
house  as  may  be  designated  by  the  commanding  officer. 

8.  Cells  shall  be  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated.  Doors 
of  cells  in  which  prisoners  are  confined  shall  be  carefully 
locked  and  bolted,  and  the  keys  kept  in  the  office.  No 
person  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  cells,  without  permission 
of  the  officer  in  charge,  unless  on  a  written  order  from  a 
member  of  the  board  of  police,  the  superintendent,  deputy 
superintendents,  or  chief  inspector. 

9.  Police  matrons  shall  be  appointed  at,  and  sufficient 
and  proper  accommodation  for  women  detained  or  held 
under  arrest  shall  be  provided  in,  stations  6,  7,  9,  10,  11,  12, 
13,  14,  and  15. 

RULE    33. 
OF    THE    CITY    PRISON. 

1.  The  city  prison  shall  be  kept  open  at  all  times,  in  charge 
of  the  keeper  or  one  of  the  assistant  keepers.  In  case  the 
officer  in  charge  should  be  taken  ill,  or  should  need  assist- 
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ance,  during  his  tour  of  duty,  he  will  send  word  to  head- 
quarters. 

2.  Civility  and  attention  shall  be  shown  to  every  person 
visiting  the  prison  on  business.  No  person  will  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  the  office  without  permission  of  the 
officer  in  charge,  except  persons  on  business,  and  no  person, 
except  superior  officers,  or  persons  authorized  by  them, 
shall  be  allowed  to  enter  behind  the  desk. 

3.  Cells  shall  be  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated.  Doors 
of  cells  in  which  prisoners  are  confined  shall  be  carefully 
locked  and  bolted,  and  the  keys  kept  in  the  office.  No 
person  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  cells,  without  permis- 
sion of  the  officer  in  charge,  unless  on  a  written  order  from 
a  member  of  the  board  of  police,  the  superintendent,  deputy 
superintendents,  or  chief  inspector. 

4.  No  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  introduced  upon  any 
pretext  into  the  prison,  except  when  ordered  by  a  physi- 
cian. Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed,  except  in  such  place 
as  shall  be  designated  by  the  keeper. 

5.  The  rules  relating  to  station-houses  and  prisoners 
shall  be  observed  and  enforced,  as  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable. 

6.  When  breakfast  is  furnished  to  prisoners,  it  shall  be 
served  not  later  than  9.30  o'clock  a.m.  Dinner  shall  be 
served  at  1  o'clock  p.m.      (See  ruleS  15,  32,  41.) 

RULE  34. 

OF    THE    HOUSE    OF    DETENTION. 

1.  The  house  of  detention  for  women  shall  be  kept 
open  at  all  times,  in  charge  of  the  chief  matron  or  one  of 
the  assistant  matrons. 

2.  Civility  and  attention  will  be  shown  to  every  person 
visiting  the  house  on  business.  No  person  will  be  permitted 
to  remain  in  the  office  without  permission  of  the  officer  in 
charge,  except  persons  on  business ;  and  no  person,  except 
superior  officers,  or  persons  authorized  by  them,  shall  be 
allowed  to  enter  behind  the  desk. 

3.  Cells  and  dormitories  shall  be  kept  clean  and  well- 
ventilated.     Doors  of  cells  and  rooms  in    which    prisoners 
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are  confined  shall  be  carefully  locked  and  bolted,  and  the 
keys  kept  in  the  office.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  visit 
the  cells  or  dormitories  without  permission  of  the  officer  in 
charge,  unless  on  a  written  order  from  a  member  of  the 
board  of  police,  the  superintendent,  the  deputy  superin- 
tendents, or  chief  inspector;  and,  if  a  male  person,  only  in 
company  with  a  matron. 

4.  The  rules  relating  to  the  city  prison,  station-houses, 
and  prisoners  shall  be  observed  and  enforced,  as  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable.      (See  rules  16,  32,  33,  and  41.) 

RULE   35. 

OF    RECORDS,    BLANKS,    COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC. 

1.  All  books,  records,  and  printed  forms  used  in  the 
police  department  shall  be  approved  by  the  chief  clerk, 
who  may  direct  the  style  and  form  to  be  used,  and,  with  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  police,  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  such  changes  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  may 
require. 

2.  The  Christian  and  surname  shall  be  plainly  written  in 
full,  and  the  rank  affixed,  in  all  records,  reports,  and  com- 
munications, by  members  of  the  force,  clerks,  and  em- 
ployees. Middle  names  shall  be  represented  by  initial 
letters. 

3.  All  communications,  reports,  petitions,  and  applica- 
tions shall  be  made  upon  the  blank  form  provided  for  the 
purpose,  or,  in  case  of  reports  or  communications  on  special 
subjects  for  which  no  forms  are  provided,  upon  paper  of 
letter  size,  folded  twice  crosswise.  All  official  papers  shall 
be  indorsed  and  forwarded  by  the  officers  through  whose 
hands  they  pass,  and  the  indorsement  on  papers  containing 
requests  or  recommendations  shall  give  the  opinion  of  such 
officers  thereon.  All  official  communications  to  the  board 
of  police  must  be  forwarded  through  the  superintendent. 
All  such  papers  shall  be  promptly  forwarded,  and  it  will  be 
considered  neglect  of  duty  to  withhold  or  delay  forwarding 
any  papers  addressed  to  the  board  of  police,  the  superin- 
tendent,  or  any  other  superior  officer. 

4.  All  communications  and  other  papers  received  in  any 
branch  of  the  department  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  filed, 
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and  indexed.  When  communications  are  replied  to,  the 
page  of  letter-books  on  which  the  reply  is  copied  shall  be 
noted  on  said  communications.  Letter-press  copies  shall  be 
taken  of  all  letters  and  telegrams  sent  from  headquarters  on 
official  business. 

•  5.  No  written  communication  with  reference  to  police 
business  shall  be  made  by  any  police  officer  to  any  other 
person,  or  any  other  police  department,  except  by  authority 
of  a  superior  officer.  Copies  of  all  communications  shall 
be  retained  in  the  office  from  which  they  are  sent. 

6.  The  following  books  and  records  shall  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  the  board  of  police  :

If  any  error  be  discovered,  it  shall  be  corrected  by 
drawing  the  pen  neatly  across  the  entry  and  substituting  the 
correction  above  it  in  red  ink. 

RULE    36. 

OF    PROPERTY. 

1.  All  purchases  of  property  required  for  the  use  of  the 
police  department,  or  contracts  for  services  to  be  rendered 
or  for  repairs  needed  on  any  property  belonging  to  the 
department,  and  all  outlay  required  for  any  other  purpose, 
wrill  be  made  by  the  board  of  police,  or  under  its  direction, 
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and  no  property   shall    be  sold,  given  away,  destroyed,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  except  by  order  of  said  board. 

2.  When  supplies  or  repairs  of  any  property  belonging 
to  the  department,  or  any  outlay  for  any  other  purpose,  are 
required  on  any  division,  the  commanding  officer  thereof 
shall  make  requisition  on  the  property  clerk  therefor,  stating 
specifically  the  quantity  required  of  each  article,  the  extent 
to  which  repairs  are  needed,  and  the  amount  of  material 
necessary  therefor,  what  said  outlay  is  for,  and  the  amount 
thereof. 

Requisitions  for  supplies  needed  at  the  superintendent's 
office  will  be  signed  by  him. 

Requisitions  for  supplies  needed  at  the  office  of  the  board 
of  police  will  be  signed  by  a  member  of  the  board. 

Requisitions  for  the  police  signal  service  will  be  approved 
by  the  director  of  signal  service. 

Requisitions  for  printing  and  stationery  will  be  approved 
by  the  chief  clerk. 

3.  Whenever  any  equipments,  clothing,  or  other  property 
supplied  by  the  police  department  are  needed  by  any  mem- 
ber of  the  force  attached  to  any  division,  the  officer  com- 
manding the  division  will  make  requisition  on,  and  receipt 
to,  the  property  clerk  therefor. 

Equipments  or  other  supplies  for  officers  other  than  those 
attached  to  divisions  will  be  delivered  to  them  by  the 
property  clerk,  upon  the  order  of  the  superintendent  or  of 
the  board  of  police.  The  parties  receiving  such  property 
shall  give  a  receipt  therefor,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the 
order  on  which  the  property  is  delivered. 

4.  Whenever  a  requisition  shall  be  made  upon  the 
property  clerk  for  any  articles  of  which  he  may  not  have  a 
supply  on  hand,  he  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  same,  to- 
gether with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  articles,  to  the 
board  of  police,  for  its  action  thereon. 

5.  Expenditures  for  incidental  expenses  at  the,  office  of 
the  superintendent  of  police,  other  than  for  articles  furnished 
by  the  property  clerk,  shall  be  approved  by  him. 

Expenditures  for  incidental  expenses  at  the  office  of  the 
board  of  police,  other  than  for  articles  furnished  by  the 
property  clerk,  shall  be  approved  by  a  member  of  the 
board. 
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6.  When  in  cases  of  emergency  it  becomes  necessary  that 
any  repairs  should  be  made  on  any  property  belonging  to  the 
department,  or  any  supplies  should  be  furnished,  or  services 
rendered  to,  the  department,  before  the  proper  requisitions 
therefor  can  be  allowed,  commanding  officers  of  divisions 
may  authorize  the  same  to  be  made,  furnished,  or  rendered. 

They  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter,  make  a  requisi- 
tion therefor  in  the  usual  manner,  stating  therein  the  reason 
for  the  action  in  the  matter. 

7.  Whenever  any  property  belonging  to  the  police  de- 
partment shall  from  any  cause  become  unfit  for  use,  the 
member  having  it  in  charge,  or  who  is  responsible  for  it, 
shall  report  to  the  superintendent  a  description  of  said  prop- 
erty in  detail  and  its  condition. 

The  superintendent  shall  from  time  to  time  detail  three 
officers,  above  the  rank  of  sergeant,  who  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  survey  and  inspection,  to  examine  into  the  con- 
dition of  such  property  and  make  report  to  him  thereon, 
together  with  their  opinion  as  to  the  proper  disposal  thereof. 

The  superintendent  may  at  any  time  order  the  board  of 
survey  and  inspection  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  any 
property  belonging  to  the  police  department,  whether  re- 
ported unfit  for  use  or  not,  and  to  report  to  him  thereon, 
with  its  opinion  as  to  how  such  property  should  be  dis- 
posed of. 

The  superintendent  shall  forward  all  reports  herein 
ordered  to  be  made  to  the  board  of  police  for  action 
thereon . 

8.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  department  dies,  re- 
signs, or  otherwise  ceases  to  be  a  member  thereof,  the 
officer  commanding  the  division  to  which  he  was  attached 
at  the  time  of  his  so  ceasing  to  be  a  member  shall  see  that 
all  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  department 
is  returned  to  the  property  clerk,  and  no  resignation  of 
any  member  shall  be  accepted  until  such  property  be  so 
returned. 

The  superintendent  shall  perform  like  duties  in  regard  to 
men  attached  to  his  office. 

Whenever  any  officer  in  charge  of  a  division  shall  be  dis- 
charged or  relieved  therefrom  he  shall  turn  over  to  his  sue- 
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cessors  all  property  belonging  to  the  police  department  in 
his  possession,  or  under  his  care,  together  with  a  full  and 
specific  inventory  thereof,  and  take  a  receipt  therefor.  He 
shall  forthwith  file  with  the  property  clerk  a  copy  of  such 
inventory  and  receipt. 

Officers  in  charge  of  divisions  shall,  on  the  last  day  of 
April  and  October  in  each  year,  "make  detailed  reports  of  all 
property  in  their  possession  belonging  to  the  department 
and  the  condition  of  the  same. 

When  an  officer  is  transferred  from  one  division  to  another 
he  shall  retain  all  the  property  of  the  department  in  his  pos- 
session, excepting  the  hat  number,  revolver,  and  keys,  which 
he  shall  deliver  to  the  officer  commanding  the  division  from 
which  he  has  been  transferred,  who  shall  give  him  a  certif- 
icate, stating  the  fact  of  such  transfer,  his  name  and  resi- 
dence, and  what  property  of  the  department  he  retains  in  his 
possession. 

9.  All  lost,  or  abandoned,  or  other  money  or  property 
coming  into  the  possession  of  any  police  officer,  by  virtue 
of  his  office,  shall  betaken  to  the  station-house  and  delivered 
to  the  officer  in  charge  thereof,  who  shall  receive  the  same, 
and  enter  a  description  thereof  on  the  journal,  together  with 
the  time  and  place  when  and  where  it  was  obtained,  and  care- 
fully mark  it  for  the  purpose  of  identification.  Said  property 
shall  then  be  transmitted  to  the  property  clerk,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

10.  Officers  in  charge  of  divisions  may  deliver  all  such 
lost,  abandoned,  or  other  money  or  property  which  may 
come  into  their  possession  by  virtue  of  their  office  to  the 
owners  thereof,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  received  by  them,  and  shall  take  a  receipt 
therefor  from  the  person  to  whom  they  deliver  it. 

11.  Officers  in  charge  of  divisions  shall  cause  all  animals, 
vehicles,  or  other  cumbrous  or  perishable  property  which 
may  come  into  their  possession  as  lost,  stolen,  or  abandoned, 
or  as  having  been  taken  from  any  person  arrested,  to  be 
stored  and  kept  in  some  proper  place,  and  if  not  returned  to 
its  owners  within  twenty-four  hours  shall  send  notice  thereof 
to  the  property  clerk. 

They  may  at  any  time  deliver  such  property  to  the  owner 
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thereof  upon  his  giving  a  receipt    therefor  and  paying  all 
expenses  incurred  by  the  police  department  thereon. 

12.  Whenever  any  money  or  other  property  shall  be 
needed  to  be  used  as  evidence  in  any  case  in  court,  it  may  be 
retained  by  the  officers  until  after  the  final  disposition  of  said 
case,  and  shall  then  be  turned  over  to  the  property  clerk, 
unless  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  court. 

If  any  of  such  money  or  other  property  placed  in  custody 
of  the  property  clerk  shall  be  required  to  be  used  as  evidence 
in  any  court,  he  shall,  upon  an  order  from  the  Court  to  that 
effect,  deliver  such  property  to  the  -officer  who  shall  present 
the  order.  Such  property,  after  being  so  used,  shall  be 
returned  to  the  property  clerk. 

13.  Whenever  money  or  other  property  which  shall  be 
alleged  or  supposed  to  have  been  feloniously  obtained,  or  to 
be  the  proceeds  of  crime,  shall  be  taken  from  any  person  or 
persons  arrested,  and  shall  come  into  the  custody  of  the 
property  clerk,  and  the  ownership  of  such  property  shall 
be  claimed  by  or  in  behalf  of  any  person  other  than  the 
person  or  persons  arrested,  and  the  said  arrested  person  or 
persons  shall  be  held  for  trial  or  examination,  or  be  subse- 
quently indicted  for  having  stolen  or  feloniously  obtained 
possession  of  said  property,  and  on  trial  of  said  indictment 
be  acquitted  or  discharged,  or  when  a  not.  pros,  shall  be 
entered  on  such  indictment,  the  property  clerk  shall  not, 
without  the  consent  of  the  superintendent,  deliver  said  prop- 
erty to  said  accused  persons  except  by  order  of  the  court  in 
which  said  case  was  finally  disposed  of,  or  that  of  the 
district  attorney  who  shall  have  disposed  of  it. 

Whenever  any  such  money  or  other  property  shall  be  ad- 
judged by  a  magistrate  to  rightfully  belong  to  a  claimant,  or 
the  person  arrested  with  such  property  shall  be  adjudged  in- 
nocent of  the  offence  alleged,  then,  upon  the  written  order  of 
such  magistrate,  the  property  clerk  shall  deliver  to  the 
person  himself  such  property  or  money ;  but  not  to  any 
attorney,  agent,  or  clerk  of  said  person,  unless  by  order  of 
the  superintendent  or  board  of  police. 

14.  Whenever  any  money  or  other  property  shall  have 
been  taken  from  any  insane  person,  or  from  any  person 
coming  into  the  custody  of  the  police  for  any  other  cause, 
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and  shall  have  come  into  the  possession  of  the  property  clerk, 
and  there  is  no  adverse  claimant  therefor,  he  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  superintendent,  deliver  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  such  person,  or  on  his  order,  or  to  his  legal 
representatives.      (See  rule  14.) 

RULE  37. 

OF    BILLS. 

1.  All  bills  against  the  police  department  shall  be  made 
in  duplicate,  one  to  be  approved  by  the  officer  by  whose 
authority  the  expense  was  incurred,  and  forwarded  to  the 
chief  clerk  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month. 

2.  Bills  for  extra  services  performed  by  the  police  shall 
be  made  out  and  collected  by  the  commanding  officers  of 
divisions,  who  shall  pay  over  to  the  officers  the  amounts 
earned  by  them  and  send  the  officers'  receipts  to  the  chief 
clerk  on  Tuesday  morning  of  each  week. 

RULE   38. 

OF    THE    SIGNAL    SERVICE. 

1.  Commanding  officers  of  divisions,  and  officers  in 
charge  of  signal  districts,  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
proper  care  and  management  of  the  signal  system  on  their 
respective  divisions  and  districts.  They  will  see  that  the 
apparatus  is  kept  in  effective  working  condition,  and  shall 
promptly  notify  the  director  of  signal  service  of  any 
defects.  They  shall  see  that  the  officers  of  their  respective 
commands  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  the  system,  and  that 
a  qualified  officer  is  constantly  on  duty  at  the  receiving 
instrument.  They  shall  cause  the  signal-boxes  to  be  tested 
at  the  beginning  of  each  tour  of  duty  and  as  much  oftener  as 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

2.  Stables  and  wagon-houses  shall  be  kept  clean  and 
neat,  and  the  director  of  signal  service  shall  be  promptly 
notified  of  any  want  of  repairs  thereon.  Horses  shall  be 
kept  well  groomed,  and  careful  attention  must  be  paid  to 
their  diet.  Harness  and  wagons  shall  be  kept  clean,  and  all 
metal-work  well  polished.  Drivers  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  proper  care  of  horses,  harnesses,  and  buildings.    The 
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day  driver  will  be  responsible  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
wagon  and  appurtenances.  The  men  detailed  for  wagon 
duty  shall  assist  the  drivers  in  caring  for  horses,  harnesses, 
wagons,  and  buildings.  No  person,  except  a  member  of  the 
department,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  a  wagon-house 
without  permission  of  a  superior  officer. 
"  3.  Two  men  shall  be  detailed  for  permanent  duty  as 
drivers  of  patrol-wagon.  The  tour  of  duty  of  the  day  driver 
shall  be  from  8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and  of  the  night  driver 
from  6  p.m.  to  8  a.m.  The  drivers  shall  alternate  in  doing- 
night  and  day  duty  every  fortnight,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  their  commanding  officers.  During  their  tour  of  duty 
drivers  shall  remain  in  the  wagon-house,  unless  excused  by 
the  officer  in  charge,  and  a  competent  substitute  provided. 

4.  Two  men  shall  be  detailed  each  day  from  the  house 
day  men  to  run  with  the  wagon.  The  men  so  detailed  will  not 
be  required  to  do  any  other  dut}r,  except  to  assist  the  driver 
in  any  work  about  the  wagon  or  wagon-house.  Their  tour 
of  duty  shall  be  from  8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and  during  their 
tour  of  duty  they  shall  remain  in  or  near  the  wagon-house. 

5.  Two  men  shall  be  detailed  for  permanent  duty  to  run 
with  the  night-wagon.  Their  tour  of  duty  shall  be  from 
6  p.m.  to  8  a.m.,  and  during  their  tour  of  diury  they 
shall  remain  in  or  near  the  wagon-house;  after  1  a.m., 
night  men  will  be  allowed  to  lie  down  in  such  place  as  may 
be  provided  for  that  purpose,  being  prepared,  however,  to 
answer  -an  alarm.  They  shall  be  allowed  one  night  off  in 
every  month. 

6.  The  patrolmen  attached  to  the  wagon  shall  be  under 
command  of  the  driver,  unless  a  superior  officer  is  present. 

7.  Every  call  shall  be  answered  with  the  utmost  prompt- 
ness, and  the  driver  will  endeavor  to  reach  the  box  by  the 
shortest  route,  and  as  quickly  as  is  consistent  with  careful 
driving.  Horses  shall  not  be  driven  faster  than  a  trot, 
unless  in  cases  of  great  emergency,  and  every  precaution 
shall  be  taken  to  avoid  accidents.  No  persons  shall  be 
allowed  to  ride  on  the  wagon  excepting  members  of  the 
police  and  fire  departments,  unless  by  consent  of  a  superior 
officer. 

8.  When  the  wagon  arrives  at  a  box,  in  response  to  a 
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call,  its  arrival  and  the  cause  of  the  alarm  shall  be  telephoned 
to  the  station.  If  the  wagon  leaves  the  district  to  take  an 
injured  person  home  or  to  the  hospital,  or  for  any  other  cause, 
the  driver  shall  on  his  return  stop  at  the  first  box  met  within 
his  district  and  report  to  the  station,  so  that  he  may  be 
directed  to  another  box  in  case  a  call  has  been  received  dur- 
ing his  absence. 

9.  The  wagon  shall  respond  to  all  alarms  of  fire  in  the' 
district,  and  none  others,  except  by  order  of  a  superior 
officer.  In  case  of  a  small  fire  the  wagon  will  remain  until 
it  is  extinguished,  and  one  of  the  wagon  crew  shall  be 
stationed  at  the  nearest  signal-box,  to  receive  any  call  that 
may  be  turned  in ;  if  a  call  is  received,  the  wagon  shall  at 
once  respond. 

10.  Each  officer  shall  be  furnished  with  a  box  key  and  a 
citizen's  key,  which  shall  be  inspected  at  each  roll-call,  the 
same  as  fire-alarm  keys.  Each  officer  shall  be- held  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  use,  care,  and  keeping  of  the  keys,  and 
for  the  return  of  the  same  when  required.  It  will  be  deemed 
ft  neglect  of  duty  "  on  the  part  of  an  officer  to  carelessly  lose 
his  keys,  or  to  neglect  to  report  such  loss  immediately  to 
the  officer  in  command  at  the  station-house. 

Keys,  consecutively  numbered,  may  be  issued  by  the 
commanding  officer,  in  his  discretion,  to  responsible  citi- 
zens, entering  the  name  and  address  of  the  recipient  and  the 
number  of  the  key  upon  the  "  Key  Record."  This  record 
will  be  at  all  times  accessible  to  the  officer  in  charge,  in 
order  that  the  name  of  any  person  giving  a  false  alarm,  or 
losing  or  abandoning  his  key,  may  be  instantly  ascertained. 

11.  Patrolmen  will  be  held  accountable  for  any  injury  to 
signal-boxes  on  their  routes  during  their  tour  of  duty,  and 
will  report  any  accidents  to  boxes,  wires,  or  posts.1 

12.  During  their  tour  of  duty,  patrolmen  will  report  by 
telephone  any  information  of  importance,  and  commanding 
officers  may  require  their  men  to  report  at  regular  intervals, 
either  by  signal  or  telephone,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

13.  When  an  officer  discovers  that  a  murder,  burglary, 
highway  robbery,  or  other  serious  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted, and  the  perpetrator  has  escaped,  he  shall  at  once 

JFor  list  of  signal  boxes  sec  pocket  manual. 
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telephone  full  particulars  from  the  nearest  signal-box.  The 
officer  in  charge  of  the  station  shall  at  once  inform  head- 
quarters, and  shall  also  notify  his  men  when  they  signal  for 
orders.  The  officer  on  duty  at  headquarters  shall  inform 
all  divisions,  and  officers  in  charge  of  divisions  shall  notify 
their  men  as  fast  as  they  signal  for  orders.  Particular  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  watching  streets  and  railroads  leading 
from  the  city  proper,  and,  if  necessary,  officers  will  be 
specially  detailed  to  cover  any  points  which  a  criminal  might 
be  likely  to  pass  in  trying  to  escape. 

14.  The  director  of  signal  service  shall  arrange  to  have 
a  signal-service  inspector  on  duty  at  headquarters  day  and 
night  to  attend  to  any  defects  in  the  apparatus  that  may  be 
reported.  Inspectors  will  be  furnished  with  sleeping-rooms 
at  headquarters.  When  inspectors  are  called  away  during 
their  tour  of  duty  they  shall  keep  in  telephonic  communica- 
tion with  headquarters. 

15.  The  expense  account  of  the  signal  service  will  be 
kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  police  expenses.  (See 
rule  13.) 

RULE    39. 

OF    HORSES. 

1.  All  persons  having  the  care  and  ordering  of  horses 
used  in  the  police  department  will  be  held  strictly  responsible 
for  the  proper  treatment  of  such  horses. 

2.  An  accurate  description  of  every  horse  in  the  service 
shall  be  entered  in  a  register  by  the  chief  clerk,  under  a 
number  which  it  is  to  bear  and  be  known  by  while  in  service, 
and  by  which  it  will  be  referred  to  in  all  reports  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  it.  When  a  horse  goes  out  of  service,  its 
number  shall  be  cancelled  and  not  again  used. 

3.  A  metal  tag  bearing  the  number  and  fastened  to  a 
leather  strap  shall  be  placed  on  each  horse's  neck,  except 
superior  officers'  driving-horses  and  saddle-horses,  and  the 
strap  riveted  so  that  it  cannot  be  removed  without  cutting ; 
and  the  number  shall  not  be  removed  until  the  horse  goes 
out  of  service. 

4.  Patrol-wao-on  horses  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
care  of  drivers.     Mounted  men  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
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condition    and    safe-keeping  of  the   horses  and  equipments 
assigned  to  their  use. 

5.  When  a  horse  becomes  sick  or  lame  so  as  to  be  unfit 
for  use,  the  captain  shall  report  the  facts  forthwith  to  the 
board  of  police.  Veterinary  surgeons  shall  not  be  employed 
unless  directed  by  the  board,  the  superintendent,  or  the 
director  of  signal  service,  except  that  in  cases  of  sudden 
and  violent  illness,  where  immediate  relief  seems  necessary, 
commanding  officers  may  call  a  surgeon  for  the  occasion. 
A  note  of  such  cases  shall  be  made  on  the  journal  and  a 
report  sent  to  the  board  of  police. 

6.  Wagon  horses  shall  not  be  driven  faster  than  a 
moderate  trot,  except  in  cases  of  emergency.  Mounted 
men  in  going  to  and  returning  from  their  routes  shall  pro- 
ceed at  a  pace  not  exceeding  six  miles  an  hour.  While 
patrolling  their  routes  they  shall  proceed  at  a  fast  walking 
pace,  and  shall  not  ride  at  a  canter  or  running  pace,  unless 
rapid  movement  is  required  in  the  performance  of  police 
duty. 

7.  On  returning  to  stables,  riding-horses  are  always  to 
be  dressed  down  and  their  feet  washed  but.  Particular 
attention  shall  be  given  to  the  care  of  their  backs,  especially 
when  the  horse  is  heated,  or  wet  with  perspiration.  Where 
horses  are  kept  at  livery,  mounted  men  will  see  that  the 
stable-men  treat  them  properly,  and  shall  report  any  case  of 
neglect  or  ill-treatment  to  the  commanding  officer. 

8.  Captains  may  contract  for  the  care  and  keeping  of  the 
driving  and  riding  horses  attached  to  their  divisions,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  police. 

RULE    40. 

OF    ARRESTS.1 

1.  A  police  officer  has  power,  within  the  limits  of  the 
territory  described  as  the  jurisdiction  of  Boston  police  on 
page  18  of  this  manual,  to  serve  any  criminal  process  law- 
fully issued  by  any  magistrate  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
provided  such  process  is  directed  to  be  served  by  him  or  by 
"any  police    officer    of  the  city  of   Boston,"    or  by  "any

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officer  qualified  to  serve  criminal  process  in  any  county," 
or  has  some  other  similar  general  direction  within  which  he 
is  included.  If  a  person  against  whom  a  warrant  is  law- 
fully issued  for  an  alleged  offence  committed  "within  the 
jurisdiction  described  above,  before  or  after  the  issuing  of 
such  warrant,  escapes  from  or  is  out  of  such  jurisdiction,  any 
police  officer  to  whom  the  warrant  is  directed  may  pursue 
and  apprehend  him  in  any  place  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 
for  that  purpose  may  command  aid  and  exercise  the  same 
authority  in  any  county  as  he  may  in  such  jurisdiction.  It 
is  probable  also  that  a  police  officer  can  in  any  county  serve 
criminal  process  directed  to  him  and  lawfully  issued  by  any 
magistrate  in  Massachusetts  for  an  offence  committed  in  any 
county  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  were  for  an  offence  com- 
mitted within  the  jurisdiction  defined  above,  when  the  person 
for  whose  arrest  the  warrant  has  issiied  before  or  after  the 
issuing  of  such  warrant  is  out  of  or  has  escaped  from  the 
jurisdiction  defined  above.  And  a  police  officer  has  power 
to  carry  a  prisoner  from  any  place  within  the  State  to  the 
place  where  the  process  under  which  he  acts  is  returnable. 
It  is  to  be  remembered,  however,  that  if  the  prisoner  is 
arrested  out  of  the  county  where  the  warrant  is  returnable 
for  an  offence  less  than  a  felony  the  officer  must,  if  the 
prisoner  requests  it,  take  him  before  some  court  or  magis- 
trate of  the  county  where  the  arrest  was  made  that  he  may 
be  admitted  to  bail.  (See  Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  212,  §§  20— 
24;  Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  27,  §§  121,  122;  Stats.  1886,  chap. 
247  ;  Stats.  1893,  chap.  396,  §  46  ;  Stats.  1885,  chap.  323  ; 
Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  22,  §  12;  Stats.  1880,  chap.  168.) 

2.  An  officer  who  has  a  warrant  placed  in  his  hands  for 
execution  should  scrutinize  it  carefully  to  ascertain  : 

a.  Whether  it  is  issued  by  a  magistrate  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  subject  matter. 

b.  Whether  he  is  authorized  to  execute  it. 

c.  What  his  powers  are  under  it. 

3.  In  arresting  a  person,  no  more  force  shall  be  used 
than  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  safe  custody  of  the 
prisoner,  or  for  overcoming  any  resistance  that  may  be 
offered.  In  no  instance  shall  a  prisoner  be  struck  except  in 
self-defence.  Any  abuse  of  prisoners,  either  by  word  or 
act,   will  be  severely  punished. 
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4.  If  an  officer  finds  his  personal  efforts  insufficient  to 
effect  an  arrest,  or  if  he  has  reason  to  apprehend  that  resist- 
ance will  be  made,  he  may,  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth, demand  the  aid  of  any  citizens  present. 

5.  Every  person  arrested  for  any  cause  shall  be  taken 
at  once  to  the  station-house  of  the  division  upon  which  such 
person  is  arrested,  and  registered  upon  the  books  of  that 
division,  excepting  that  persons  arrested  by  officers  attached 
to  headquarters  shall  be  taken  to  the  bureau  of  criminal 
investigation  and  there  registered. 

6.  When  any  person  charges  another  with  crime  and 
insists  that  the  person  so  charged  shall  be  taken  into  custody, 
the  officer  shall  require  the  accuser,  if  unknown  to  him,  or 
there  is  any  other  sufficient  reason  for  it,  to  go  with  the 
accused  to  the  station-house. 

7.  Persons  shall  not  be  taken  into  custody  upon  written 
warrant  (exceot  in  case-of  felony)  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  court  to  which  it  is  returnable  for  the  day,  with  a  view 
to  detaining  them  at  the  station-house  over  night,  unless,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  arresting  officer,  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe  that  the  person  against  whom  the  warrant  is  held 
would  be  likely  to  escape  from  justice  ;  and  no  officer  shall 
execute  such  warrant  after  court  hours,  unless  with  the 
approval  of  his  superior  officer. 

8.  Persons  taken  into  custody  by  an  officer,  with  or 
without  a  written  warrant,  must,  if  practicable,  be  taken 
before  the  court  at  its  next  sitting.  If  taken  on  a  warrant, 
the  arresting  officer  must  make  a  return  over  his  own 
signature. 

9.  Every  person  arrested  has  a  right  to  know  from  the 
officer  who  arrests  or  claims  to  detain  him  the  true  ground 
on  wdiich  the  arrest  is  made  ;  and  an  officer  who  refuses  to 
answer  a  question  relative  to  the  reason  for  such  arrest,  or 
answers  such  questions  untruly,  or  assigns  to  the  person 
arrested  an  untrue  reason  for  the  arrest,  or  neglects  on 
request  to  exhibit  to  the  person  arrested,  or  any  other 
person  acting  in  his  behalf,  the  precept  by  virtue  of  which 
such  arrest  is  made,  is  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment. 
(Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  200,  §  1.) 

10.  Carriages  may,  when  necessary,  be  hired  by  officers 
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commanding  divisions,  or  under  their  direction,  for  the  con- 
veyance of  prisoners,  other  than  those  conveyed  by  the 
patrol-wagons  and  prison-vans,  to  and  from  the  several 
station-houses. 

11.  Each  officer  shall  at  all  times  have  with  him  a  book 
in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of  persons  arrested  by 
him,  with  such  particulars  as  may  be  important  on  the  trial 
of  the  case. 

RULE    41. 
OF    PRISONERS. 

1 .  All  persons  taken  to  a  station-house  under  arrest  shall 
be  immediately  placed  before  the  officer  in  charge,  who  shall 
enter  the  arrest  in  the  daily  arrest  record,  and,  unless  the 
prisoners  are  taken  directly  to  court,  shall  see  that  they  are 
properly  searched,  and  that  whatever  is  taken  for  safe-keep- 
ing is  labelled  and  entered  upon  the  record.  After  being- 
searched,  prisoners  shall  be  placed  in  the  cells,  no  more 
force  being  used  than  is  necessary  to  overcome  resistance. 
Officers  are  strictly  forbidden  to  bandy  words  with  pris- 
oners, or  to  speak  to  them  unnecessarily,  and  the  use  of 
obscene  or  profane  language  or  personal  violence  offered  to 
any  prisoner  will  be  sufficient  cause  for  dismissal  from  the 
force. 

2.  All  women  under  arrest  or  received  for  the  purposes 
of  lodging  or  detention  at  station-houses  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  8, 
and  16  shall  be  immediately  sent  to  the  house  of  detention, 
unless  the  prisoner's  condition  is  such  as  to  require  the 
attention  of  a  physician,  in  which  case  the  physician's 
directions  will  be  obeyed.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the 
station-house  will  send  with  each  prisoner  a  card  giving  her 
description  as  entered  on  the  arrest  record.  Women  under 
arrest  or  received  for  the  purposes  of  lodging  or  detention 
at  station-houses  6,  7,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  and  15  will  be 
immediately  placed  in  charge  of  the  matrons  attached  to  such 
divisions,  who  will  have  the  sole  care  of  such  prisoners  while 
they  remain  in  the  station-house. 

Male  and  female  prisoners  shall  not  be  transported  to- 
gether to  or  from  a  court  in  a  van  or  other  carriage. 

3.  When  a  prisoner  is  unconscious  from  any  cause,  the 
officer  in  charge  shall  immediately  endeavor  to  restore  con- 
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sciousness ;  failing  to  do  so,  he  shall  call  for  a  physician,  and 
be  guided  by  his  instructions.  An  unconscious  person  shall 
not  be  placed  in  a  cell,  except  with  the  sanction  of  a  phy- 
sician.1 

4.  Persons  arrested  while  the  municipal  courts  are  in 
session  shall,  if  they  are  in  a  fit  condition  to  be  tried,  be 
taken  before  said  courts.  Persons  who  are  not  in  a  fit  con- 
dition to  be  tried  when  arrested,  and  those  who  are  arrested 
after  court  hours,  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  city  prison.,  un- 
less otherwise  lawfully  disposed  of.  Commanding  officers 
shall  take  measures  to  ensure  the  attendance  of  complainants 
and  witnesses  in  all  cases. 

5.  Persons  under  arrest  shall  be  given  proper  facilities 
for  notifying  their  friends  or  a  bail  commissioner,  but  no 
expense  to  the  department  shall  be  incurred  for  such  pur- 
pose, nor  shall  a  member  of  the  force  nor  an  employee  of 
the  department  accept  a  fee  for  rendering  any  services  to 
such  persons. 

6.  Prisoners  shall  be  made  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
They  shall  be  supplied  with  clear  water  to  drink.  Neces- 
sary refreshment  may  be  purchased  for  them  out  of  money 
taken  from  them,  providing  the  charge  against  them  does 
not  relate  to  such  money ;  the  amount  so  expended  shall  be 
entered  on  the  daily  arrest  record.  Necessary  refreshment 
may  be  purchased  for  prisoners  who  have  no  money,  and 
bills  for  the  same,  properly  vouched,  shall  be  forwarded 
monthly. 

7.  Officers  in  charge  of  station-houses  shall  visit,  or  cause 
to  be  visited,  all  persons  in  their  custody  at  least  once  every 
half-hour  during  the  day  and  night. 

8.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  board  of  police, 
the  superintendent,  the  deputy  superintendents  or  the  chief 
inspector,  or  some  person  authorized  by  them,  shall  visit  or 
converse  with  a  prisoner  in  a  station-house  or  headquarters, 
except  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  the  officer  in  charge, 
or  his  assistant ;  nor  shall  any  member  of  the  force  converse 
with  a  prisoner  in  a  municipal  court,  except  in  the  presence 
of  the  person  making  the  complaint. 

9.  When  a  person  is  taken  to  a  station-house  suffering

from  wounds  or  injuries  of  a  serious  nature,  a  physician 
shall  be  called.  If  the  physician  shall  so  advise,  the 
arrested  person  shall  not  be  held  at  the  station-house,  but 
shall  be  sent  to  a  hospital ;  and  while  in  hospital  such  person 
shall  be  in  the  legal  custody  of  the  police.  If  the  wounds  or 
injuries  appear  to  have  been  inflicted  by  the  arresting  offi- 
cer, the  officer  in  charge  shall  record  the  fact  upon  the  jour- 
nal. The  commanding  officer  shall  forthwith  inquire  into 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
unjustifiable  violence  wTas  used,  he  shall  prefer  charges 
against  the  offender. 

10.  The  police  are  prohibited  from  recommending  to 
prisoners  or  others  the  emplojmient  of  any  person  as  attorney 
or  counsel. 

RULE  42. 
OF    COURTS,    EVIDENCE. 

1.  The  police  concerned  in  cases  before  the  courts  are 
to  be  punctual  in  attendance,  wearing  the  uniform,  and  clean 
and  neat  in  appearance.  Inspectors  and  men  detailed  for 
special  service  may  appear  in  plain  clothes,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  their  commanding  officers. 

2.  They  shall  have  the  cases  in  which  they  are  complain- 
ants properly  prepared,  the  witnesses  present,  and  all  property 
which  is  to  be  used  in  evidence  suitably  arranged  for  pres- 
entation to  the  court. 

3.  They  shall  observe  the  utmost  attention  and  respect 
towards  magistrates  at  all  times. 

4.  When  giving  evidence  they  shall  speak  calmly  and 
explicitly,  in  a  clear,  distinct,  and  audible  tone,  so  as  to  be 
easily  heard  by  court  and  jury.  They  shall  give  evidence 
with  the  strictest  accuracy,  confining  themselves  to  the  case 
then  before  the  court,  and  neither  suppressing  nor  overstat- 
ing the  slightest  circumstance  with  a  view  of  favoring  any 
person,  or  from  ill-will  to  either  side.  When  cross-examined 
they  shall  answer  with  the  same  readiness  and  civility  as 
when  giving  evidence  in  support  of  the  charge,  remember- 
ing that  the  ends  of  justice  will  be  best  subserved  by  their 
showing  a  desire  simply  to  tell  the  whole  truth,  whether  it 
be  in  favor  of  or  against  the  prisoner. 

5.  When  the  police  are  sufferers  from  injuries  received, 
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and  are  giving  evidence  against  those  they  believe  to  be 
guilty,  it  is  especially  necessary  that  they  should  not  allow- 
any  feelings  or  wishes  as  to  the  decision  of  the  case  to  in- 
fluence them. 

6.  If  the  police  give  improper  or  unsatisfactory  evidence, 
or  any  remarks  are  made  b}^  the  court  regarding  their  testi- 
mony or  behavior,  a  report  will  be  made  to  the  superin- 
tendent. 

7.  A  police  officer  shall  not  testify  in  any  civil  or  crimi- 
nal case  in  any  court  unless  legally  summoned  so  to  do,  or 
unless  he  shall  have  received  permission  or  order  so  to  do 
from  the  officer  in  command  of  his  division,  or  from  the 
superintendent  or  the  board  of  police. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  detail  an  officer  of  rank  to 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  municipal  criminal  and  superior 
criminal  courts,  to  observe  the  conduct  of  the  police,  and 
to  report  any  irregularities  or  violations   of  this  rule. 

RULE  43. 

OF    ACCIDENTS,    SICK    AND    INJURED    PERSONS. 

1.  In  all  cases  of  accidents  or  illness  in  the  streets  the 
police  are  to  render  all  assistance  in  their  power  by  sending 
for  medical  aid,  and  by  assisting  the  sufferers  to  their  homes 
or  to  the  hospitals.  Police  officers  are  expected  to  be  com- 
petent to  render  first  aid  in  such  cases  before  the  arrival  of  a 
physician,  and  for  that  purpose  will  be  instructed  in  meth- 
ods of  restoring  consciousness,  checking  haemorrhages,  ad- 
ministering antidotes,  improvising  and  adjusting  splints, 
applying  bandages,  and  carrying  the  sick  and  wounded. 
(See  emergency  notes  in  diary.) 

2.  A  police  officer  when  he  discovers  a  case  of  accident 
or  illness  shall  immediately  send  for  a  physician,  and  pend- 
ing his  arrival  shall  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  sufferer.  When  the  physi- 
cian arrives  the  officer  wTill  act  under  his  instructions. 

3.  In  case  a  police  ambulance  or  patrol  wagon  is  re- 
quired, word  will  be  sent  to  the  nearest  station-house. 
Every  station-house  will  be  provided  with  appliances  for  use 
in  cases  of  injury,  and  a  supply  of  splints,  bandages,  and 
absorbent  cotton  will  be  carried  on  every  patrol  wagon. 
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•4.  Police  officers  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  all 
cases  of  drowning  coming  under  their  observation,  using 
every  means  in  their  power,  regardless  of  time  and  cost,  to 
resuscitate  persons  taken  from  the  water. 

5.  Police  officers  shall  make  full  reports  of  all  cases  of 
accidents  and  injuries  to  persons  or  property  which  come  to 
their  notice,  and  such  reports  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
of  the  division.  When  it  is  alleged  that  an  injury  to  per- 
sons or  property  has  been  caused  by  defects  or  obstructions 
in  the  public  streets,  they  will  take  immediate  measures  to 
obtain  all  information  which  would  be  of  value  in  determin- 
ing the  cause  of  the  injury,  to  ascertain  whether  any  liability 
rests  upon  the  city  or  the  abutters.  They  will  collect  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  who  saw  the  accident  or 
know  particularly  concerning  it,  and,  in  case  of  injuries 
alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  accumulations  of  snow  and 
ice,  they  will  call  two  or  more  residents  in  the  vicinity  to 
view  the  premises  with  them.  Reports  of  such  cases  will  be 
immediately  forwarded  to  the  inspector  of  claims.  (See 
rule  12.) 

6.  Whenever  an  accident  caused  by  gas  or  electricity, 
whereby  any  person  has  suffered  bodily  injury  or  loss  of  life 
or  has  been  rendered  insensible,  comes  to  the  knowledge  of 
any  member  of  the  department,  he  shall  immediately  inves- 
tigate the  case  and  report  to  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
division  upon  which  the  accident  occurred,  who  shall  imme- 
diately report  the  same  to  the  superintendent  of  police. 
The  superintendent  of  police  shall  within  twenty-four  hours 
of  such  accident  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  board  of 
gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  as  required  by  chapter 
338  of  the  acts  of  1896. 

7.  When  police  officers  are  called  to  the  relief  of  an 
injured  seaman  who  requires  to  be  sent  to  a  hospital,  they 
will  first  take  the  injured  person  to  a  station-house,  or  to 
some  other  convenient  place,  where  he  can  be  temporarily 
cared  for,  and  shall  then  send  information  to  the  surgeon  of 
the  U.S.  Marine  Hospital  at  Chelsea.  When  an  injured 
seaman  is  taken  charge  of  by  the  police,  during  the  hours 
when  communication  cannot  be  had  with  the  hospital,  the 
injured  man  is  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital  in  a  suitable  car- 
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riage,  or  kept  at  the  nearest  station-house  until  a  messenger 

can  be  sent  to  the  hospital  for  an  ambulance. 

The  term  "  seaman  "  in  this  rule  shall  be  held  to  include 

every  man,  from  captain  to  cabin-boy,  who  is,  or  has  been 

within  two  months,  directly  connected  with  a  vessel  in  the 

merchant  service   of  the  United  States,   or  of  any  foreign 

country. 

RULE  44. 

OF    LOST    CHILDREN. 

1.  Patrolmen  shall  cause  all  children  who  have  strayed, 
or  infants  who  have  been  abandoned,  to  be  taken  to  the 
residence  of  their  parents,  if  known,  and  within  the  bounds 
of  their  routes  ;  and  if  not,  to  the  station-house. 

2.  Whenever  any  lost  or  abandoned  child  shall  come  or 
be  brought  to  a  station-house,  the  officer  in  charge  shall 
enter  upon  the  journal  a  description  of  said  child,  the  time 
and  place  when  and  where  it  was  found,  and  such  other  par- 
ticulars as  may  serve  to  identify  it.  He  shall  forthwith  send 
notice,  with  a  description  of  said  child,  to  headquarters, 
and  shall  also  notify  headquarters  when  said  child  shall  be 
identified  and  released  to  its  friends. 

3.  He  shall,  if  said  child  be  identified  while  in  his  care, 
send  notice  immediately  to  its  parents  or  relatives.  If  such 
child  shall  remain  without  being  claimed  or  identified  until 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  day  in  which  it  comes  into 
the  station-house  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  Charity  building, 
Chardon  street,  with  a  statement  of  when  and  where  it  was 
found,  and  all  other  facts  which  may  serve  to  identify  it. 

RULE    45. 

OF    FIRES. 

1.  Every  officer  will  at  all  times  have  a  fire-alarm  box 
key  in  his  possession. 

When  an  officer  is  satisfied  that  a  fire  exists  in  any  struct- 
ure he  shall  at  once  ring  an  alarm  from  the  nearest  signal- 
box  without  waiting  to  make  any  attempt  to  extinguish 
the  fire  himself.  After  ringing  the  alarm  he  shall  remain 
near  the  box,  or  direct  some  responsible  person  to  remain 
near  the  box,  to  direct  firemen  when  they  arrive.  He  shall 
note  the   time  when  any  alarm   is    given  and  any  circum- 
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stances  connected  therewith  which  may  seem  to  be  of  impor- 
tance. Officers  will  give  special  attention  to  the  protection 
of  property  and  the  prevention  of  crime.  The  officer  who 
arrives  first  at  the  scene  of  the  fire  shall  have  precedence 
and  control  of  the  other  officers  who  may  be  present  until  a 
superior  officer  arrives. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  to  remove  from  the 
streets  within  the  fire  lines  all  persons  except  members  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  and  common  council  wearing  their 
badges  exposed,  and  persons  wearing  exposed  badges  or 
permits  issued  by  the  fire  department  for  the  current  year. 

3.  When  an  alarm  of  fire  is  rung  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  station-house  on  the  division  where  the  fire  exists  shall 
immediately  dispatch  to  the  fire  such  police  force,  including 
special  officers  in  citizen's  dress,  as  may  be  necessary. 

4.  If  reinforcements  are  needed  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
headquarters.  An  officer  of  rank  shall  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  whole  police  force  at  a  fire,  with  his  headquar- 
ters at  some  conveniently  accessible  point  to  give  general 
directions  and  make  suitable  disposition  of  reinforcements 
arriving  from  the  different  divisions.  When  he  may  be 
called  away  from  that  point  he  shall  leave  there  some  mem- 
ber of  the  force  to  represent  him.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  officer  in  charge  upon  his  arrival  at  a  fire  to  confer  with 
the  fire  officer  in  charge  of  the  firemen  and  receive  from  him 
designated  fire  lines.  .  The  designated  area  shall  then  be 
cleared  of  teams  and  persons  (see  exception  in  section  2)  by 
ropes  or  other  means  in  order  that  the  firemen  may  not  be 
obstructed  in  their  work. 

5.  When  a  third  alarm  is  rung  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  officer  in  charge  of  headquarters  to  notify  the  deputy 
superintendent  on  whose  district  the  fire  exists.  Such 
deputy  superintendent  shall  immediately  proceed  to  the  fire 
and  take  charge  of  the  force  there  present. 

6.  When  a  third  alarm  is  rung  every  long-day  man 
belonQ-ino-  to  the  division  in  which  the  alarm  is  oiven  shall 
immediately  go  to  his  station-house  and  await  orders. 
Officers  on  street  duty  shall  take  note  of  the  division  on 
which  the  fire  occurs  and  notify  any  officers  belonging  to 
that  division  who  may  reside  on  their  routes. 
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7.  In  case  of  a  fifth  alarm  every  officer  not  actually  on 
street  duty  shall  immediately  repair  to  his  station-house  and 
await  orders.  Patrolmen  on  street  duty  shall  report  from 
the  signal-boxes  on  their  routes  and  notify  all  officers  resid- 
ino-  on  their  routes. 

8.  In  all  cases  of  incendiary  fires  where  evidence  is  obtain- 
able, tand  an  immediate  arrest  is  necessary,  officers  of  this 
department  will  make  the  arrest,  and  notify  the  fire  marshal. 

In  cases  where  an  immediate  arrest  is  not  necessary,  the 
commanding  officers  of  the  several  stations  will  report  to  the 
fire  marshal  all  the  facts  in  their  possession,  and  act  in  con- 
junction with  him,  and  render  him  all  possible  assistance  in 
bringing  the  guilty  party  to  justice.1 

RULE  46. 

OF    DEAD    BODIES. 

1.  An  officer  shall  be  stationed  at  headquarters,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  all  cases  which  come  under  the 
cognizance  of  medical  examiners.  Said  officer  shall  procure 
evidence  to  be  presented  at  inquests,  attend  inquests,  and 
submit  the  testimony  in  connected  and  proper  form,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  in  relation  to  the  examinations  upon 
the  view  of  dead  bodies  as  may  be  required  by  the  medical 
examiners. 

2.  A  police  officer  who  finds  a  dead  body  will  immediately 
notify  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  division  upon  which  said 
body  is  found,  and  take  his  instructions  in  regard  to  further 
proceedings.  The  officer  in  charge  will  at  once  notify  the 
medical  examiner  of  the  district,  as  hereafter  provided. 

3.  Should  circumstances  indicate  that  a  crime  has  been 
committed,  the  officer  who  finds  a  body  will  at  once  note  all 
the  particulars,  take  the  names  of  all  persons  present,  or 
who  may  have  any  knowledge  of  the  affair,  and,  if  necessary, 
detain  for  the  time  being  any  persons  whose  testimony,  in 
his  judgment,  might  be  needed  in  establishing  any  fact  or 
clearing  up  any  doubt  in  connection  with  the  case,  and  as 
soon  as  possible  notify  the  commanding  officer  of  his 
division. 

1  For  directions  for  giving  alarms  and  list  of  numbers  and  location  of  boxes  see 
pocket  manual. 
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4.  All  cases  requiring  the  attention  of  the  medical 
examiner  are  to  be  referred  first  to  the  examiner  of  the 
district  in  which  the  death  occurs,  or,  if  the  case  is  one  of 
urgency,  and  such  examiner  is  absent,  to  the  examiner  of 
the  other  district.  This  rule  will  also  apply  to  the  associ- 
ate examiner  while  he  is  acting  at  the  request  of  either  of 
the  examiners. 

5.  All  cases  of  violent  death,  whether  from  simple  acci- 
dent, or  from  supposed  homicide  in  any  form,  stabbing, 
shooting,  poisoning,  abortion,  etc.,  as  well  as  suicide,  are  to 
be  referred  to  the  medical  examiner.  Cases  of  sudden 
death  simply,  heart  disease,  apoplexy,  pulmonary  haemor- 
rhage, etc.,  cases  where,  the  deceased  has  died  of  natural 
causes,  though  without  having  been  attended  by  a  physician 
immediately  prior  to  the  death,  as  consumption,  dropsy, 
etc.,  are  not  cases  requiring  the  attention  of  the  medical 
examiner.  Bodies  of  infants  and  the  apparently  still-born 
are  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  those  of  adults. 

6.  Bodies  of  persons  who  are  known  or  supposed  to  have 
died  from  violence  (cause  other  than  natural),  if  in  an 
exposed  locality,  such  as  public  street,  alley,  park,  tide- 
water, etc.,  are  to  be  removed  as  speedily  as  possible,  either 
to  their  late  homes  or  to  the  morgue,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
officer.  The  city  undertaker  is  always  ready  to  make  such 
removals,  though  they  may  be  made  by  any  proper  person 
near  the  locality.  Bodies  are  not,  however,  to  be  removed 
from  the  city  in  violation  of  the  statutes  covering  such  cases. 

7.  Cases  of  actual  or  supposed  homicide  or  suicide 
(excepting  bodies  in  tide-water),  in  places  not  exposed,  are 
to  be  left  as  found,  pending  the  arrival  of  the  examiner. 

8.  Notification  to  the  medical  examiner  should  not  sim- 
ply be  a  statement  that  "  the  medical  examiner  is  wanted 
at  such  and  such  a  place,"  but  should  contain  all  information 
obtained  up  to  the  time  of  notification,  with  the  name  and 
station  of  the  officer  who  sends  the  notification,  as  well  as 
the  officer  who  delivers  it. 

9.  The  dividing  line  between  the  two  medical  examiners' 
districts  in  the  city  of  Boston  is  defined  as  follows  :  Be- 
ginning at  the  water-front,  opposite  the  foot  of  Summer 
street  :  thence  by  the  centre  of  Summer,  Winter,  Tremont,. 
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Park,  Beacon  streets,  to  St.  Mary  street.  Bodies  found 
in  the  harbor  and  brought  to  the  wharves  north  of  Summer 
street  belong  to  the  northern  division  ;  those  brought  to  the 
wharves  south  of  that  point  belong  to  the  southern  division. 
Bodies  found  in  the  northern  division  will  be  taken  by  the 
police  to  the  morgue  at  North  Grove  street ;  those  found  in 
the  southern  division  will  be  taken  to  the  morgue  in  city 
hospital  yard,  Harrison  avenue. 


RULE  47. 

OF    OFFICIAL    LETTERS. 

1.  No  letters,  circulars,  or  other  papers  will  be  received 
for  distribution  by  the  police,  except  those  on  business  di- 
rectly connected  with  the  police  department,  and  such  offi- 
cial letters,  notices,  and  other  documents  to  or  for  the  city 
council  and  its  committees  as  can  be  enclosed  in  envelopes 
of  the  ordinary  letter  size. 

As  far  as  practicable,  the  distribution  of  such  matter  will 
be  made  by  the  day  officers;  and  all  letters,  etc.,  should  be 
delivered  at  the  superintendent's  office  by  eleven  o'clock 
a.m.  Matter  delivered  at  the  office  between  that  time  and 
four  p.m.  will  be  delivered  by  the  day  officers  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning,  unless  the  envelopes  are  marked  "Deliver 
to-night."  It  should  be  understood  by  the  officers  that  this 
duty  must  not  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  proper  per- 
formance of  police  duty. 

2.  Other  departments  of  the  city  government  which 
desire  to  obtain  information  in  the  possession  of  the  police, 
or  to  make  use  of  the  police  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
information  needed  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties, 
must  make  application,  in  writing,  to  the  board  of  police. 


RULE    48. 

SPECIAL    POLICE    OFFICERS,    PRIVATE    DETECTIVES. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  the  written  application 
of  any  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  a  department  of  the  city 
of  Boston,    approved   by  the  Mayor  of  said   city,  appoint 
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special  police  officers  for  such  department.      (St.   1898,  c. 
282,  sect,  l.j 

2.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  the  application  of  any 
corporation  or  person  that  said  board  may  deem  responsible, 
appoint  special  police  officers  to  serve  without  pay  from  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  the  corporation  or  person  applying  for 
an  appointment  under  this  section  shall  be  liable  for  the 
official  misconduct  of  the  officer  appointed  on  such  applica- 
tion as  for  the  torts  of  any  servant  or  agent  in  the  employ  of 
such  corporation  or  person.  When  any  such  application  is 
made  by  more  than  one  person,  all  the  applicants  must  sign 
it,  and  when  any  such  application  is  made  by  a  corporation, 
it  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  of 
the  directors  of  such  corporation  authorizing  such  applica- 
tion to  be  made. 

All  applications  made  under  this  section  for  special  police 
officers  shall  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  captains 
of  the  divisions  upon  which  such  special  officers  are  to  do 
duty.      (St.  1898,  c.  282,  sect,  2.     Police  rule.) 

3.  Every  special  police  officer  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule  shall  serve  from  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  first  day  of  April  of  the  year  next  ensuing,  and 
shall  have  the  power  of  police  officers  to  preserve  order  and 
to  enforce  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city  in  and  about 
any  park,  public  ground,  place  of  amusement,  place  of 
public  worship,  wharf,  manufactory,  or  other  locality  speci- 
fied in  the  application.  A  record  of  all  such  appointments 
shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  said  board,  and  any  appointment 
so  made  may  be  revoked  by  said  board  at  any  time.  (St. 
1898,  c.  282,  sect.  3.) 

4.  No  person  will  be  appointed  a  special  police  officer 
under  section  2  of  this  rule  who  is  under  twenty-five  or 
over  sixty  years  of  age  ;  or  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  Boston  ; 
or  who  is  not  able  to  read  and  write  the  English  language 
understanding^ ;  or  who  is  not  of  good  moral  character;  or 
who  has  ever  been  convicted  of  a  serious  crime.  (Police 
rule.) 

5.  Special  police  officers  will  be  furnished  with  a  badge 
numbered  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  police, 
which  they  shall  wear  on  the  left  breast  when  on  duty,  and 
they  shall  surrender  said  badge  at  the  end  of  their  term  of 
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service,  or  when  they  resign  or  are  discharged.  In  case  a 
badge  is  lost,  the  holder  thereof  shall  immediately  report 
such  loss  to  the  chief  clerk,  who  will  furnish  a  new  badge 
upon  payment  therefor.  If  uniforms  are  worn  by  special 
police  officers,  samples  of  the  material  from  which  such  uni- 
forms are  to  be  made  must  be  submitted  to  the  board  of 
police  for  its  approval.  A  color  or  button  resembling  that 
worn  by  regular  police  will  not  be  permitted.  (Police 
rule.) 

(5.  Special  police  officers  shall  assist  regular  officers  in 
preserving  the  peace  or  taking  a  prisoner  to  the  station- 
house.  Persons  arrested  by  special  police  officers  shall  be 
taken  to  the  station-house  of  the  division  in  which  the  officer 
making  the  arrest  is  located,  and  a  record  made  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  arrests.  When  a  special  police  officer  calls  a 
patrol-wagon  to  take  a  person  to  the  station-house  he  shall 
accompany  the  prisoner.      (Police  rule.) 

7.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  petition,  license  any  citi- 
zen of  Boston  to  act  as  a  private  detective  for  the  detection, 
prevention,  and  punishment  of  crime,  but  such  license  shall 
not  confer  on  the  person  so  licensed  any  of  the  power  or 
authority  of  constables  or  police  officers.  The  fee  for  such 
license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Each  person  so  licensed  shall  give  to  the  city  treasurer  a 
bond  wTith  two  sureties,  approved  by  the  board  of  police,  in 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  with  condition  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  services  which  he  may  perform  by 
virtue  of  such  license. 

No  person  will  be  licensed  as  a  private  detective  who  has 
ever  been  convicted  of  a  serious  crime,  or  who  is  not  in 
good  repute  for  morals  and  integrity.  Applications  for 
such  licenses  shall  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  the 
chief  inspector.  Such  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  for 
one  year  next  succeeding  their  date,  but  may  be  sooner  re- 
voked by  the  board  of  police  for  cause. 

Whoever  without  such  license  eno-aoes  in  the  seneral 
business  of  a  private  detective,  or  advertises  or  holds  him- 
self out  as  a  private  detective,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  house 
of  correction  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply 
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to  a  detective  of  another  state  coming  within  this  Common- 
wealth in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  (P.  S.,  c.  103, 
sects.  7  and  8;  St.  1898,  c.  486.) 

Special  police  officers  may  be  appointed  by  the  board  of 
police  upon  certain  emergencies,  St.  1878,  c.  244,  sect.  7 
(See  St.  1892,  c.  413),  and  for  duty  on  election  days.  St. 
1889,  c.  423.  Railroad  police  are  appointed  by  the  board 
of  police.  St.  1898,  c.  282.  (See  P.  S.,  c.  103,  sects.  13- 
20;  St.  1883,  c.  65;  St.  1896,  c.  225.) 

RULE    49. 

OF    STREETS,    SIDEWALKS. 

1.  The  police  shall  be  vigilant  in  observing  the  condi- 
tion of  the  public  streets  to  see  that  they  are  safe  and  con- 
venient for  public  travel,  and  that  no  defects  or  obstructions 
are  suffered  to  remain  therein. 

.  2.  Whenever  a  police  officer  discovers  a  defect  or  ob- 
struction in  a  public  street  from  which  accidents  may  occur, 
he  shall  at  once  remove  it  if  practicable ;  if  the  defect  or 
obstruction  is  of  such  a  nature  that  the  officer  cannot  remove 
the  same,  he  shall  take  immediate  measures  to  prevent  acci- 
dents by  erecting  suitable  guards,  and,  if  at  night,  by  dis- 
playing lanterns. 

3.  If  a  defect  in  the  public  street  is  caused  by  the  failure 
of  any  person  who  has  made  an  excavation  to  restore  the 
street  to  a  proper  condition,  the  fact  shall  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  department  issuing  the  permit  for  opening 
the  street ;  if  the  defect  arises  from  want  of  repairs,  the 
superintendent  of  streets  shall  be  notified ;  if  from  defective 
manhole  or  cesspool  covers,  notice  shall  be  sent  at  once  to 
the  sewer  division  stable  nearest  to  where  the  defect  exists. 

4.  The  police  shall  prevent  any  openings  or  excavations 
being  made,  or  obstructions  placed,  in  the  public  streets,  or 
the  paving  or  surface  being  disturbed,  except  by  the  paving- 
division,  without  permits  having  been  first  obtained  there- 
for. Permits  for  making  connections  with  the  public  sew- 
ers for  street  openings,  and  for  occupying  streets  for  building 
purposes,  are  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  streets. 

5.  Permits  for  opening  and  occupying  streets  shall  be 
taken  up  by  the  patrolmen  upon  whose  routes  such  permits 
are  in  force,  and  returned  to  the  station-house  ;  and  patrol- 
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men  shall  report  any  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  permits, 
either  as  to  time,  place,  or  manner  of  doing  the  work;  and 
such  permits  and  report  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  depart- 
ment from  which  the  permit  issued. 

6.  If  the  holders  of  such  permits  do  not  furnish  suitable 
guards  and  lights  the  patrolmen  shall  see  that  such  guards 
and  lights  are  provided  without  delay,  and  shall  report  the 
neglect  as  soon  as  practicable. 

7.  The  police  shall  report  every  case  in  which  the  holder 
of  a  permit  to  occupy  a  part  of  a  street  for  any  purpose  neg- 
lects to  provide  a  safe  and  convenient  passage  for  public 
travel  around  or  over  any  obstruction  made  under  such 
permit. 

8.  Patrolmen  shall  carefully  notice  all  coverings  of 
coal-holes  and  other  openings  in  streets  on  their  respective 
routes,  to  see  that  the  same  are  constructed  according  to 
law,  and  are  maintained  in  a  safe  and  convenient  condition 
for  public  travel. 

9.  The  police-  shall  promptly  caution  all  persons  found 
violating  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  relating  to  streets, 
and  unless,  upon  notice,  such  persons  conform  to  said  pro- 
visions the  police  shall  immediately  prosecute  the  offenders. 

RULE   50. 

OF    STREET    RAILWAYS. 

1.  .  Licenses  will  be  granted  by  the  board  of  police  to 
drivers,  motormen,  conductors,  and  starters  of  the  several 
street-railway  corporations  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  are  provided  for  by  chap.  59,  acts  of  1879,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
board. 

And  no  driver,  motorman,  conductor,  or  starter,  whose 
license  shall  have  been  for  any  cause  revoked  by  the  board 
of  police,  shall  be  licensed  again  for  a  period  of  two  months 
from  the  date  of  such  revocation. 

2.  All  applications  for  the  licensing  of  drivers,  motormen, 
conductors,  and  starters  must  be  in  writing,  and  signed  either 
by  the  president  or  the  superintendent  of  the  company  for 
which  the  license  is  desired,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  corpora- 
tion, duly  authorized  by  vote  of  the  board  of  directors. 
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3.  By  the  terms  of  the  act  of  the  legislature,  the  persons 
licensed  can  act  only  for  the  road,  and  in  the  capacity  desig- 
nated in  the  license.  If  a  driver,  motorman,  conductor,  or 
starter  retires,  or  is  discharged  from  the  service  of  one  com- 
pany, and  is  employed  by  another  company,  he  must  take 
out  a  new  license. 

4.  If  a  licensed  driver,  motorman,  conductor,  or  starter 
retires,  or  is  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  company  for 
which  he  is  licensed,  the  company  must  inform  the  board  of 
police  forthwith. 

5.  When  a  licensed  driver,  motorman,  conductor,  or 
starter  enters  upon  his  service  he  shall  deliver  to  the  superin- 
tendent, or  other  proper  officer  of  the  railroad  company,  the 
license  which  has  been  issued  to  him  by  the  board  of  police, 
and  said  license  shall  be  deposited  and  kept  in  the  office  of 
said  company  while  said  licensee  is  in  its  service  ;  and  upon 
his  retirement  or  discharge  therefrom,  said  license  shall  be 
returned  to  him  with  an  endorsement  thereon,  stating  the 
cause  of  the  retirement  or  discharge  ;  and  the  notice  sent  by 
the  company  to  the  board  of  police  shall  contain  a  copy  of 
said  endorsement. 

6.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  paid  for  each  license 
issued. 

7.  Each  license  shall  be  numbered,  and  the  licensee  shall 
wear  either  on  the  front  of  his  cap  or  on  the  breast  of  his  out- 
side coat  a  number  corresponding  to  the  number  of  his 
license,  and  of  a  pattern  approved  by  the  board  of  police. 

S.  If  any  driver,  motorman,  conductor,  or  starter  delays 
the  car  of  which  he  has  charge  or  control,  so  as  to  hinder  or 
obstruct  the  passage  of  other  cars  or  other  vehicles,  in  any 
public  street  or  way  of  the  city,  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license. 

9.  When  the  driver  of  a  carriage,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle 
persists  in  obstructing  the  passage  of  a  car  in  any  public 
street  or  way  after  notice  or  warning,  as  specified  in  the 
rules  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  police-shall,  if  possible, 
ascertain  the  name  of  said  driver,  and  if  the  carriage,  wagon, 
or  other  vehicle  is  licensed,  the  number  of  the  license,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  board  of  police,  with  a  view  to  prose- 
cuting the  offender. 
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10.  When  a  police  officer  has  occasion  to  order  a  car  that 
has  stopped  to  "move  on,"  he  will  give  the  order  to  the  con- 
ductor if  convenient,  otherwise  to  the  driver  or  motorman, 
who  shall  immediately  notify  the  conductor  of  the  order  by 
striking  two  bells ;  the  object  being  to  prevent  accidents 
happening  by  the  driver  or  motorman  being  ordered  to 
move  while  passengers  are  in  the  act  of  entering  or  leaving 
the  car.  When  such  an  order  is  given  the  conductor  must 
immediately  signal  the  driver  or  motorman  to  start,  unless 
passengers  are  in  the  act  of  entering  or  leaving  the  car. 

11.  Drivers,  motormen,  conductors,  and  starters  must 
promptly  obey  all  orders  given  by  police  officers,  unless 
doing  so  would  endanger  life  or  limb.  The  orders  given  by 
police  officers  must  be  obeyed  by  drivers,  motormen,  con- 
ductors, and  starters  in  preference  to  those  given  by  any  other 
person  or  persons.  If  the  orders  given  by  a  police  officer 
are  harsh  or  unreasonable,  the  licensee  to  whom  they  are 
given  will  report  the  fact  to  the  superintendent  or  other 
proper  officer  of  the  company  by  which  he  is  employed.  Any 
defiance  of  orders  given  by  a  police  officer,  or  any  profane, 
indecent,  or  contemptuous  language  addressed  to  a  police 
officer  by  a  driver,  motorman,  conductor,  or  starter  will  be 
deemed  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  a  license. 

12.  When  drivers,  motormen,  or  conductors  delay  or 
loiter  on  their  routes,  and  the  police  take  note  of  the  circum- 
stance with  a  view  to  report  it,  the  driver,  motorman,  or 
conductor  offending  is  to  be  informed,  if  practicable,  at 
the  time,  that  he  will  be  reported,  and  for  what  offence. 
When  drivers  or  motormen  are  observed  to  be  loitering  or 
causing  an  obstruction,  the  police  are  to  caution  them,  and 
ascertain  the  alleged  cause  for  the  delay. 

13.  iSTo  street  car  is  allowed  to  stop  or  stand  at  any  place 
(without special  permission),  unless  its  passage  is  obstructed 
during  its  route  or  journey,  longer  than  is  necessary  for 
taking  up  or  setting  down  passengers  ;  and  if  any  conductor, 
driver,  or  motorman  violates  this  rule,  it  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license. 

14.  The  police  are  not  to  enter  into  conversation  with 
drivers,  motormen,  conductors,  or  starters  when  on  duty,  or 
when  riding  on  any  car.     When  a  policeman  finds  it  neces-

sary  to  interfere  with  them,  he  will  do  so  only  in  order  to 
caution  them  and  to  take  proper  steps  to  enforce  the  law. 

15.  If  the  police  observe  any  known  thief  or  any  person 
of  suspicious  appearance  enter  a  street  car,  they  will  imme- 
diately notify  the  conductor,  in  order  that  he  may  keep  a 
watch  on  such  person,  and  prevent  the  commission  of  any 
felony. 

lti.  Police  officers  are  not  to  ride  free  on  the  street  cars 
except  in  full  uniform,  and  then  they  are  to  stand  on  the 
front  platform  of  box  cars  and  on  the  rear  platform  of  open 
cars.  Not  more  than  two  officers  shall  occupy  the  platform 
on  the  car  at  the  same  time.  They  are  not  to  accept  from 
any  street-railway  company,  or  any  person  connected  with 
the  company,  any  free  passes  for  themselves  or  others.  The 
police  are  liable  to  the  imputation  of  bias  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  in  cases  where  drivers,  motormen,  and  con- 
ductors are  concerned  if  they  accept  any  pecuniary  or  other 
advantage  from  them  or  those  who  employ  them.

KULE    51. 
OF    AUCTIONEERS. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will  at  anytime,  upon  petition, 
license  suitable  persons,  who  have  resided  in  Boston  for  a 
period  of  six  months  before  application  is  made  for  such 
license,  to  be  auctioneers  within  the  same  for  the  term  of 
one  year  upon  such  conditions  respecting  the  places  of  sell- 
ing goods  and  chattels  within  the  city  of  Boston  as  the 
board  of  police  deems  expedient.  Applications  for  such 
licenses  shall  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  captains 
of  the  divisions  in  which  the  applicant's  place  of  business  is 
situated.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  1,  as  amended  by  Stats. 
1886,  chap.  289;  Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  12;  police  rule.) 

2.  If  after  application  made  to  the  board  of  police  in 
writing  they  unreasonably  refuse  or  neglect  to  license  the 
applicant,  he  may,  after  giving  them  fourteen  days'  notice 
and  after  giving  bonds  to  pay  all  costs,  apply  to  the  county 
commissioners,  who,  after  hearing  the  parties,  may  grant  a 
license.

3.  The  license  fee  shall  be  two  dollars.     No  fee  for  the 
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issuing  of  an  auctioneer's  license  shall  be  charged  to  any 
soldier  or  sailor  resident  in  this  Commonwealth  who  served 
in  the  army  or  navy  during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  and 
who  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  such  service. 
(Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  1,  as  amended  by  Stats.  1886,  chap. 
289  ;  acts  of  1895,  chap.  456.)  ' 

4.  Each  auctioneer  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of 
Hve  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  with  condition  that  he  shall  in  all 
things  conform  to  the  laws  relating  to  auctioneers.  (Pub. 
Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  3;  police  rule.)  - 

5.  Every  auctioneer  shall  keep  a  fair  and  particular 
account  of  all  goods  and  chattels  sold  by  him  and  of  the 
persons  from  whom  such  goods  and  chattels  were  received, 
and  to  whom  they  have  been  sold.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67, 
§4.) 

6.  An  auctioneer  who  receives  for  sale  by  auction  any 
goods  from  a  minor,  knowing  him  to  be  such,  shall  forfeit 
to  the  use  of  the  city  of  Boston  a  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offence.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67, 
§  5,  as  amended  by  Stats.   1886,  chap.   289.) 

7 .  In  auctioneer  may  sell  by  public  auction  in  any  place 
within  his  county,  and,  when  employed  by  others,  may  sell 
real  or  personal  estate  in  any  place  within  the  Common- 
wealth, if  such  sale  is  made  where  such  real  or  personal 
estate  is  situated,  provided  that  such  personal  estate  does 
not  consist  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  which  have 
been  brought  into  a  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  by 
persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  travelling  and  carrying 
stocks  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  from  one  city  or 
town  to  another  within  the  Commonwealth  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  the  same  by  auction.  If  an  auctioneer  sells  by 
auction  in  a  place  where  he  is  not  authorized  to  sell,  he 
shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  6,  as 
amended  by  the  acts  of  1890,  chap.  449,   §    1.) 

8.  The  sales  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  which 
have  been  brought  into  a  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  by  auction  shall  be  made  by 
auction  only  by  an  auctioneer  duly  licensed  in  said  city  or 
town  or  in  some  other  city  or  town  within  the  Common- 
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wealth,  and  having  a  regular  and  established  place  of  busi- 
ness in  said  city  or  town  where  the  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  are  to  be  sold.  And  said  auctiorier  must,  if  a 
non-resident  of  the  city  or  town  where  he  has  his  place  of 
business,  receive  from  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  said 
city  or  the  selectmen  of  the  town  a  permit  to  hold  sales  by 
auction  in  said  city  or  towm,  and  said  mayor  and  aldermen 
of  the  city  or  the  selectmen  of  the  town  may  require  a  special 
license  fee  for  the  holding  of  sales.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a 
line  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  (Stats.  1891, 
chap.  144.) 

9.  If  any  person  sells  or  offers  for  sale  by  auction  any 
goods  or  chattels,  except  as  is  provided  by  Pub.  Stats.,  chap. 
67  (see  also  acts  in  amendment  thereof),  such  goods  or  chat- 
tels shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
such  sale  is  made,  and  may  be  seized  by  the  nmyor  and 
aldermen  or  selectmen,  and  libelled  according  to  the  pro- 
visions  of  Pub.   Stats.,  chap.  194.      (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67, 

10.  The  tenant  or  occupant  of  a  house  or  store,  having* 
the  actual  possession  and  control  of  the  same,  who  know- 
ingly permits  a  person  to  sell  real  or  personal  estate  by 
public  auction  in  such  house  or  store,  or  in  any  apartment 
or  yard  appurtenant  to  the  same,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding* 
five  hundred  dollars.      (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  8.) 

11 .  If  a  person  not  licensed  and  qualified  as  an  auctioneer 
sells  or  attempts  to  sell  any  real  or  personal  estate  by  public 
auction,  he  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars.      (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  9.) 

12.  Nothing  in  the  preceding  sections  shall  extend  to 
sales  made  by  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs,  constables,  collectors 
of  taxes,  executors,  administrators,  guardians,  assignees  of 
insolvent  debtors,  or  by  any  other  person  required  by  law 
to  sell  real  or  personal  estate.    (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  67,  §  10.) 

13.  Every  auctioneer  or  other  person  who  is  guilty  of 
fraud  or  deceit  in  relation  to  a  sale  by  auction,  shall  for  each 
offence  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 
(Pub.   Stats.,  chap.   67,  §  11.) 
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14.  Any  person  who  sells  or  attemps  to  sell  by  auction, 
or  who  advertises  for  sale  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
in  any  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  falsely  represent- 
ing or  pretending  that  such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
are  in  whole  or  in  part  a  bankrupt  or  insolvent  stock,  or 
damaged  goods,  or  goods  saved  from  a  lire,  or  making  any 
false  statement  as  to  the  previous  history  or  character  of 
such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
tine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be 
further  liable  in  an  action  of  contract  to  any  person  purchas- 
ing any  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  because  of  such 
representation  or  statement,  in  a  sum  of  money  three  times 
the  amount    paid  for    such   goods,   wares,  or  merchandise. 

(Acts  of  1890,  chap.  449,  §3.) 

15.  If  an  auctioneer  makes  a  sale  by  auction  at  a  place  not 
authorized  by  his  license,  he  shall  be  liable  to  like  penalties 
as  if  he  had  sold  without  a  license.      (Pub.  Stats,,  chap.  67, 

§  12.) 

RULE    52. 

OF    PAWNBROKERS,  DEALERS  IN  SECOND-HAND  ARTICLES,   ETC. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  petition,  license  suit- 
able persons  to  be  pawnbrokers,  dealers  in  junk,  old  metals, 
and  second-hand  articles,  pursuant  to  law.  Such  licenses 
shall  not  be  valid  to  protect  the  holders  thereof  in  a  build- 
ing or  place  other  than  that  designated  in  the  license,  unless 
consent  to  removal  is  granted  by  the  board  of  police. 
Applications  for  ■  pawnbrokers'  and  second-hand  dealers' 
licenses  shall  be  examined  and  reported  upon  by  the  chief 
inspector.  Applications  for  licenses  of  dealers  in  junk  and 
old  metals  shall  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  divisions  in  which  the  applicant's 
place  of  business  is  situated. 

Pawnbrokers'  licenses  expire  at  the  end  of  one  year  from 
the  date  thereof  and  may  be  renewed  on  application  to  the 
board  of  police  on  payment  of  the  license  fee. 

The  licenses  of  dealers  in  junk,  old  metals,  and  second- 
hand articles  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding 
the  date  of  such  licenses. 

Applications  for  all  licenses  provided  for  in  this  rule  shall 
be  made  at  least  one  month  before  the  same  are  to  be  issued. 
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All  such  licenses  may  be  granted  during  the  month  of  April, 
to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May  then  next  ensuing. 

Every  person  licensed  us  a  pawnbroker  shall  at  the  time 
of  receiving  such  license  tile  a  bond  as  provided  in  section  2 
of  chapter  497  of  the  acts  of  1895.  (Pub.  Stats. ,  chap.  102, 
§§  28,32,  124-127;  Stats.  1882,  chap.  258;  Stats.  1895, 
chap.  497  ;  Rev.  Ord.  of  1898,  chap.  45,  §  40 ;  police  rule.) 

Persons  who  engage  in  or  carry  on  the  business  of  loaning 
money  upon  mortgages,  deposits,  or  pledges  of  wearing 
apparel,  jewelry,  ornaments,  household  goods  or  other  per- 
sonal property,  or  of  purchasing  such  property  on  condition 
of  selling  the  same  back  again  at  a  stipulated  price,  when 
the  property  so  mortgaged,  pledged,  or  purchased  is  deposited 
with  the  party  making  the  loan,  must  be  licensed  as  pawn- 
brokers. This  provision,  however,  does  not  apply  to  loans 
made  upon  stock,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  written  or  printed 
evidences  of  ownership  of  property,  or  of  indebtedness  to 
the  holder  or  owner  of  any  such  securities.  (Stats.  1895, 
chap.  497,  §  1.) 

2.  Licensed  pawnbrokers  may  charge  the  following  rates 
of  interest :  On  a  loan  of  one  dollar  or  less,  five  cents  for 
the  first  week  and  two  cents  for  each  week  after  the  first ; 
on  a  loan  of  over  one  dollar,  to  and  including  three  dollars, 
four  per  cent,  for  the  first  week  and  two  and  one-half  per 
cent,  for  each  week  after  the  first ;  on  a  loan  of  over  three 
dollars,  to  and  including  ten  dollars,  three  per  cent,  for  the 
first  week  and  two  per  cent,  for  each  week  after  the  first ; 
on  a  loan  of  over  ten  dollars,  to  and  including  twenty-five 
dollars,  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  for  the  first  week  and 
two  per  cent,  for  each  week  after  the  first ;  on  a  loan  of  over 
twenty-five  dollars,  to  and  including  fifty  dollars,  two  per 
cent,  for  the  first  week  and  one  per  cent  for  each  week  after 
the  first;  on  a  loan  of  over  fifty  dollars,  to  and  including 
one  hundred  dollars,  one  and  one-half  per  cent,  for  the  first 
week  and  one  per  cent,  for  each  week  after  the  first ;  on  a 
loan  of  over  one  hundred  dollars,  one  per  cent,  per  week ; 
and  no  such  pawnbroker  shall  charge  or  receive  any  greater 
rate  of  interest. 

No  such  pawnbroker  shall  make  or  receive  any  extra 
charge  or  fee  for  storage,  care,  or  safe-keeping  of  any  goods, 
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article,  or  thing  pawned  with  him ;  nor  shall  any  such  pawn- 
broker purchase  any  goods,  article,  or  thing  upon  condition 
of  selling  the  same  back  again  at  a  stipulated  price.  (Stats. 
1895,  chap.  497,  §  3  :  police  rule.) 

3.  No  pawnbroker,  dealer  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second- 
hand articles  shall  place  or  maintain  any  signs  or  devices 
upon  or  in  connection  with  his  licensed  premises  indicating 
or  tending  to  indicate  that  any  form  of  business  is  conducted 
therein  which  he  is  not  legally  authorized  to  pursue.  (Police 
rule.) 

4.  Any  police  officer  may,  when  duly  authorized  in 
accordance  with  Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  35;  Stats.  1895, 
chap.  497,  §  6  ;  Rev.  Ord.  of  1898,  chap.  45,  §§  41,  43, 
enter  the  shop  of  any  pawnbroker  or  dealer  in  junk,  old 
metals,  or  second-hand  articles,  and  examine  their  books  and 
the  property  in  said  shop  ;  and  all  articles  taken  or  held  by 
pawnbrokers  or  dealers  in  junk  or  second-hand  articles  shall 
be  exhibited  to  any  such  police  officer  whenever  a  demand 
shall  be  made  for  such  exhibition.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102, 
§  35  ;  Stats.  1895,  chap.  497,  §  6  ;  Rev.  Ord.  of  1898,  chap. 
45,  §§  41,  43.)  See  also  Stats.  1898,  chap.  515,  and  Stats. 
1888,  chap.  243. 

5.  Every  licensed  pawnbroker  and  dealer  in  second- 
hand articles  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  any  purchase  or 
loan,  attach  a  number  to  the  article  so  taken  in  pawn  or 
bought,  and  shall  make  entry  of  such  number  in  the  book 
provided  for  by  section  6.      (Police  rule.) 

6.  Every  licensed  pawnbroker  and  dealer  in  junk,  old 
metals,  and  second-hand  articles  shall  keep  a  book  of  a 
style  and  size  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  police,  in 
which  shall  be  legibly  written  in  the  English  language,  at 
the  time  of  making  each  purchase  or  loan,  an  account  and 
description  of  the  goods,  articles,  or  things  purchased, 
pledged,  or  pawned,  the  amount  of  money  paid  therefor  or 
loaned  thereon,  the  day  and  hour  when  it  was  purchased  or 
pawned,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on  such  loan,  the 
number  of  such  article  as  provided  for  by  section  5,  and  the 
name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  person  selling  or  pawning 
the  same.  No  entry  made  in  said  book  shall  be  erased,  ob- 
literated, or  defaced.  (Stats.  1895,  chap.  497,  §  4;  Rev. 
Ord.  of  1898,  chap.  45,   §  41  -  police  rule.) 
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7.  Every  such  pawnbroker  shall,  at  the  tiiiie  of  making 
such  loan,  deliver  to  the  person  pawning  or  pledging  any 
goods,  article,  or  thing,  a  memorandum  or  note  signed  by 
him,  containing  the  substance  of  the  entry  required  to  be 
made  in  his  book  by  the  preceding  section ;  and  no  charge 
shall  be  made  or  required  by  any  pawnbroker  for  any  such 
entry,  memorandum,  or  note.  (Stats.  1895,  chap.  497,  § 
5  ;  police  rule.) 

8.  Every  licensed  pawnbroker  and  dealer  in  second-hand 
articles  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  captain  of  the 
division  in  which  his  place  of  business  is  situated,  every 
day  before  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  a  legible  and  cor- 
rect list  containing  an  accurate  description  of  all  articles 
purchased  or  taken  in  pawm  during  the  preceding  twenty- 
four  hours,  the  respective  numbers  of  such  articles  as  pro- 
vided by  section  5,  the  price  paid  therefor,  the  time  when 
such  articles  were  purchased  or  pawned.  Said  report  shall 
be  forwarded  to  headquarters  daily.      (Police  rule.) 

9.  Every  licensed  pawnbroker  and  dealer  in  second- 
hand articles  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  shop 
or  office  a  copy  of  the  statutes,  ordinances,  and  police  regu- 
lations relating  to  pawnbrokers  and  dealers  in  second-hand 
articles,  to  be  furnished  by  the  police  department.  (Police 
rule.) 

Every  pawnbroker,  dealer  in  second-hand  articles,  junk, 
or  old  metals,  shall  put  in  some  suitable  and  conspicuous 
place  on  his  shop  a  sign  having  his  name  and  occupation 
legibly  inscribed  thereon  in  large  letters.  (Rev.  Ord.  of 
1898,  chap.  45,  §  42;   police  rule.) 

10.  No  dealer  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand 
articles  shall  permit  to  be  sold  any  article  purchased  or 
received  by  him  until  at  least  a  period  of  one  week  from  the 
date  of  its  purchase  or  receipt  has  elapsed.  (Rev.  Ord.  of 
1898,  chap.  45,  §  44.) 

11.  No  pawnbroker,  dealer  in  junk,  old  metals,  or 
second-hand  articles  shall  have  his  shop  open  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  nor  shall  he  purchase  any  of  the  aforesaid 
articles,  except  between  sunrise  and  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  any  week  day  except  Saturday,  on  which  day 
such   shop  may  be  kept  open  and  such  articles  purchased 
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from  sunrise  until  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening.  (Rev.  Orel,  of 
1898,  chap.  45,  §  45;  Rev.  Ord.  of  1898,  chap.  47,  §  85; 
police  rule.) 

12.  No  dealer  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of 
barter  or  exchange  any  junk,  old  metal,  or  second-hand 
articles  from  a  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or  having 
reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such.  (Rev.  Ord.  of  1898, 
chap.  47,  §  85.) 

13.  The  having  by  any  junk  dealer,  or  dealer  in  second- 
hand articles,  possession  of  certain  registered  cans,  bottles, 
siphons,  fountains,  or  boxes,  without  the  written  consent  or 
purchase  from  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be  presumptive 
evidence  of  unlawful  use,  possession  of,  or  traffic  in  the  same. 
(Stats.  1893,  chap.  440.) 

14.  Articles  deposited  in  pawn  with  a  licensed  pawn- 
broker shall,  unless  redeemed,  be  retained  by  him  on  the 
premises  occupied  by  him  for  his  business  for  at  least  four 
months  from  the  date  of  deposit,  if  not  of  a  perishable 
nature,  and  if  perishable,  for  at  least  one  month  from  said 
date.  (Articles  of  personal  apparel  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  of  a  perishable  nature.)  After  which  he  may  sell  the 
same  at  public  auction  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  in 
satisfaction  of  the  debt  or  demand  and  the  expenses  of  the 
notice  and  sale,  and  any  surplus  shall  be  paid  to  the  party 
entitled  thereto  on  demand,  and  no  article  taken  in  pawn  by 
such  pawnbroker,  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  shall  be  disposed  of  otherwise  than  as  above  provided, 
any  agreement  or  contract  between  the  parties  thereto  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  33; 
Stats.  1884,  chap.  324.)" 

15.  All  licenses  provided  for  by  this  rule  may  be  re- 
voked by  the  board  of  police  at  pleasure.  (Pub.  Stats., 
chap.  102,  §§  28,  32;  Stats.  1895,  chap.  497,  §  2.)  Such 
licenses  will  be  revoked  for  violation  of  any  statute,  ordi- 
nance, or  police  rule  relating  to  the  business  of  the  licensees, 
or  for  any  other  cause  deemed  sufficient  by  the  board  of 
police.

RULE    53. 

OF    BILLIARD    TABLES. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  petition,  license  suitable 
persons  to  keep  billiard,  pool,  or  sippio  tables,  or  bowling 
alleys  for  hire,  gain,  or  reward  to  be  used  for  amusement 
merely,  but  not  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  for  money  or 
other  property.  Such  licenses  may  be  granted  during  the 
month  of  April,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May  then 
next  ensuing. 

Applications  for  such  licenses  shall  be  made  at  police 
headquarters  and  shall  be  reported  upon  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  division  in  which  the  applicant  proposes  to 
do  business. 

Such  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of 
May  next  succeeding  their  date,  unless  sooner  revoked,  and 
shall  not  be  valid  to  protect  the  holder  thereof  in  a  building 
or  place  other  than  that  "designated  in  the  license,  unless 
consent  to  removal  is  granted  by  the  board  of  police. 
(Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §§  111,  124-127.) 

2.  Any  police  officer  may  at  any  time  enter  into  a  billiard, 
pool,  or  sippio  room,  bowling  alley  or  room  connected  there- 
with, or  with  the  premises  of  a  common  victualler  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  any  law  of  the  State  ;  and  whoever 
obstructs  or  hinders  the  entrance  of  such  officer  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars.      (Pub.   Stats.,  chap.   102,   §  123.) 

3.  Whoever  without  such  license  keeps  or  suffers  to  be 
kept  in  a  house,  building,  yard,  or  dependency  thereof,  by 
him  actually  occupied  or  owned,  a  table  for  the  purpose  of 
playing  at  billiards,  pool,  or  sippio,  or  a  bowling  alley  for 
the  purpose  of  playing  at  bowls  for  hire,  gain,  or  reward, 
or  for  hire,  gain,  or  reward  suffers  any  person  to  resort  to 
the  same  for  such  purpose,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such 
offence  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars.  (Pub. 
Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  112.) 

4.  The  keeper  of  a  billiard,  pool,  or  sippio  room  or  table, 
or  bowling  alley,  wrho  admits  a  minor  thereto  without  the 
written  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  shall  forfeit  ten 
dollars  for  the  first  and  twenty  dollars  for  each  subsequent 
offence.      (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  113.) 
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5.  All  licenses  provided  for  by  this  rule  may  be  revoked 
by  the  board  of  police  at  pleasure.  Such  licenses  will  be 
revoked  for  violation  of  any  statute,  ordinance,  or  police 
rule  relating  to  the  business  of  the  licensees,  or  for  any 
other  cause  deemed  sufficient  by  the  board  of  police. 
(Pub.   Stats.,  chap.   102,   §  111;  police  rule.) 


RULE    54. 

OF    INTELLIGENCE    OFFICES. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  petition,  license  suit- 
able persons  to  establish  and  keep  intelligence  offices  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  and  giving  information  concerning 
places  of  employment  for  coachmen,  grooms,  hostlers,  long- 
shoremen, lumbermen,  seamstresses,  cooks,  scrubwomen, 
laundresses,  nurses  (except  professional  nurses),  chamber- 
maids, maids  of  all  work,  domestics,  servants,  agricultural 
or  other  laborers,  except  seamen,  or  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing or  giving  information  concerning  such  person  for  or 
to  employers. 

The  fee  for  a  license' under  this  section  shall  be  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25).     (Acts  of  1882,  chap.  258  ;  police  rule.) 

Intelligence-office  keepers  under  this  section  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive, 

At  the  time  of  application  : 

From  an  employer  applying  for  a  male  employee       .  $1  00 
From  an  employer  applying  for  a  female  employee     .  50 

At  the  time  an  applicant  for  work  is  directed  to  an 
employer: 

From  each  male  applicant         .  .  .  .  .  $1  00 

From  each  female  applicant      .....  50 

2.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  petition,  license  suit- 
able persons  to  establish  and  keep  intelligence  offices  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  and  giving  information  concerning 
places    of    employment   for   employees   in   restaurants    and 
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hotels,  for  accountants,  clerks,  draughtsmen,  stenographers, 
typewriters,  book-keepers,  checkers,  stewards,  cashiers,  em- 
ployees in  mercantile  or  other  business  houses,  employees 
in  warehouses,  porters,  night  watchmen,  railroad  employees, 
gardeners,  farmers,  dairymen,  superintendents  of  country 
estates,  masons,  plumbers,  painters,  tailors,  plasterers, 
blacksmiths,  carpenters,  machinists  and  other  mechanics, 
truckmen,  teamsters,  barbers,  engineers,  firemen,  and  com- 
positors. 

Intelligence-office  keepers,  under  this  section,  shall  be 
entitled  to  contract  in  writing  with  the  person  applying  for 
business  employment  for  the  payment  by  the  employee,  at  a 
time  mutually  agreed  upon,  of  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
week's  wages  in  the  employment  furnished ;  except  that  if 
the  applicant  for  employment  is  discharged  within  six  weeks 
from  the  time  of  entering  upon  such  employment,  and  such 
discharge  is  not  caused  by  the  inability,  incompetency,  or 
refusal  of  such  person  to  perform  the  work  required,  or  by 
any  other  fault  of  the  person  employed,  the  intelligence- 
office  keeper,  under  this  section,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  applicant  for  employment  more  than  one  day's 
pay  for  each  week  or  fraction  thereof  that  the  employee  has 
remained  in  the  employment  furnished.  The  fee  for  a 
license  according  to  the  terms  of  section  two  shall  be  fifty 
dollars  ($50).    '(Acts  of  1882,  c.  258.     Police  rule.) 

3.  Every  licensed  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  sec- 
tion one  of  this  rule,  is  required  to  give  each  person  from 
whom  he  accepts  a  fee  a  receipt  stating  the  amount  so  paid,  the 
character  of  the  situation  or  employment  procured,  or  which 
he  agrees  to  procure,  the  name  of  the  applicant,  and  a 
synopsis  of  these  rules  as  in  section  four.      (Police  rule.) 

4.  Every  licensed  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  sec- 
tion one  of  this  rule,  shall  post  in  each  room  occupied  by 
him  three  copies  of  a  synopsis  of  these  rules,  to  lie  fur- 
nished by  the  board  of  police.      (Police  rule.) 

5.  Every  licensed  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  either 
section  one  or  two  of  this  rule,  shall  post  his  license  in  some 
conspicuous  place  on  the  premises  occupied  by  him,  and, 
further,  shall  post  on  his  outside  door  a  sign  with  his  name 
and  the  fact  that  he  is  a  licensed  intelligence-office  keeper 
thereon.      (Police  rule.) 
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6.  Every  licensed  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  either 
section  one  or  two  of  this  rule,  shall  keep  a  book  of  pattern 
to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  police,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  at  the  time  of  application  the  name  and  residence  of 
any  person  who  may  apply  for  employment,  the  name  and 
residence  of  any  person  who  may  make  application  to  be 
supplied  with  an  employee,  the  character  of  the  situation  or 
employment  demanded  and  furnished,  and  also  any  and  all 
sums  of  money  which  may  be  received  of  any  person  for 
such  services,  and  such  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  either  of  the  police  commissioners  or  any 
person  by  them  authorized.      (Police  rule.) 

7.  Every  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  section  one  of 
this  rule,  shall  refund  within  six  days  of  demand,  to  an 
applicant  for  employment  who  does  not  enter  the  employ  of 
the  person  to  whom  he  is  directed,  or  who  is  discharged  by 
his  employer  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  entering  upon 
such  employment,  and  such  discharge  is  not  caused  by  the 
inability,  incompetency,  or  refusal  of  such  person  to  perform 
the  work  '  required,  or  by  any  other  fault  of  the  person 
employed,  all  fees  paid  by  the  applicant.      (Police  rule.) 

8.  Every  licensed  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  either 
section  one  or  two  of  this  rule,  who  directs  any  applicant 
for  employment  to  an  employer,  shall,  if  it  shall  appear  that 
no  employment  of  the  kind  demanded  was  to  be  obtained  at 
the  place  to  which  such  applicant  was  directed,  refund  to 
such  applicant,  within  six  days  of  demand,  any  sums  paid 
by  him  for  transportation  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
said  place,  and  all  fees  paid  by  the  applicant.  (Police 
rule.) 

9.  Eveiy  intelligence-office  keeper,  under  either  section 
one  or  section  two  of  this  rule,  shall  refund  to  an  employer 
any  fee  paid  by  him  if  no  employee  is  employed  by  him 
within  six  days  of  the  payment  of  such  fee.      (Police  rule.) 

10.  Applications  for  all  licenses  issued  pursuant  to  this 
rule  shall  be  filed  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  police  prior 
to  the  first  day  of  May,  and  shall  be  examined  and  reported 
on  by  the  captain  of  the  liquor  service.  Such  licenses  may 
be  granted  during  the  month  of  April,  to  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  May  next  ensuing.     Such  licenses  shall  continue 
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in  force  until  May  first  next  succeeding  their  date,  unless 
sooner  revoked.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §§  124,  125; 
police  rule.) 

All  persons  shall  state  in  their  applications  the  place  they 
propose  to  occupy,  and  no  such  license  shall  be  valid  to 
protect  the  holder  thereof  in  a  building  or  place  other  than 
that  designated  in  the  license,  unless  consent  to  the  removal 
is  granted  by  the  board  of  police.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102, 
§  126.) 

11.  All  licenses  granted  to  keepers  of  intelligence  offices 
will  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board  of  police  and  will 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  police  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  before  being  delivered  to  the  licensee. 
Such  license  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  the  person  licensed, 
the  nature  of  the  business,  and  the  building  or  place  in  which 
it  is  to  be  carried  on.     (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  124.) 

12.  Whoever,  as  proprietor  or  keeper  of  an  intelligence 
or  employment  office,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent  or 
employee,  sends  any  woman  or  girl  to  enter  (as  an  inmate 
or  servant)  any  house  of  ill-fame,  or  other  place  resorted  to 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution,  the  character  of  which  could 
have  been  ascertained  by  him  on  reasonable  inquiry,  shall 
for  each  offence  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars.  (Acts  of  1888, 
chap.  311,  §  1.) 

13.  Whoever,  without  a  license  therefor,  establishes  or 
keeps  an  intelligence  office  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  or 
giving  information  concerning  places  of  ernphrvment  for 
domestics,  servants,  or  other  laborers,  except  seamen,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  or  giving  information  concerning 
such  persons  for  or  to  employers,  or  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing or  giving  information  concerning  employment  in 
business,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  such 
office  is  so  kept.     (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  26.) 

14.  All  licenses  provided  for  by  this  rule  may  be  revoked 
by  the  board  of  police  at  pleasure.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102, 
§  27.)  Such  licenses  will  be  revoked  for  violation  of  airy 
statute  or  police  rule  relating  to  the  business  of  the  licensees, 
or  for  any  other  cause  deemed  sufficient  Iry  the  board  of 
police.      (Police  rule.) 
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SYNOPSIS. 

TO  THE  APPLICANT  FOR  EMPLOYMENT. 

1.  The  keeper  of  the  office  cannot  charge  you  anything 
at  the  time  you  apply ;  he  can  charge  at  the  time  you  are 
directed  to  employment : 

A  man $1  00 

A  woman     ........  50 

2.  You  are  entitled  to  a  receipt  for  your  money. 

3.  If  you  do  not  want  to  enter  the  situation  to  which  you 
are  sent,  you  can  get  your  money  back. 

4.  If  you  are  discharged  without  cause  within  ten  days 
you  can  get  your  money  back. 

5.  If  there  is  no  employment  of  the  kind  you  ask  for 
where  you  are  sent,  you  can  get  your  money  and  your  fares 
back. 

6.  The  keeper  of  the  office  can  be  fined  from  fifty  dollars 
to  two  hundred  dollars  if  he  sends  you  to  an  immoral  house. 
(See  acts  of  1888,  chap.  311,  §  1.) 

Make  any  complaints  to  any  police  officer,  who  will  direct 
you  to  the  proper  authorities. 

RULE  55. 

OF    ITINERANT    MUSICIANS. 

1.  No  person  shall  play  on  any  musical  instrument  in  the 
streets  or  public  places  of  the  city  of  Boston,  except  as  part 
of  a  funeral  or  a  military  parade,  authorized  by  section  6 
of  chapter  465  of  the  acts  of  1895,  or  a  concert,  parade,  or 
celebration  given  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  the  city  of  Boston,  unless  licensed 
so  to  do  by  the  board  of  police,  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lowing provisions  : 

2.  The  board  of  police  will  grant  itinerant  musicians' 
licenses  to  persons  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  to  play  on 
musical  instruments  in  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the 
city ;  but  no  such  licensed  itinerant  musician  shall  perform 
as  part  of  any  procession  or  parade  (except  a  funeral  or  mili- 
tary parade  as  in  section  one)  in  the  streets  or  public  places 
of  the  city,  unless  licensed  so  to  do  under  the  provisions  of 
section  eight  of  this  rule. 

3.  Applications  for  licenses  to  act  as  itinerant  musicians 
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shall  be  filed  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  police  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  September,  and  shall  be  examined  and  reported 
on  by  the  captains  of  the  divisions  in  which  the  applicants 
reside.  The  applicant  shall  state  his  name  and  address  in 
full,  and,  if  licensed,  shall,  during  the  year,  notify  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  police  at  once  of  any  change  of  his  address. 
Such  licenses  shall  expire  on  September  first  next  succeed- 
in  o-  their  date.  The  fee  for  an  itinerant  musician's  license 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

4.  No  licensed  itinerant  musician  shall  perform  in  the 
streets  or  public  places  of  the  city  before  nine  a.m.,  nor 
after  eight  p.m.,  nor  on  Sunday,  nor  within  five  hundred 
feet  of  any  school,  nor  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  other 
building,  after  a  police  officer  or  the  occupant  of  the  build- 
ing has  notified  him  or  them  to  desist.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  musicians  accompanying  pro- 
cessions. 

5.  Licensed  itinerant  musicians  shall,  when  performing 
in  a  public  place,  except  when  accompanying  processions, 
wear  upon  their  hat,  cap,  head-dress,  belt,  or  in  the  case  of 
street  pianos  and  hand  organs  in  the  right-hand  upper  out- 
side corner,  the  number  of  their  license  in  bright  metal 
Arabic  figures  of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length. 

6.  Licensed  itinerant  musicians  are  forbidden  to  ring 
door-bells,  knock  at  doors,  or  enter  stores  or  public  build- 
ings, for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  money. 

7.  No  licensed  itinerant  musician,  unless  licensed  also 
under  the  provisions  of  section  eight,  or  exempted  under 
section  one,  shall  play  on  any  musical  instrument  between 
the  hours  of  nine  a.m.  and  six  p.m.  in  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  the  city  within  the  district  bounded  as  follows : 
Leaving  the  corner  of  Beacon  and  Dartmouth  streets,  through 
Beacon,  Somerset,  Howard,  Hanover,  Blackstone,  and  Clin- 
ton streets,  Atlantic  avenue,  Federal,  Kneeland,  Washing- 
ton, Hollis,  Tremont,  and  Dartmouth  streets,  to  point  of 
beginning,  including  both  sides  of  each  street  named. 

8.  The  board  of  police  will  grant  collective  licenses  to 
bands  of  persons  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  whether  licensed 
as  itinerant  musicians  or  not,  to  play  on  musical  instruments, 
at  times  to  be  designated  in  the  license,  in  the  streets  and 
public  places  of  the  city,  in  company  with  designated  pro- 
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cessions  other  than  funeral  or  military  processions  as  exempted 
in  section  one.  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 
The  name  of  the  leader  and  the  number  of  musicians  shall 
be  given  in  the  application. 

9.  Every  licensee  provided  for  by  this  rule  shall  at  all 
times  have  his  license  with  him,  and  shall  exhibit  the  same 
at  the  request  of  any  police  officer.  The  police  will  require 
itinerant  musicians  who  are  unknown  to  them  to  exhibit 
their  licenses,  and  will  promptly  prosecute  all  unlicensed 
persons. 

10.  All  persons  holding  licenses  as  itinerant  musicians 
on  street  pianos  or  organs  must  report  to  the  music  commis- 
sion, 64  Pemberton  square,  once  in  every  six  months,  viz.  : 
on  December  first,  and  June  first,  in  each  year,  to  have  the 
tuning  and  condition  of  the  instrument  approved. 

11.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
rule  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

12.  All  licenses  provided  for  in  this  rule  may  be  re- 
voked by  the  board  of  police  without  stated  cause  or  notice, 
and  may  be  suspended  by  any  captain  of  police  without 
notice,  pending  any  written  charges  to  said  board  against 
the  licensee  ;  and  in  case  of  revocation  no  portion  of  the 
license  fee  shall  be  refunded. 

RULE   56. 

OF    DOG    LICENSES. 

1.  Applications  for  dog  licenses  shall  be  received  at  the 
station-house  of  the  division  in  which  the  owner  of  the  dog 
resides,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  established  by 
law. 

2.  Commanding  officers  shall  fill  out  and  countersign 
licenses.,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  chief  clerk  on  Satur- 
day of  each  week.  Licenses,  after  being  signed  by  the 
board  of  police,  will  be  returned  to  the  divisions  from 
which  they  were  sent,  for  delivery  to  the  licensee.  Com- 
manding officers  will  be  charged  with  the  number  of  signed 
licenses  returned  to  them,  and  shall  account  therefor. 

3.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  division  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  dog  licenses  issued  upon  his  division,  contain- 
ing the  names  of  the  keepers  or  owners  of  dogs  so  licensed, 
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and  the  names,  registered   numbers,  and  descriptions  of  all 
such  dogs. 

The  commanding  officer  of  each  division  shall  also  keep 
a  record  of  all  dog  licenses  transferred,  in  accordance  with 
Stats.  1884,  chap.  185. 

4.  Amounts  collected  for  fees  will  be  forwarded  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  to  the  chief  clerk,  who  will  receipt 
therefor.  Commanding  officers  will  preserve  these  receipts 
as  their  vouchers. 

5.  The  inspector  of  claims  is  hereby  designated  as.  the 
officer  of  police  of  the  city  of  Boston  who  shall  receive  the 
informations  and  do  the  acts  specified  in  Stats.  1889,  chap. 
454. 

APPENDIX  TO  RULE  56;  STATUTES. 

Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  of  three  months  old  or 
over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  and 
licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May. 
(Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  80.) 

Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  becomes  three 
months  old  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  in  any  year 
shall  whenever  it  is  three  months  old  cause  it  to  be  regis- 
tered, numbered,  described,  and  licensed  until  the  first  day 
of  the  ensuing  May.      (Acts  of  1885,  chap.  292.) 

Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  licensed  as  above  shall 
cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked 
with  its  owner's  name  and  its  registered  number.  (Pub. 
Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  80;  acts  of  1885,  chap.  292.) 

An  owner  of  a  dog  may  at  any  time  have  it  licensed  until 
the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May;  and  a  person  becoming  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  after  the  first  day  of  May,  not 
duly  licensed,  shall  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered, 
described,  and  licensed.      (Pub.  Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  81.) 

The  fee  for  every  such  license  shall  be  two  dollars  for  a 
male  dog,  and  five  dollars  for  a  female  dog,  unless  a  certifi- 
cate of  some  competent  person  who  performed  the  operation 
is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town,  that  said  female 
dog  has  been  subjected  to  the  operation  of  spaying  and  is 
thereby  deprived  of  the  power  to  perpetuate  her  species,  in 
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which  case  the  fee  shall  be  two  dollars.  (Pub.  Stats.,  chap. 
102,  §  82,  as  amended  by  acts  of  1890,  chap.  72.) 

Every  owner  or  keeper  of  dogs  kept  for  breeding  purposes 
may  receive,  annually,  a  special  license  authorizing  him  to 
keep  such  dogs  upon  the  premises  described  in  such  license. 
When  the  number  of  dogs  so  kept  does  not  exceed  five  the 
fee  for  such  license  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ;  when  the 
number  of  dogs  so  kept  exceeds  five  the  fee  shall  be  fifty 
dollars,  and  no  fee  shall  be  required  for  the  dogs  of  such 
owner  or  keeper  under  the  age  of  six  months.     ' 

The  provisions  of  sections  eighty,  eighty-one,  eighty-two, 
and  eighty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  ninety-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  shall  not  apply  to  persons  holding  licenses  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  (Acts  of  1887,  chap.  307,  §§1 
and  2.) 

Every  license  issued  to  the  owner  of  a  dog  shall  have 
printed  thereon  a  description  of  the  symptoms  of  the  disease 
in  dogs  known  as  hydrophobia,  said  description  to  be  sup- 
plied by  the  secretary  of  the  State  board  of  health.  (Pub. 
Stats.,  chap.  102,   §  83,  as  amended  by  acts  of  1886,  chap. 

101,  §   4.) 

A  license  duly  recorded  shall  be  valid  in  any  part  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  may  be  transferred  with  the  dog 
licensed ;  provided  that  said  license  shall  in  each  case  of 
transfer  be  again  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town 
where  such  dog  is  kept,  but  no  license  shall  be  required  to 
be  recorded  anew  unless  such  dog  shall  have  been  kept  in 
such  city  or  town  at  least  thirty  days.      (Pub.  Stats.,  chap. 

102,  §  86,  as  amended  by  acts  of  1884,  chap.  185.)  (It 
seems  that  this  provision  does  not  apply  to  breeders' 
licenses.) 

Xo  person  shall  keep  or  have  in  his  care  or  possession  any 
dog  of  the  species  commonly  known  as  bloodhound,  or  any 
dog  which  is  or  has  been  classed  by  dog  fanciers  or  breeders 
as  Cuban  bloodhound,  Siberian  bloodhound,  German  mastiff 
or  Great  Dane,  boarhound  or  Ulmer  dog,  be  said  dog  in  whole 
or  in  part  of  said  species,  unless  the  same  be  kept  for  exhi- 
bition solelv,  in  which  case  said  dog  shall  at  all  times  be 
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kept  securely  enclosed  or  chained,  and  shall  not  be  allowed 
at  large,  even  though  in  charge  of  a  keeper,  unless  properly 
and  securely  muzzled.  But  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
any  dogs  of  the  species  commonly  known  as  the  English 
bloodhound,  of  pure  blood,  whose  pedigree  is  recorded  or 
would  be  entitled  to  record  in  the  English  bloodhound  herd 
book.  (Acts  of  1886,  chap.  340,  §  1;  acts  of  1892,  chap. 
50.) 

For  further  provisions  as  to  dogs  and  damages  done  by 
doo-s  and  authorized  destruction  of  certain  do°'s,  see  Pub. 
Stats.,  chap.  102,  §  84,  as  amended  by  Stats.  1887,  chap. 
135,  and  Stats.  1886,  chap.  259,  §  2  ;  §§  87  t'o  98  ;  §  98,  as 
amended  by  §  1  of  Stats.  1889,  chap.  454;  §  99  to  and  in- 
cluding §  110;  Stats.  1889,  chap.  454.) 

RULE    57. 

OF    PUBLIC    LODGING-HOUSES. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will  upon  petition  license  suit- 
able persons  to  keep  public  lodging-houses.  Applications 
for  such  licenses  shall  be  filed  at  the  office  of  the  board  of 
police  prior  to  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year.  Such 
licenses  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  next  after 
the  granting  of  the  same.  Such  applications  and  licenses 
shall  specify  the  street  or  other  place,  and  the  number  of 
the  building,  or  give  some  other  particular  description 
thereof,  where  the  licensee  shall  exercise  his  employment ; 
and  the  license  shall  not  protect  a  person  exercising  hist 
employment  in  any  other  place  than  that  so  specified.  No 
fee  shall  be  charged  for  such  license.  (Stats.  1894,  chap. 
414.) 

2.  Every  building  in  the  city  of  Boston  not  licensed  as 
an  inn,  in  which  ten  or  more  persons  are  lodged  for  a  price 
for  a  single  night  of  twenty-five  cents  or  less  for  each  per- 
son, shall  be  deemed  a  public  lodging-house.  (Stats.  1894, 
chap.  414,  §  1.) 

3.  No  such  license  will  be  granted  until  the  inspector  of 
buildings  has  certified  that  the  building  is  provided  with  suf- 
ficient means  to  escape  in  case  of  fire  ;  and  that  suitable 
appliances  are  provided  for  extinguishing  fires  and  for  giving' 
alarm  to  the  inmates  in  case  of  fire;  and  said  inspector  may 
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from  time  to  time  require  such  alterations  to  be  made  or 
such  additional  appliances  to  be  provided  as  may  in  his 
judgment  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
in  case  of  fire.      (Stats.  1894,  chap.  414,  §  3.) 

4.  No  such  license  will  be  granted  until  the  board  of 
health  has  certified  that  the  building  is  provided  with  a 
sufficient  number  of  water-closets  and  urinals,  and  with  a 
good  and  sufficient  means  of  ventilation  ;  and  said  board 
may  from  time  to  time  require  the  licensee  to  thoroughly 
cleanse  and  disinfect  all  parts  of  said  building  and  the 
furniture  therein,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  board.  (Stats. 
1894,  chap.  414,  §  4.) 

5.  In  every  public  lodging-house  a  register  shall  be  kept, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  address  of  each  lodger, 
together  with  the  time  of  his  arrival  and  departure,  and  such 
register  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
police.      (Stats.  1894,  chap.  414,  §  5.) 

6.  The  keeper  of  every  public  lodging-house  shall,  at  all 
times  when  required  by  any  officer  of  the  building  depart- 
ment, the  health  department,  or  the  police  department,  give 
him  free  access  to  said  house  or  any  part  thereof.  (Stats. 
"1894,  chap.  414,  §  6.) 

7.  Whoever  presumes  to  keep  a  public  lodging-house,  or 
is  concerned  or  in  any  way  interested  therein,  without  being 
duly  licensed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  any  keeper 
of  a  public  lodging-house  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  Stats.  1894,  chap.  414,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  board  of  police  will  revoke  his 
license.      (Stats.   1894,  chap.  414,   §  7.) 

RULE   58. 

OF    HACKNEY    CARRIAGES. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will,  from  time  to  time,  grant 
licenses  to  the  owners  and  lessees  of  carriages  to  set  up  and 
use  the  same  as  hackney  carriages ;  and  it  reserves  the 
right  to  revoke  such  licenses  at  its  discretion.  If  any  person 
other  than  the  owner  or  lessee  shall  take  out  a  license  for 
any  such  vehicle  he  shall  be  liable  to  have  his  license 
revoked ;  and  if  any  licensee  shall  cease  to  be  an  owner  or 
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lessee  of  any  such  carriage  he  shall  immediately  surrender 
his  license  to  the  board  of  police.  For  every  such  license 
to  set  up  and  use  a  hackney  carriage  there  shall  be  paid  the 
sum  of  one  dollar. 

The  board  of  police  will  also,  from  time  to  time,  grant 
licenses  to  drivers  to  drive  and  have  charge  of  hackney 
carriages  and  it  reserves  the  rio-ht  to  revoke  such  licenses 
at  its  discretion.  For  every  such  license  to  drive  and  have 
charge  of  a  hackney  carriage  there  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents. 

Every  license  mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  paragraphs 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  July  next  after  the  date 
thereof;  and  no  license  shall  be  sold,  assigned,  or  transferred 
without  the  consent  of  said  board  in  writing. 

2.  The  board  of  police  may  assign  to  any  person  or 
corporation  licensed  to  set  up  and  use  a  hackney  carriage 
a  place  as  a  special  stand  for  such  licensed  carriage,  and 
the  owner  or  lessee  of  more  than  one  licensed  carriage  may 
keep  any  one  of  his  licensed  carriages  on  said  stand,  when 
not  occupied  by  another  licensed  carriage  owned  or  leased 
by  him. 

The  board  will,  from  time  to  time,  designate  certain 
places  which  shall  be  used  as  public  stands,  and  may  be 
occupied  by  any  licensed  hackney  carriage  or  by  so  many 
of  said  carriages  as  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  thereon. 

Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage  occupy- 
ing a  public  stand  shall  carry  passengers  at  cab  rates. 
There  shall  be  posted  on  every  hackney  carriage,  except  a 
cab,  when  occupying  a  public  stand,  a  placard  with  the 
words,  "Public  carriage  at  cab  rates,"  inscribed  thereon  in 
letters  not  less  than  two  inches  long. 

Applications  for  licenses  under  this  rule  shall  be  filed 
with  the  board  of  police  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  and 
shall  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  inspector  of  car- 
riages. Such  licenses  and  permits  shall  continue  in  force 
until  July   1  next  succeeding  their  date. 

The  board  of  police  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  take 
away,  change,  modify,  or  reassign  any  and  all  privileges  in 
and  to  both  special  and  public  stands  at  its  discretion. 

3.  Every  vehicle  used  or  to  be  used  for  the  conveyance 
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of  persons  for  hire  from  place  to  place  within  said  city, 
except  a  street  car,  shall  be  deemed  a  hackney  carriage 
within  the  meaning  of  these  rules ;  and  every  hackney 
carriage  having  the  doors  opening  on  the  sides  shall  be 
known  as  a  hack  ;  and  every  other  hackney  carriage  except 
an  omnibus,  or  a  park  carriage,  shall  be  known  as  a  cab; 
provided,  however,  that  hansom  cabs  shall  be  considered  in 
all  respects  as  hacks. 

4.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  set  up  and  use  or  have 
charge  of  any  hackney  carriage,  unless  he  or  it  is  licensed 
thereto  by  the  board  of  police,  nor  unless  the  carriage  is 
marked  and  numbered  in  the  manner  following,  viz.  : 
Every  hackney  carriage  shall  be  provided  with  a  lamp  on 
each  side  thereof;  and  said  lamp  shall  be  kept  lighted  when 
such  vehicle  is  used  in  the  public  streets  in  the  night  time. 
The  number  of  the  owner's  license  in  figures  in  the  Arabic 
character  of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length,  cut  in  stencil 
or  painted  in  black  on  glass,  shall  be  placed  inside  each 
lamp  so  as  to  be  plainly  seen  from  the  street.  The  number 
of  the  owner's  license  cut  in  stencil,  or  engraved  and 
painted,  on  a  metal  plate  in  conspicuous  Arabic  characters 
of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length,  shall  be  posted  on  the 
inside  of  every  such  vehicle,  and  so  placed  as  to  be 
distinctly  seen  and  read ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
board  of  police  may  for  good  cause  exempt  any  owner,  or 
lessee,  and  driver  of  any  hackney  carriage  from  so  marking 
and  numbering  such  carriage,  such  exemption  to  be  noted 
by  the  inspector  of  carriages  upon  the  inspection  stamp  in 
said  carriage.  Omnibuses  shall  have  the  license  number 
painted  on  the  top  rail  of  the  doors  in  Arabic  figures  not 
less  than  one  inch  in  size,  dark  figures  on  light  ground  or 
light  figures  on  dark  ground. 

No -owner  or  lessee  or  person  having  the  care  or  ordering 
of  any  hackney  carriage  shall  suffer  or  allow  any  person 
other  than  a  licensed  driver  to  drive  such  carriage. 

5.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  set  up  and  use  or  have 
charge  of  any  hackney  carriage  unless  a  card  furnished  by 
the  inspector  of  carriages  setting  forth  the  rates  of  fare  for 
the  city  proper,  applicable  to  such  hackney  carriage,  is  dis- 
played and  hung  up  therein,  in  a  conspicuous  position,  and 
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so  hung  that  it  may  be  readily  removed  and  read  ;  provided, 
however,  that  the  board  of  police  may  for  good  cause  exempt 
any  owner  (or  lessee)  and  driver  of  any  hackney  carriage 
from  so  displaying  and  hanging  up  such  card  in  such  car- 
riage, such  exemption  to  be  noted  by  the  inspector  of  car- 
riages upon  the  inspection  stamp  in  such  carriage. 

(i.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage 
shall  immediately  after  delivering  any  passenger  search  said 
carriage  for  any  property  which  may  have  been  left  therein, 
and  any  property  found  therein  by  any  person  having  the 
care  or  ordering  of  any  hackney  carriage,  and  not  restored 
to  the  owner  thereof  within  twenty-four  hours,  shall  be  de- 
livered by  the  finder  thereof  to  the  inspector  of  carriages, 
taking  a  receipt  therefor ;  and  the  inspector  of  carriages 
shall  at  once  deliver  the  property  to  the  property  clerk  of 
the  police  department. 

7.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage 
shall  carry  at  all  times  his  license  and  a  copy  of  this  rule 
and  of  the  rates  of  fare  established  by  the  board  of  police, 
and  shall  exhibit  them  to  any  passenger  or  police  officer  on 
demand ;  he  shall  further  carry  at  least  four  copies,  to  be 
furnished  hj  the  inspector  of  carriages,  of  the  rates  of  fare 
for  the  city  proper  applicable  to  such  hackney  carriage,  each 
one  of  which  shall  have  his  driver's  license  number  stamped, 
written,  or  printed  thereon  ;  and  he  shall,  on  demand,  deliver 
a  copy  of  the  said  rates  of  fare  applicable  to  the  city  proper 
to  any  passenger  to  be  kept  by  such  passenger ;  and  he  shall 
not  demand  or  receive  from  any  passenger  more  than  the 
established  rate  of  fare,  and  shall  not  refuse  to  carry  any 
passenger,  lawfully  entitled  to  be  carried  in  a  hackney 
carriage,  unless  previously  engaged ;  and  any  person  refus- 
ing to  pay,  or  attempting  to  avoid  payment  of,  such  fare, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

8.  No  person  having  the  charge,  care,  or  ordering  of  any 
hackney  carriage,  except  an  omnibus  or  a  park  carriage,  shall 
take  up  or  carry  any  passenger  after  the  carriage  has  been 
occupied  or  engaged  by  any  prior  passenger,  until  such  prior 
passenger  shall  have  discharged  said  carriage,  without  the 
consent  of  such  prior  passenger.     And  such  prior  passenger 
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-shall  not  be  obliged  or  requested  to  pay  any  extra  fare  or 
fee  for  refusing  such  consent. 

9.  No  owner,  driver,  or  other  person  having  the  care  or 
ordering  of  airy  licensed  hackney  carriage  shall  suffer  the 
same  to  stop  in  any  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley  of  this  city 
more  than  five  minutes,  without  some  proper  person  to  take 
care  of  the  same,  or  more  than  twenty  minutes  in  any  place ; 
orovided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be 
taken  to  apply  to  licensed  hackney  carriages  rightfully  stand- 
ing upon  special  or  public  stands. 

Every  driver  of  any  licensed  hackney  carriage  shall  re- 
main near  to  such  vehicle  while  it  is  unemployed,  or  stand- 
ing in  the  streets  or  squares  of  the  city,  unless  he  shall  be 
necessarily  absent  therefrom  in  the  course  of  his  duty  and 
business  as  such  driver ;  and  shall  so  keep  his  horse  or 
horses,  and  his  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  that  they  shall  not 
obstruct  said  streets  or  squares  or  other  public  passages  in 
any  other  manner  than  is  allowed  by  law,  or  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  council,  or  orders  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

10.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage  shall 
solicit  passengers  except  by  a  motion  of  the  hand,  nor  in 
any  public  way  or  place  except  when  such  carriage  is  right- 
fully standing  upon  some  special  or  public  stand ;  nor  shall 
he  suffer  or  allow*  any  person  other  than  a  bona  fide  passen- 
ger to  ride  in  or  upon  such  carriage. 

11.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage 
shall  at  all  times  when  in  charge  of  his  carriage  wear  on  his 
hat  or  cap  the  number  of  his  license  in  brass  or  plated 
figures  of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length,  and  so  placed  as 
to  be  distinctly  seen  and  read ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
board  of  police  may  for  good  cause  exempt  any  licensed 
driver  from  so  wearing  his  number  at  all  times  and  places 
except  when  waiting  at  railroad  stations,  boat  landings,  and 
wharves.  Such  exemption  to  be  indorsed  by  the  inspector 
of  carriages  on  the  license  of  such  driver  over  the  said 
inspector's  signature. 

If  any  licensed  driver  "changes  his  address  during  the 
term  of  his  license  he  shall,  within  three  days  from  such 
change,  bring  his  license  to  the  inspector  of  carriages,  who 
shall  thereupon  indorse  the  license  with  the  new  address. 
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12.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage 
shall  obey  the  directions  of  any  police  officer  respecting  the 
standing  of  such  carriage  while  waiting  for  passengers,  and 
the  route  to  be  taken  in  going  to  or  from  the  place  of 
standing. 

13.  No  person  having  charge  of  any  hackney  carriage 
shall  receive  or  permit  to  be  placed  therein,  nor  convey  in 
or  upon  the  same,  any  person  sick  or  infected  with  any  con- 
tagious disease,  or  the  body  of  any  person  deceased  from 
such  disease. 

14.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  rule  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence ;  and  any  licensed  driver 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  rule  shall,  in  ad- 
dition to  said  penalty,  thereupon  forfeit  his  license,  and  be 
disqualified  to  hold  a  license  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  from 
the  date  of  such  forfeiture. 

HACK   AND   CAB   FARES. 

DEFINITION    OF    TERMS. 

The  words  "  city  proper "  in  this  rule  shall  be  held  to 
include  wards  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  and  12,  and  those  parts  of 
wards  16,  17,  18,  and  19  north  of  a  line  beginning  at  the 
corner  of  Willow  court,  and  thence  running  through  the 
centre  of  Boston  and  Dudley  streets,  Eliot  square,  Roxbury, 
Columbus  avenue,  Tremont  and  Francis  streets.  "Rox- 
bury "  shall  be  held  to  include  all  that  portion  of  Boston 
formerly  known  as  the  city  of  Roxbury.  "  Dorchester  "  shall 
be  held  to  include  all  that  portion  of  Boston  formerly  known 
as  the  town  of  Dorchester.  "  Charlestown  "  shall  be  held  to 
include  all  that  portion  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  the  city 
of  Charlestown.  "West  Roxbury  "  shall  be  held  to  include 
all  that  portion  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  the  town  of 
West  Roxbury.  "  Brighton "  shall  be  held  to  include  all 
that  portion  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  the  town  of 
Brighton. 

Wherever  the  words  "  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of 
the  street "  occur  in  said  rule  they  shall  be  construed  so  as 
to  mean  that  no  extra  charge  can  be  made  for  conveying  a 
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passenger  to  or  from  either  side  of  the  street  where  such 
dividing  line  is  established. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  these  rules  the  city  proper 
shall  be  considered  as  divided  into  sections,  as  follows  : 

Section  A  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  proper 
lying  north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  State, 
Court,  and  Cambridge  streets. 

Section  B  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  proper 
lying  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  the  streets 
named  as  forming  the  southerly  boundary  of  Section  A,  and 
north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Dover  and 
Berkeley  streets. 

Section  C  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  proper 
lying  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  the  streets 
named  as  forming  the  southerly  boundary  of  Section  B,  and 
north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Massachusetts 
avenue. 

Section  D  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  proper 
lying  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  the  streets 
named  as  forming  the  southerly  boundary  of  Section  C,  and 
north  of  a  line  beginning  at  the  corner  of  Willow  court,  and 
thence  running  through  the  centre  of  Boston  and  Dudley 
streets,  Eliot  square,  Roxbury,  Pynchon,  Tremont,  and 
Francis  streets. 

RATES  OF  FARE  FOR  HACKNEY  CARRIAGES. 

By  the  Hour.  —  Passengers  may  at  all  times  engage 
hacks  by  the  hour.  The  rates  of  fare  for  hacks  by  the  hour 
for  one,  two,  three,  or  four  passengers  shall  be  as  follows  : 
For  the  first  hour  or  fractional  part  thereof  not  more  than 
two  dollars,  and  for  each  twenty  minutes  or  fractional  part 
thereof  after  the  first  hour  not  more  than  fifty  cents. 

The  time  shall  be  reckoned  so  as  to  include  the  time  nec- 
essarily consumed  between  leaving  and  returning  to  the 
place  from  which  the  hack  was  hired,  whether  during  any 
portion  of  such  time  the  hack  is  empty  or  otherwise. 

Until  otherwise  ordered,  the  prices  or  rates  of  fare  which 
the  driver  of  any  hack  may  charge  and  demand  for  services 
rendered  in  conveying  passengers  from  one  point  to  another 
within  the  city  shall  be  as  follows : 
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Section  A. 

From  one  point  to  another  within  the  section,  fifty  cents 
for  each  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Section 

B,  fifty  cents  for  each  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Section 

C,  one  dollar  for  one   passenger,  and   fifty  cents  for  each 
additional  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Section 

D,  two  dollars  for  one  or  three  adult  passengers,  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  additional  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Rox- 
bury  beyond  the  southerly  line  of  Section  D,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  South 
Boston,  two  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  East 
Boston,  two  dollars  and  tolls  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Dorches- 
ter north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Preston  and 
Centre  streets,  Jones  avenue,  and  Madison  street,  three 
dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Charles- 
town  south  of  Lincoln,  Walker,  and  Belmont  streets,  one 
dollar  for  one  adult  passenger,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  addi- 
tional adult  passenger  ;  north  of  said  line,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  one  or  three  adult  passengers,  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  additional  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in 
Brighton,  four  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  West 
Roxbury  north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Walk 
Hill,  Bussey,  Centre,  and  Allandale  streets,  four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers ;  and,  for  any 
point  south  of  said  line,  six  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. 

Section  B. 
From  one  point  to  another  within  the  section,  fifty  cents 
for  each  adult  passenger. 
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Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  Section 

C,  fifty  cents  for  each  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  Section 

D,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  one  or  three   adult    pas- 
sengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  Roxbury 
beyond  the  southerly  line  of  Section  D  and  north  of  a  line 
drawn  through  the  centre  of  Walk  Hill,  Bussey,  Centre,  and 
Allandale  streets,  two  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  South 
Boston,  two  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  East 
Boston,  two  dollars  and  tolls  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. 

Between  an}"  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  Dor- 
chester north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Preston 
and  Centre  streets,  Jones  avenue,  and  Madison  street,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers ; 
south  of  said  line,  four  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  Charles- 
town,  two  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  Brighton, 
four  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  West 
Roxbury  north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Walk 
Hill,  Bussey,  Centre,  and  Allandale  streets,  three  dollars 
for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  B  and  any  point  in  West 
Roxbury  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Walk 
Hill,  Bussey,  Centre,  and  Allandale  streets,  five  dollars  for 
one  or  four  adult  passengers. 


Section   C. 

From  one  point  to  another  within  the  section,  fifty  cents 
for  each  adult  passenger. 

From  any  point  in  Section  C  to  any  point  in  Section  D, 
or  any  point  in  Roxbury,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  one 
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or  three  adult  passengers,  and  for  each  additional  passenger 
fifty  cents. 

From  any  point  in  Section  C  to  any  point  in  South  Boston, 
two  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  East 
Boston,  three  dollars  and  tolls  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  Dor- 
chester north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Preston 
and  Centre  streets,  Jones  avenue,  and  Madison  street,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  Dor- 
chester south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Preston 
and  Centre  streets,  Jones  avenue,  and  Madison  street,  four 
dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  Charles- 
town,  three  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  Brighton, 
four  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  West 
Roxbury  north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Walk 
Hill,  Bussey,  Centre,  and  Allandale  streets,  three  dollars  for 
one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  C  and  any  point  in  West 
Roxbury  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Walk 
Hill,  Bussey,  Centre,  and  Allandale  streets,  four  dollars  for 
one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Section  D. 

From  one  point  to  another  within  the  section,  fifty  cents 
for  each  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  D  and  any  point  in  South 
Boston,  three  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  D  and  any  point  in  East 
Boston,  four  dollars  and  tolls  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. • 

Between  any  point  in  Section  D  and  any  point  in  Dor- 
chester north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Preston 
and  Centre  streets,  Jones  avenue,  and  Madison  street,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers  ;  and, 
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south  of  the  last  mentioned  line,  three  dollars  for  one  or  four 
adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  D  and  any  point  in  Charles- 
town,  four  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  D  and  any  point  in  Brighton, 
four  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  D  and  any  point  in  West 
Roxbury  north  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Allan- 
dale,  Bussey,  Walk  Hill,  and  Centre  streets,  two  dollars  for 
one  or  four  adult  passengers  ;  south  of  said  line,  three  dollars 
for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

CHARLESTOWN. 

For  each  adult  passenger  from  one  point  to  another  within 
the  limits  of  Charlestown  the  fare  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

Between  any  point  in  Charlestown  and  any  point  in 
Brighton,  five  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers.

EAST    BOSTON. 

For  each  adult  passenger  from  one  point  to  another  wTithin 
the  limits  of  East  Boston  the  fare  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

Between  any  point  in  East  Boston  and  any  point  in 
Brighton,  five  dollars  and  tolls  for  one  or  four  adult  pas- 
sengers. 

Between  any  point  in  East  Boston  and  any  point  in  Rox- 
bury south  of  Dudley    and  Tremont  streets,  and  north  of

WEST     KOXBURY. 

For  each  adult  passenger  from  one  point  to  another  within 
the  limits  of  West  Roxbury  north  of  Walk  Hill  and  Bus- 
sey streets  the  fare  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

For  each  adult  passenger  from  one  point  to  another  within 
the  limits  of  West  Roxbury  south  of  Walk  Hill  and  north 
of  Beech  streets,  fifty  cents. 

For  each  adult  passenger  from  one  point  to  another  within 
the  limits  of  West  Roxbury  south  of  Beech  street,  fifty 
cents. 

Between  any  point  in  West  Roxbury  north  of  Walk  Hill, 
Bussey,  and  Allandale  streets  and  any  point  in  Roxbury 
south  of  Dudley  and  Tremont  streets  two  dollars  for  one  or 
four  adult  passengers. 
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Between  any  point  in  West  Roxbury  north  of  Walk  Hill, 
Bussey,  and  Allandale  streets  and  any  point  in  Brighton, 
live  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  West  Roxbury  south  of  Washington 
street  and  any  point  in  Dorchester,  three  dollars  for  one  or 
four  adult  passengers. 

Between  any  point  in  West  Roxbury  south  of  Walk  Hill, 
Bussey,  and  Allandale  streets  and  any  point  in  Roxbury, 
three  dollars  for  one  or  four  adult  passengers. 

BRIGHTON. 

For  each  adult  passenger  from  one  point  to  another  within 
the  limits  of  Brighton  the  fare  shall  be  one  dollar. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Between  the  hours  of  twelve  o'clock  (midnight)  and  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning  the  fare  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each 
passenger,  in  addition  to  the  amount  herein  designated. 

For  children  under  four  years  of  age,  with  an  adult,  no 
charge  shall  be  made.  For  a  child  between  four  and  twelve 
years  of  age,  when  accompanied  by  an  adult,  the  fare  shall 
be  half  the  price  charged  for  an  adult. 

Each  passenger  carried  in  a  hackney  carriage  is  entitled 
to  free  transportation  for  one  trunk  ;  but  for  each  additional 
trunk  twenty-five  cents  may  be  charged. 

RATES  OF  FARE  FOR  CABS. 

By  the  Hour. —  Passengers  may  at  all  times  engage  cabs 
by  the  hour.  The  rates  of  fare  for  cabs  by  the  hour  for  one, 
two,  three,  or  four  passengers  shall  be  as  follows :  For  the 
first  hour  or  fractional  part  thereof  not  more  than  one  dol- 
lar, and  for  each  fifteen  minutes  or  fractional  part  thereof, 
after  the  first  hour,  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents. 

The  time  shall  be  reckoned  so  as  to  include  the  time  nec- 
essarily consumed  between  leaving  and  returning  to  the 
place  from  which  the  cab  was  hired,  whether  during  any  por- 
tion of  such  time  the  cab  is  empty  or  otherwise. 

Until  otherwise  ordered,  the  prices  or  rates  of  fare  which 
the  driver  of  any  cab  may  charge  and  demand  for  services 
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rendered  in  conveying  passengers  from  one  point  to  another 
within  the  city  shall  be  as  follows  :

From  one  point  to  another  within  the  section,  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  adult  passenger. 

Between  any  point  in  Section  A  and  any  point  in  Section

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Between  the  hours  of  twelve  o'clock  (midnight)  and  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  fare  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  passenger,  in  addition  to  the  amount  herein  designated. 

For  children  under  four  years  of  age,  with  an  adult,  no 
charo-e  shall  be  made.  For  a  child  between  four  and  twelve 
years  of  age,  when  accompanied  by  an  adult,  the  fare  shall 
be  half  the  price  charged  for  an  adult ;  but  when  not  so 
accompanied,  or  when  a  child  carried  in  a  cab  is  over  twelve 
years  of  age,  the  charge  shall  be  for  an  adult  fare. 

Each  passenger  carried  in  a  cab  is  entitled  to  free  transpor- 
tation for  one  hand-satchel ;  but  for  each  additional  hand- 
satchel  twenty-five  cents  may  be  charged.

EATES    OF    FARE    FOR    PARK    CARRIAGES. 

The  rates  of  fare  for  park  carriages  shall  be  as  follows  :  If 
by  time,  each  passenger  shall  pay  twenty-five  cents  per  hour 
and  five  cents  for  every  ten  minutes  or  fraction  thereof  above 
even  hours  ;  if  by  distance,  each  passenger  shall  pay  twenty- 
five  cents  for  every  five  miles  and  five  cents  for  every  mile 
or  fraction  thereof  above  five  miles. 

The  drivers  of  park  carriages  shall  not  be  required  to  carry 
any  passenger  for  less  than  one  hour  or  less  than  five  miles 
unless  such  passenger  pay  twenty-five  cents  therefor.  Nor 
shall  such  drivers  be  required  to  carry  a  single  person  or  a 
party  of  less  than  four  persons  for  any  time  or  distance  unless 
such  party  or  person  pay  him  an  amount  equal  to  the  fare  of 
four  passengers  for  such  time  or  distance. 

RULE  59. 

OF    TRUCKS,    WAGONS,    ETC. 

1.  No  person  shall  set  up  and  use  any  truck,  wagon, 
dray,  cart,  sleigh,  sled,  or  hand-sled,  or  any  other  vehicle, 
except  a  street  car,  which  shall  be  used  for  hire  within  the 
city  of  Boston,  for  the  conveyance  from  place  to  place 
within  the  said  city  of  wood,  coal,  lumber,  stone,  brick, 
sand,  gravel,  goods,  wares,  furniture,  merchandise,  or 
building  materials,  unless  he  is  licensed  thereto  by  the 
board  of  police,  nor  unless  it  is  marked  upon  the  outside 
and  upon  each  side  of  the  same  with  the  name  of  the  owner 
and  the  number  of  the  license  in  plain,  legible  words  and 
figures,  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  size,  and 
so  that  the  same  ma}'  be  distinctly  seen. 

2.  The  board  of  police  will,  from  time  to  time,  grant 
licenses  to  such  persons,  and  upon  such  terms  as  it  may 
deem  expedient,  to  set  up  and  use  any  such  vehicle  as  afore- 
said, within  the  city  of  Boston;  and  it  reserves  the  right  to 
revoke  such  licenses  at  its  discretion.  If  any  person  other 
than  the  owner  or  lessee  shall  take  out  a  license  for  any  such 
vehicle,  he  shall  be  liable  to  have  his  license  revoked ;  and 
if  any  licensee  shall  cease  to  be  an  owner  or  lessee,  he  shall 
immediately   surrender  his   license  to  the  board  of  police. 
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For  every  license  so  granted  there  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Applications  for  licenses  under  this  rule  shall  be  hied  with 
the  board  of  police  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  and  shall 
be  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  captains  of  the  divi- 
sions where  the  applicant  makes  application  to  stand. 

Such  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  until  July  1st,  next 
succeeding  their  date. 

No  license  of  any  vehicle  shall  be  sold,  assigned,  or  trans- 
ferred without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  police. 

3.  The  person  in  whose  name  a  license  is  taken  out  for 
any  such  vehicle  shall,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  rule,  be 
considered  as  the  owner  of  the  same,  and  liable  to  all  the 
forfeitures  and  penalties  herein  contained,  unless,  upon  the 
sale  of  any  such  vehicle,  notice  thereof  be  given  to  the  board 
of  police  and  the  license  returned  to  them. 

4.  No  owner,  driver,  or  other  person  having  the  care  or 
ordering  of  any  licensed  truck,  cart,  wagon,  hand-cart, 
sleigh,  sled,  hand-sled,  or  other  vehicle,  shall  suffer  the 
same  to  stop  in  any  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley  of  this  city 
more  than  five  minutes,  without  some  proper  person  to  take 
care  of  the  same,  or  more  than  twenty  minutes  in  any  case ; 
and  any  person  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Every  driver  6f  any  licensed  truck,  wagon,  or  other 
vehicle  shall  remain  near  to  such  vehicle  while  it  is  unem- 
ployed, or  standing  in  the  streets  or  squares  of  the  city, 
unless  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent  therefrom  in  the  course 
of  his  duty  and  business,  and  shall  so  keep  his  horse  or 
horses,  and  his  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  that  they  shall  not 
obstruct  the  said  streets  or  squares  or  other  public  passages 
in  any  other  manner  than  is  allowed  by  law,  or  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  council,  or  orders  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men. 

5.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  the  foregoing- 
sections  of  rule  59  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence.

RULE   60. 

OF    SMALL    LOANS    ON    HOUSEHOLD    FURNITURE,   ETC. 

1.  The  board  of  police  will,  upon  petition,  license  suit- 
able persons  to  make  loans  secured  by  mortgage  or  pledge 
of  household  furniture  or  other  personal  property  exempt 
from  attachment,  or  by  assignment  of  wages  for  personal 
service,  for  less  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  at  a  rate  of 
interest  greater  than  twelve  per  cent.,  pursuant  to  St. 
1898,  ch.  577,  sect.   1. 

All  such  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  September 
next  succeeding  their  date.  Applications  for  such  licenses 
shall  be  made  at  least  one  month  before  the  same  are  to  be 
issued,  and  shall  be  published  at  the  expense  of  the  appli- 
cant, to  be  paid  in  advance,  by  the  board  of  police,  in  two 
or  more  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
Applications  for  such  licenses  shall  be  examined  into  and 
reported  on  by  the  chief  inspector.  A  fee  of  fifty  dollars 
shall  be  paid  for  each  such  license  at  the  time  the  same  is 
issued.      (St.  1898,  ch.  577;  police  rule.) 

2.  No  such  license  shall  be  granted  until  the  applicant  or 
applicants  therefor  shall  file  with  the  board  of  police  a  state- 
ment verified  by  oath,  which  in  the  case  of  a  corporation 
may  be  the  oath  of  the  president  thereof  or  the  agent  thereof 
in  charge  of  such  business,  setting  forth  th'e  place  in  the  city 
where  the  business  is  to  be  carried  on,  the  name  or  names, 
and  the  private  and  business  address  or  addresses  of  the 
applicant  or  applicants,  and,  in  case  of  a  corporation,  the 
state  under  the  laws  of  which  it  is  organized,  and  the  name 
or  names  and  private  address  or  addresses  of  the  clerk  or 
secretary  and  the  agent  or  other  officer  having  charge  of  its 
proposed  business,  nor  until  the  applicant  or  applicants  shall, 
unless  excused  by  the  board  of  police,  file  with  said  board 
a  power  of  attorney  appointing  some  person  satisfactory  to 
the  board  to  be  his,  their,  or  its  attorney,  upon  whom  all 
lawful  processes  may  be  served  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
arising  under  St.  1898,  ch.  577,  with  the  same  effect  as 
if  served  upon  such  applicant  or  applicants  appointing  such 
attorney.  If  any  change  occurs  in  the  name  or  address  of 
any  licensee,  or  of  the  clerk,  secretary,  or  agent  aforesaid  of 
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any  licensed  corporation,  or  in  the  place  where  the  licensed 
business  is  carried  on,  or  in  the  membership  of  any  copart- 
nership licensed,  a  true  and  full  statement  of  such  change, 
sworn  to  in  the  manner  required  above  in  the  case  of  the 
original  statement,  shall  forthwith  be  filed  with  the  board  of 
police.      (St.  1898,  ch.  577,  sect.  2.) 

3.  No  license  shall  be  issued  unless  or  until  the  licensee 
or  licensees  named  therein  shall  file  with  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  of  Boston  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, executed  to  said  treasurer  by  said  licensee  or  licensees, 
and  by  a  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
police,  which  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance by  the  licensee  or  licensees,  of  the  duties  and  obli- 
gations pertaining  to  the  business  so'  licensed,  and  the  prompt 
payment  of  any  final  judgment  recovered  against  the  licensee 
or  licensees,  or  for  the  payment  of  which  any  individual  of 
the  licensees  may  be  legally  bound  under  or  by  virtue  of 
St.  1898,  ch.  577,  and  for  the  payment  of  any  special 
judgment,  and  for  the  compliance  with  any  special  decree 
rendered  against  such  licensee  or  licensees.  The  board. of 
police  may  at  any  time  require  the  licensee  or  licensees  to 
file  one  or  more  additional  bonds  of  like  nature  and  with  like 
effect,  and  to  give  full  information  as  to  all  judgments  recov- 
ered on,  or  suits  pending  on,  his  or  their  bonds,  at  any 
time. 

The  board  of  police  hereby  requires  that  all  persons 
licensed  under  this  rule  shall  make  a  report  to  the  said  board 
in  writing,  of  every  suit  brought  upon  any  bond  given  by 
such  licensee  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  St.  1898,  c.  577, 
not  later  than  ten  days  from  the  return  day  of  the  writ  or 
other  process  by  which  such  suit  was  commenced,  which  state- 
ment shall  set  forth  the  ad  damnum  of  the  writ  and  the 
names  and  residences  of  the  parties  to  such  suit,  the  court  in 
which  it  was  brought,  and  the  docket  number  thereof,  if  any. 
And  if  such  suit  was  not  duly  entered  in  such  court  such 
fact  shall  be  stated,  and  upon  any  late  entry  of  such  suit, 
notice  thereof  in  writing  shall  be  sent  by  such  licensee  to  the 
board  of  police  within  twenty -four  hours  of  such  late  entry. 
And  when  any  such  suit  is  finally  disposed  of,  either  by 
judgment  or  decree,  or  order  of  the  court,  or  by  settlement, 
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such  licensee  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereof,  give 
notice  to  said  board,  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  result  of 
such  suit  or  settlement,  and  the  amount  and  terms  of  such 
judgment,  order,  or  decree,  and  the  terms  of  such  settlement, 
and  the  amount  of  money  or  other  consideration  given  or 
promised  therefor.     St.  1898,  c.  577,  sect.  3.     (Police  rule.) 

4.  In  the  case  of  any  loan  to  which  the  provisions  of  St. 
1898,  c.  577,  apply,  a  sum  not  exceeding-  two  dollars  if  the 
loan  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  if  the  loan  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars,  not  exceed- 
ing three  dollars  if  the  loan  exceeds  twenty-five  dollars,  but 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  five  dollars 
if  the  loan  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  but  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  may,  if  both  parties  to  the  loan  so  agree, 
be  paid  by  the  borrower  or  borrowers,  or  added  to  the  debt, 
and  taken  by  the  lender  as  the  expense  of  making  and  secur- 
ing the  loan,  and  such  sum  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  interest  of  such  loan.  No  greater  sum  than  as  above 
specified  shall  be  taken  for  such  purpose,  and  any  sum  paid, 
promised,  or  taken  in  excess  of  such  sum  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  taken  as  interest,  and  shall  be  so  considered  for  the 
purposes  of  St.  1898,  c.  577.  Provided,  however,  that  upon 
a  renewal  of  any  loan,  no  such  charges  shall  be  made  or 
taken  by  the  lender.  (St.  1898,  c.  577,  sect.  4.  Police 
rule.) 

5.  Interest  may  be  charged  by  persons  licensed  under  this 
rule  as  follows  :  On  loans  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  at  the 
rate  of  twenty-four  per  centum  per  annum ;  on  loans  of  over 
fifty  dollars,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  per  centum  per  annum. 
(Police  rule;  St.  of  1898,  c.  577,  sect.  5.  See  also  id.\ 
sect.   6.) 

6.  In  case  any  loan  to  which  the  provisions  of  St.  1898, 
c.  577,  apply,  is  secured  by  mortgage  or  pledge  of  per- 
sonal property  or  by  an  assignment  of  wages,  the  mortgage 
shall  be  discharged,  the  pledge  restored,  or  the  assignment 
released,  upon  payment  or  tender  of  the  sum  legally  due 
under  the  provisions  of  St.  1898,  c.  577,  and  such  pay- 
ment or  tender  may  be  made  by  the  debtor,  by  any  per- 
son duly  authorized  by  him,  or  by  any  person  having  an 
interest  in  the  property  mortgaged    or   pledged  or   in  the 
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wages  assigned.  No  person  licensed  pursuant  to  St.  1898, 
c.  577,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  after  request  to  discharge 
a  mortgage,  release  an  assignment,  or  restore  a  pledge  to 
the  party  entitled  to  receive  the  same  after  payment  of  the 
debt  secured  thereby  or  the  tender  of  the  amount  due  thereon 
as  aforesaid.      (Police  rule.     See  also  St.  1898,  c.  577,  sect. 

7.) 

7.  Every  mortgage  or  pledge  of  personal  property  or 
assignment  of  wages,  to  which  the  provisions  of  St.  1898, 
c.  577,  apply,  shall  state  with  substantial  accuracy  the 
actual  amount  of  the  loan,  the  time  for  which  the  loan  is 
made,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid,  and  the  expense  for 
making  and  securing  the  loan,  and  a  provision  that  the  debtor 
shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  sale  to  be  made 
in  foreclosure  proceedings,  at  least  seven  days  before  such 
sale,  by  leaving  with  him  or  with  the  person  in  possession  of 
the  property  claiming  the  same,  a  written  notice  of  intention 
to  foreclose,  or  by  publishing  it  at  least  once  a  week,  for 
three  successive  weeks,  in  one  of  the  principal  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  mortgage  is  properly 
recorded  or  where  the  property  is  situated  ;  or,  if  there  is  no 
such  paper,  in  one  of  the  principal  newspapers  published  in 
such  county.  And  every  notice  of  intention  to  foreclose  given 
by  any  such  licensee  shall  expressly  state  where  such  notice 
is  to  be  recorded,  and  that  the  right  of  redemption  will  be 
foreclosed  sixty  days  after  such  recording.  At  any  time 
after  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  any  such  mortgage,  if  the 
same  has  not  been  recorded,  the  holder  thereof  shall  forth- 
with, on  demand  and  payment  or  tender  of  one  dollar,  give 
to  the  mortgagor,  or  any  person  interested  in  the  mortgaged 
property,  a  copy  of  the  mortgage  and  note  or  obligation 
secured  thereby,  which  such  holder  or  holders  shall  certify 
to  be  a  true  copy  thereof.  (Police  rate.  See  St.  1898, 
c.   577,  sect.  8.) 

8.  Whenever  any  loan  is  made  to  which  the  provisions 
of  St.  1898,  c.  577,  apply,  the  lender  shall  give  to  the  bor- 
rower, free  of  charge,  a  ticket  of  a  form  to  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  police,  setting  forth  plainly  in  the  English 
language  the  real  nature  and  substance  of  the  transaction, 
and  the  names  and  residences  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  and 
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specifying  the  property  mortgaged  or  the  wages  assigned, 
the  date  on  which  the  mortgage  or  assignment  was  made,  the 
date  on  which  the  debt  is  to  become  due,  and  the  rate  of  in- 
terest to  be  paid  thereon  calculated  at  an  annual  rate  of  per- 
centage. There  shall  be  a  copy  of  sects.  4  and  5  of  this  rule 
printed  upon  each  ticket,  and  each  such  ticket  shall  bear  a 
number  corresponding  with  the  number  of  the  book  entry  of 
the  loan.  (See  sect.  9  of  this  rule.)  Whenever  any  pay- 
ment is  made  on  account  of  any  loan  to  which  the  provisions 
of  St.  1898,  c.  577,  apply,  the  person  receiving  the  pay- 
ment, or  his  principal,  shall,  when  the  payment  is  taken, 
endorse  on  the  back  of  such  ticket  the  date  of  such  payment, 
the  amount  then  paid,  a  statement  as  to  whether  it  is  interest 
or  a  payment  on  account  of  principal,  a  statement  of  the  total 
amount,  both  principal  and  interest,  previously  paid  on  such 
loan,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount  still  due  on  the  principal 
after  such  payment.  And  the  person  receiving  such  pay- 
ment, or  his  principal,  shall  sign  such  endorsement.  If  such 
ticket  is  lost  or  destroyed,  the  lender  shall  furnish  the  bor- 
rower, on  demand,  a  duplicate  of  such  ticket,  free  of  charge, 
setting  forth  all  the  endorsements  that  were  or  ought  to  have 
been  upon  the  original  ticket,  or  upon  any  duplicate  thereof, 
at  the  time  of  its  loss.  (St.  1898,  c.  577,  sect.  9.  Police 
rule.) 

9.  Every  licensee  licensed  under  this  rule  shall  keep  a 
book  of  a  form  and  style  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
police,  in  which  shall  be  entered  at  the  time  each  loan  is 
made  an  accurate  copy  of  the  ticket  issued  to  the  borrower, 
in  accordance  with  sect.  8  of  this  rule.  Every  such  licensee 
shall  enter  in  such  book  at  the  time  of  each  payment  by  the 
borrower  the  date  of  such  payment,  the  amount  then  paid,  a 
statement  whether  it  is  interest  or  a  payment  on  account  of 
principal,  a  statement  of  the  total  amount,  both  principal  and 
interest,  previously  paid  on  such  loan,  and  a  statement  of  the 
amount  still  due  on  the  principal  after  such  payment.  There 
shall  be  a  separate  page  or  a  separate  portion  of  a  page  in 
such  book  for  each  loan,  numbered  consecutively,  in  which 
shall  be  entered  all  the  entries  and  transactions  relating  to 
such  loan,  and  the  number  on  such  page  or  portion  of  a  page 
shall  correspond  with  the  number  on  the  ticket  furnished  to 
the  borrower  in  accordance  with  sect.  8  of  this  rule. 
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Every  such  licensee  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
send  a  written  report,  of  a  form  and  size  to  be  approved  by 
the  board  of  police,  to  the  chief  inspector,  of  all  business  done 
by  him  since  the  making'  of  his  last  monthly  report,  to  which 
the  provisions  of  St.  1898,  c.  577,  apply.  Such  report  shall 
state  briefly  all  loans  made  by  him  and  the  nature  of  the  secur- 
ity therefor,  all  loans  paid  off,  all  mortgages  and  assignments 
discharged,  and  all  mortgages  foreclosed,  and  shall  set  forth 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  parties  to  each  transaction, 
and  all  the  dates  and  amounts  of  each  transaction.  The 
information  so  received  by  the  chief  inspector  shall  not  be 
divulged  by  him,  except  when  he  is  required  so  to  do  by 
law  or  by  order  of  the  board  of  police. 

Every  such  licensee  shall  at  all  times  allow  any  member  of 
the  board  of  police,  or  any  police  officer  authorized  by  the 
said  board,  in  writing,  to  inspect  all  books,  accounts,  and 
papers  of  such  licensee  relating  to  all  loans  made  by  such 
licensee.     (Police  rule.) 

10.  Any  person  or  persons  not  being  duly  licensed,  as 
provided  in  St.  1898,  c.  577,  who,  on  his  or  their  own 
account,  or  on  account  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  co- 
partnership, or  corporation  not  so  licensed,  shall  engage  in  or 
carry  on,  directly  or  indirectly,  either  separately  or  in  con- 
nection with  or  as  part  of  any  other  business,  the  business 
of  making  loans,  to  which  the  provisions  of  St.  1898, 
c.  577,  apply,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  house  of 
correction  not  more  than  sixty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.     (St.  1898,  c.  577,  sect.  10.) 

11.  The  board  of  police  has  authority  to  revoke  all 
licenses  issued  pursuant  to  St.  1898,  c.  577,  for  cause,  at  any 
time  after  hearing.  Any  such  license  shall  be  revoked  for 
failure  to  file  any  bond  required  by  the  said  board.  The 
board  of  police  will  revoke  any  such  license  for  violation  of 
any  statute  or  police  rule  relating  to  the  business  of  the 
licensees,  or  for  any  other  cause  deemed  sufficient  by  the 
board  of  police.  (Police  rule.  St.  1898,  c.  577,  sects. 
2  and  3.) 

For  certain  civil  rights  and  remedies  in  relation  to  small 
loans,  etc.,  see  St.  1898,  c.  577,  sects.  6,  7,  8,  11.  For 
proceedings  on  bonds  of  licenses,  see  id. ,  sect.  8. 
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In  Board  of  Police,

Voted,  That  the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  police  department  of  the  city  of  Boston 
be  adopted ;  and  that  all  rules  and  parts  of  rules  incon- 
sistent therewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed ;  pro- 
vided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  rules 
and  regulations,  so  far  as  they  are  the  same  as  those  of 
existing  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  police,  shall 
be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  not  as  new  enactments.

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CHAPTER    47. 

PROHIBITIONS    AND    PENALTIES. 

Health. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  throw  into  the  harbor,  or 
any  of  the  waters  surrounding  the  city,  within  a  line  drawn 
from  Point  Allerton  to  Nahant,  any  entrails  or  refuse  parts 
of  fish,  or  any  decayed  fish. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  have  in  his 
possession  with  intent  to  sell,  fish  of  any  kind,  except  floun- 
ders, smelts,  and  other  small  fish,  salmon  and  shad,  until 
the  same  have  been  cleansed  of  their  entrails  and  other  refuse 
parts,  nor  fish  of  any  kind  unless  they  are  kept  in  covered 
stalls,  or  fish-boxes,  or  in  covered  carts,  which  shall  be 
clean  and  in  good  order,  and  well  secured  from  the  rays  of 
the  sun. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city  or  have  in 
his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  or  sell,  any  vegetables, 
excepting  green  peas  and  beans  in  the  pods,  and  green  corn 
in  the  inner  husks,  which  have  not  previously  been  divested 
of  all  parts  not  commonly  used  for  food  ;  and  no  person  shall 
have  such  parts  in  his  possession  in  any  market-place,  nor 
in  a  cart  or  vehicle  used  for  the  sale  of  vegetables,  or  other 
articles  of  food. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city,  or  have  in 
his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  any  decayed  or  damaged 
fruit,  vegetable  or  animal  substance,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  keep  any  live  fowl,  swine,  or 
goats,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  board  of 
health. 

Sect.  6.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  a  building  shall  permit 
any  manure  to  be  therein,  unless  such  building  is  used  as  a 
stable,  nor  in  that  case  shall  permit  more  than  two  cords 
of  manure  to  accumulate  or  remain  therein,  nor  shall  any 
person    permit    any    manure    to  remain    uncovered    on    his 
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grounds  outside  of  his  building,  nor  permit  his  building  or 
any  grounds  connected  therewith  to  be  foul  or  unclean. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  remove  manure,  or  cause  or 
suffer  the  same  to  be  removed,  except  in  accordance  with  a 
permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  remove  any  manure,  except  in 
a  tight  vehicle,  with  a  canvas  cover  so  secured  to  the  sides 
and  ends  of  the  vehicle  as  to  prevent  the  manure  from 
dropping  while  being  removed. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall  keep,  or  allow  to  be  kept  in 
any  building,  or  on  any  premises  of  which  he  may  be  the 
owner  or  occupant,  within  the  building  limits  of  the  city, 
more  than  one  cow  for  each  three  thousand  square  feet  of 
land  in  said  building  or  premises,  except  in  accordance  with 
a  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  keep  or  allow  to  be  kept  in 
any  building,  or  on  any  premises  of  which  he  may  be  the 
owner  or  occupant,  any  cow,  unless  such  building  or  prem- 
ises be  kept  clean  and  wholesome. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  mar,  misuse,  defile,  or  deface, 
or  attach  any  hand-bill,  advertisement,  or  drawing  to  a  public 
urinal. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  ring  a  church  bell  or  other 
bell,  when,  on  account  of  illness  in  the  neighborhood,  such 
ringing  is  forbidden  by  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  place  or  keep  any  refuse,  or 
noxious  or  decaying  liquid  or  solid  matter,  except  house-offal, 
in  any  building,  or  in  any  waters,  or  on  any  land,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  14.  No  person  shall  keep  in  his  house,  or  on  his 
land,  any  house-offal,  unless  the  same  is  placed  in  a  suitable 
vessel,  free  from  ashes  and  other  refuse  matter,  and  so  placed 
as  to  be  easily  removed. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall  maintain  a  water-closet,  vault, 
or  privy  in  an  unwholesome,  unclean,  or  improper  place  or 
condition. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  occupy,  or  permit  others  to 
occupy,  any  building  owned  by  him  as  a  dwelling,  tenement, 
or  lodging-house,  unless  such  building  is  provided  with  sum- 
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cient  and  suitable  water-closets,  or  privies,  for  the  persons 
ordinarily  residing  or  working  therein. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  place  or  keep,  in  or  near  any 
building,  ashes  or  cinders  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  liable  to 
cause  fire,  nor  mix  them  with  other  substances,  nor  place  or 
keep  them  except  in  metallic  vessels,  so  placed  as  to  be 
easily  removed. 

Sect.  18.  No  person,  other  than  employees  of  the  city 
engaged  in  public  work,  shall,  in  any  street,  carry  house- 
dirt,  house-offal,  or  other  refuse  matter,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  bury  a  dead  body,  or  cause 
one  to  be  buried,  in  a  grave  which  is  less  than  three  feet 
deep  from  the  surface  of  the  ground  surrounding  the  grave 
to  the  top  of  the  coffin. 

Sect.  20.  No  person  shall  bury  a  dead  body,  or  cause 
one  to  be  buried,  at  any  other  time  than  between  sunrise  and 
sunset,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  board 
of  health. 

Sect.  21.  No  person  shall  remove  a  dead  body  or  its 
remains  from  a  grave  or  tomb  in  the  city,  or  disturb  in  a 
tomb  or  grave  such  body  or  its  remains,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  shall  open  a  grave  or  tomb  between 
the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  October  for  any 
other  purpose  than  that  of  interring  the  dead,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  23.  No  person  shall  open  or  dig  a  grave  in  any 
burial-ground,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the 
board  of  health. 

Sect.  24.  No  person  shall  empty  a  cesspool,  vault,  or 
privy,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  board  of 
health. 

Sect.  25.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  a  building,  or  of 
land,  shall  suffer  sewage,  or  waste,  or  stagnant  water  to  re- 
main in   such  building  or  upon  such  land. 

Sect.  26.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  abutting  on  a 
private  passage-way  and  having  the  right  to  use  such  pas- 
sage-way shall  suffer  any  filth,  or  waste,  or  stagnant  water  to 
Temain  on  that  part  of  the  passage-way  adjoining  such  land. 
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Sect.  27.  No  person  shall  connect  any  steam  exhaust- 
pipe  with  any  ventilating,  waste,  or  drain  pipe  in  a  building, 
inside  of  the  trap  of  the  drain-pipe  placed  near  the  founda- 
tion wall  of  the  building. 

Sect.  28.  No  person  shall  discharge  any  waste  water,  or 
water  from  a  sink  or  water-closet,  except  through  a  drain 
into  a  sewer  or  cesspool,  or  in  accordance  with  a  permit 
from  the  board  of  health. 

Drains. 

Sect.  29.  No  person  shall  suffer  any  particular  drain 
from  any  building  or  land  of  which  he  is  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant to  leak  or  be  out  of  repair. 

Sect.  30.  No  person  shall  enter,  or  attempt  to  enter,  a 
particular  drain  into  a  public  drain  or  sewer,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  31.  No  person  shall  discharge  into  a  public  drain, 
sewer,  or  catch-basin,  any  steam,  nor  any  other  matter  or 
thing  which  may  tend  to  cause  an  obstruction  thereof,  or  a 
nuisance,  or  a  deposit  therein,  or  any  injury  thereto. 

Use  of  Streets. 

Sect.  32.  No  person  having  the  care  of  a  horse,  or  other 
beast  of  burden,  carriage,  or  draught,  shall  drive,  or  ride,  or 
permit  such  horse,  beast  of  burden,  carriage,  or  draught,  to 
go  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  seven  miles  an  hour  in  a 
public  street,  except  in  wards  22,  23,  24,  and  25,  nor  in  a 
public  street  in  said  excepted  portion  of  the  city  at  a  greater 
rate  than  twelve  miles  an  hour. 

Sect.  33.  No  person  shall  drive  or  convey  through  the 
public  streets  any  vehicle  the  width  of  which,  with  its  load, 
exceeds  ten  feet,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the 
superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  34.  No  person  shall,  in  a  street,  wilfully  obstruct 
the  free  passage  of  foot-travellers,  nor  shall  any  person  in 
a  street,  except  in  that  part  of  Otis  street  between  Franklin 
street  and  Summer  street,  during  the  part  of  the  day  be- 
tween the  hours  of  11  A.M.  and  2  P.M.,  saunter  or  loiter

for  more  than  five  minutes  after  being  directed  by  a  police 
officer  to  move  on. 

Sect.  35.  No  person  shall,  except  in  accordance  with  a 
permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets,  in  any  street  or 
from  any  building  outside  of  the  Faneuil  Hall  market  limits 
sell  any  goods  or  article  to  any  person  on  the  street,  or,  in 
any  street,  outside  of  said  limits,  place  or  permit  to  remain 
for  more  than  ten  minutes  any  goods  or  article  of  which  he  is 
the  owner  or  in  charge,  or,  while  on  foot,  carry  and  display 
any  showcard,  placard,  or  sign. 

Sect.  36.  No  person  shall,  except  in  accordance  with  a 
permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets,  raise  into,  or 
lower  from,  the  second  or  any  higher  story  of  a  building, 
over  any  portion  of  a  street,  any  article  of  merchandise. 

Sect.  37.  No  person  shall,  except  in  accordance  with 
a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets,  or  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  forty-two  of  this  chapter, 
sprinkle,  scatter,  put,  or  place  any  earth,  dirt,  gravel, 
sand,  cinders,  ashes,  sawdust,  salt,  or  mixture  of  salt,  in  or 
upon  a  street,  nor  shall  any  person,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets,  remove 
any  manure  or  dirt  from  any  street. 

Sect.  38.  No  person  shall,  in  any  street,  wash  or  other- 
wise clean  any  animal  or  vehicle,  or  shake  or  otherwise  clean 
any  mat  or  carpet. 

Sect.  39.  No  person  shall  throw  or  sweep  into,  or  place, 
or  drop  and  suffer  to  remain  in,  any  street,  any  piece  of 
hoop,  board,  wood,  wire,  paper,  or  any  nail,  sweepings, 
sawdust,  soot,  ashes,  cinders,  shavings,  hair,  manure,  oyster- 
shell,  clam-shell,  lobster-shell,  card,  handbill,  or  rubbish  or 
filth  of  any  kind,  or  any  noxious  or  refuse  liquid  or  solid 
matter  or  substance. 

Sect.  40.  No  person  shall  coast  in  any  street  not  desig- 
nated by  the  board  of  aldermen  for  coasting. 

Sect.  41.  No  person  shall,  in  any  street,  throw  stones, 
snowballs,  or  other  missiles,  or  shoot  with,  or  use,  a  bow 
and  arrow  or  sling,  or  play  at  ball,  nor  shall  any  person 
distribute  to  persons  on  a  street,  handbills,  cards,  circulars, 
or  papers  of  any  kind  except  newspapers. 

Sect.  42.     No  owner  or  tenant  of  an  estate  abutting  on 
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a  sidewalk  shall  place  or  suffer  to  remain  for  more  than  three 
hours  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  any  snow  upon  such  side- 
walk, nor  any  ice  upon  such  sidewalk  unless  such  ice  is  made 
even,  and  covered  with  sand,  sawdust,  or  ashes  to  prevent 
slipping ;  nor  shall  any  person  place  any  ice  or  snow  in  a 
street,  outside  of  the  sidewalk,  unless  the  same  is  made  even 
at  the  time  of  placing. 

Sect.  43.  No  person  shall,  in  any  street,  saw  or  cut  fire- 
wood. 

Sect.  44.  No  person  shall  drive  sheep,  swine,  or  other 
neat  cattle  through  or  in  any  street,  or  feed  or  bait  any  ani- 
mal in  any  street,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from 
the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  45.  No  person  shall  permit  any  horse,  cow,  swine, 
goat,  or  other  grazing  animal  to  go  at  large  in  any  street. 

Sect.  46.  No  person  shall  water  any  street  with  a  water- 
ing cart,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  super- 
intendent of  streets. 

Sect.  47.  No  person  other  than  musicians  in  a  lawful 
parade  or  procession,  or  itinerant  musicians  licensed  thereto 
by  the  board  of  police,  shall,  in  any  street,  except  as  a 
warning  of  danger,  ring,  or  cause  to  be  rung,  any  bell, 
or  use,  or  cause  to  be  used,  any  musical  or  noise-making 
instrument. 

Sect.  48.  No  person  shall  expose  in  any  street  any  table, 
or  device  of  any  kind,  intended  for  playing  a  game  of 
hazard  or  chance  ;  and  no  person  shall  play  at  any  such  game 
or  any  other  unlawful  game  in  any  street. 

Sect.  49.  No  person  shall  climb,  or  tie  a  horse  or  other 
animal  to,  or  post  a  bill  or  notice  upon,  a  tree,  lamp-post, 
or  hydrant  in  any  street. 

Sect.  50.  No  person  shall,  in  any  street,  accost  or  ad- 
dress another  person  with  obscene  or  profane  language. 

Openings  in  and  Occupations  of  Streets. 
Sect.  51.  No  person  shall  make  any  permanent  excava- 
tion under  the  surface  of  a  street,  the  inner  face  of  the  wall 
of  which  extends  further  under  the  street  than  to  a  line 
eighteen  inches  inside  the  line  of  the  outer  edge  of  the  curb- 
stone or  sidewalk. 
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Sect.  52.  No  person  shall  place  or  maintain  in  a  street 
any  grating  which  extends  more  than  eighteen  inches  into 
the  street,  or  the  spaces  between  the  bars  of  which  are  more 
than  one  inch  in  width. 

Sect.  53.  No  person  shall  make  a  coal-hole  or  other 
opening  in  a  street,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from 
the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  54.  No  person  shall  maintain  an  entrance  to  his 
estate  by  steps  descending  immediately  from  or  near  the  line 
of  a  public  street,  unless  the  same  is  securely  guarded. 

Sect.  55.  No  person  shall  erect  any  canopy,  awning, 
shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain  in  any  street,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets  ; 
nor  shall  any  person  erect  or  maintain  any  such  structure 
which  shall  extend  over  the  adjoining  sidewalk  beyond  a  line 
two  feet  and  six  inches  within  the  outside  line  of  such 
sidewalk. 

Sect.  56.  No  person  shall,  except  in  accordance  with  a 
permit  from  the  board  of  aldermen,  place  or  maintain  an 
American  flag  on  which  is  placed,  or  to  which  is  attached, 
any  word,  figure  or  design,  so  as  to  project  into  or  over  any 
street,  nor  insert  a  sign  in  any  sidewalk,  nor  place  or  main- 
tain a  sign,  show-bill,  lantern,  show-board,  goods,  wares,  or 
other  articles,  so  as  to  project  into  or  overhang  any  street. 

Sect.  57.  No  person  shall  make  a  bonfire  in,  or  open 
or  occupy  any  portion  of,  a  street,  except  in  accordance  with 
a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets,  nor  without 
exhibiting  such  permit  to  any  police  officer,  when  requested 
by  him  so  to  do. 

Bridges,  Draws,  and  Bathing. 

Sect.  58.  No  person  shall  deface  or  injure  any  public 
bridge  or  any  wharf  connected  therewith,  or  unnecessarily 
open  the  draw  of  any  such  bridge,  or  obstruct  the  passage 
of  the  same ;  nor  shall  any  person,  without  the  consent  of 
the  draw-tender,  make  fast  to  any  public  bridge,  or  draw, 
or  guard  or  pier  thereof,  any  vessel,  scow,  raft,  or  float, 
or  remain  inside  of  the  draw-gates,  or  on  any  pier,  wharf, 
fender,  or  appurtenance  of  such  draw  while  such  gates  are 
closed ;  nor  shall  any  person,  having  under  his  charge  a 
vessel  passing  through  the  draw  of  any  such  bridge,  refuse 
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or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  a  draw-tender 
relating  to  such  passing. 

Sect.  59.  No  person  shall,  except  in  accordance  with 
regulations  established  by  the  bath  department  or  the  park 
department  and  approved  by  the  mayor,  swim  or  bathe  in 
any  of  the  waters  surrounding  or  within  the  city  so  as  to  be 
visible  from  any  dwelling-house,  wharf,  or  street. 

TJie  Market  Limits. 

Sect.  60.  No  person  shall,  within  any  market  limits, 
sell  any  butter  other  than  by  weight ;  nor  sell,  or  expose  for 
sale,  any  butter  in  lumps,  unless  said  lumps  weigh  one  or 
more  integral  pounds  or  quarter  pounds ;  nor  sell,  or  have  - 
in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  as  an  article  of  food, 
any  diseased,  tainted,  or  unwholesome  fish,  animal,  or  fowl, 
or  any  part  thereof;  nor  practise  any  fraudulent  dealing ;  and 
no  person  shall  in  any  street,  within  any  market  limits,  sell 
any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  at  public  auction,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  61.  No  person  shall,  within  any  market  limits, 
so  occupy  or  obstruct  any  sidewalk  as  not  to  leave  a  clear 
and  direct  passage  for  travellers  thereon ;  nor  so  place  or 
stop  any  vehicle  abreast  -of,  or  near  to,  any  other  vehicle 
as  not  to  leave  a  clear  and  direct  passage  for  other  vehicles. 

Sect.  62.  No  person  shall,  within  any  market  limits, 
permit  airy  box,  cask,  or  other  receptacle,  or  any  vehicle,  or 
any  horse,  or  other  beast,  to  remain  on  the  sidewalk  or  any 
other  part  of  the  street  during  any  part  of  the  Lord's  day 
except  in  the  evening  thereof,  and  in  a  place  assigned  to  him 
by  the  superintendent  of  markets  or  one  of  his  deputies. 

Sect.  63.  No  person  shall,  within  any  market  limits,  play 
at  any  game,  or  lie  down,  or  sleep,  or  behave  in  a  noisy, 
disorderly,  or  riotous  manner,  or  scuffle,  or  throw  any 
missile,  or  thing  whatsoever ;  and  no  person  shall,  in  any 
public  market-house  within  said  limits,  smoke,  or  have  a 
lighted  pipe,  cigar,  or  cigarette  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  64.  No  person  shall,  within  any  market  limits, 
neglect,  or  refuse  to  obey  or  comply  with  any  reasonable 
direction  of  the  superintendent  of  markets,  or  either  of  his 
deputies,  or  of  any  police  officer. 
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Faneuil-hall  Market  Limits. 
Sect.  65.  No  person  shall,  within  the  Faneuil-hall  mar- 
ket limits,  except  in  a  place  assigned  to  him  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  markets,  and  during  the  hours  for  keeping  open 
said  market  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or  by  an  order  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  and  during  the  evenings  immediately 
preceding  Thanksgiving  day  and  Christmas  day,  sell  or 
expose  for  sale  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise ;  and  no 
itinerant  pedler  shall  within  said  limits  tarry  or  carry  on  his 
business. 

Grass  and  Areas. 

Sect.  6Q.  No  person  shall  walk,  stand,  or  lie  On  the 
grass  of  any  of  the  public  grounds,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  mayor,  nor  upon  the  grass  or  other 
area  between  a  building  and  a  street,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  owner  thereof. 

Public  Grounds. 

Sect.  67.  No  person  shall,  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public 
grounds,  make  any  public  address,  discharge  any  cannon  or 
fire-arm,  expose  for  sale  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
erect  or  maintain  any  booth,  stand,  tent,  or  apparatus  for 
purposes  of  public  amusement  or  show,  or  coast  or  engage  in 
a  game  of  ball,  football,  or  other  athletic  sport,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  mayor. 

Sect.  68.  No  person  shall,  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public 
grounds,  drop,  place,  or  throw,  and  suffer  to  remain,  any 
dirt,  gravel,  stone,  paper,  or  refuse,  or  offensive  matter  of 
any  kind,  or  drive  any  animal,  or  suffer  any  animal  in  his 
charge  to  feed  or  go  at  large,  or  propel  any  vehicle  for  con- 
veying goods  or  merchandise,  or  cut,  break,  or  remove  the 
ice  in  or  from  any  pond,  or  climb  any  tree  or  fence,  ,except 
under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  public  grounds. 

Reservoirs,  Hydrants,  and  Water-pipes. 

Sect.  69.  No  person  shall  without  permission  of  the 
water  commissioner  injure  a  reservoir,  pipe,  or  other  water 
apparatus  owned  by  the  city. 

Sect.  70.  No  person  shall  without  permission  of  the 
water  commissioner  make  an  opening  or  connection  with, 
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or  turn  on,  or  turn  off,  or  draw  off,  or  cause  to  be  removed, 
water  from,  any  water-pipe  or  reservoir  owned  by  the  city. 

Sect.  71.  No  person  shall,  except  in  case  of  fire,  or 
being  authorized  thereto  by  the  officer  in  charge  thereof, 
open  a  hydrant,  or  lift  or  remove  the  cover  of  a  hydrant. 

Sect.  72.  No  person  shall,  without  permission  of  the 
water  commissioner,  draw  or  use  water  from  any  pipe  or 
fixture  connected  with  the  water  supply  of  the  city. 

Sect.  73.  No  person  shall  discharge  water  through  a 
hand-hose,  except  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the 
water  commissioner  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  discharge. 

Chestnut-hill  Reservoir   Grounds. 

Sect.  74.  No  person  shall  injure  or  deface  any  tree, 
shrub,  grass,  path,  or  fence  on  the  grounds  adjoining  Chest- 
nut-hill reservoir. 

Sect.  75.  No  person  shall  place  or  throw  dirt,  rubbish, 
filth,  or  offensive  matter,  or  commit  a  nuisance,  on  the 
grounds  adjoining  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  76.  No  person  shall,  except  with  the  permission 
of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  grounds  adjoining  Chestnut- 
hill  reservoir,  drive  a  team,  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle 
for  the  conveyance  of  goods  or  merchandise  upon  the  drive- 
way of,  or  within,  said  grounds. 

Sect.  77.  No  person  shall  drive  or  conduct  a  funeral, 
or  a  hearse  or  carriage  connected  with  a  funeral,  on  the 
driveway  adjoining  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  78.  No  owner  or  other  person  having  for  the 
time  being  the  charge  or  use  of  a  horse  or  other  animal  shall 
drive  or  permit  such  horse  or  animal  to  go  at  a  rate  of  speed 
greater  than  eight  miles  an  hour  upon  the  driveway  adjoin- 
ing Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  79.  No  person  shall,  except  with  the  permission 
of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  grounds  adjoining  Chestnut- 
hill  reservoir,  dig  or  carry  away  the  sward,  gravel,  rock, 
stones,   sand,  turf,  or  earth  thereon. 

Sect.  80.  No  person  shall,  except  with  the  permission 
of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  grounds  adjoining  Chestnut- 
hill  reservoir,  climb  a  tree  on  said  grounds,  or  tie  a  horse  or 
other  animal  to  '\  tree  or  fence  on  said  grounds. 
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Sect.  81.  No  person  shall  post  a  bill,  placard,  or 
advertisement  within  the  grounds  adjoining  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir. 

Notices  and  Placards. 

Sect.  82.  No  person  shall  post  up  or  affix  in  any  manner, 
paint,  print,  or  write,  or  cause  to  be  painted.,  printed,  or 
written,  a  notice,  advertisement,  or  bill,  upon  a  post,  pole, 
fence,  wall,  or  building  in  the  city,  unless  he  has  previously 
obtained  the  consent  of  the  person  or  persons  having  posses- 
sion of  such  post,  pole,  fence,  wall,  or  building. 

Sect.  83.  No  person  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
mayor,  post  up,  or  affix  in  any  manner,  or  paint,  print,  or 
write,  or  cause  to  be  painted,  printed,  or  written,  a  notice, 
advertisement,  or  bill  upon  a  curbstone,  sidewalk,  tree,  tele- 
graph-pole, or  lamp-post,  in  a  street  or  public  place,  or  upon 
a  walk,  fence,  or  building  belonging  to  the  city. 

Oivners  of  Dogs. 
Sect.   84.     No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  city  any 
dog  which  by  barking,  biting,  howling,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner, disturbs  the  quiet  of  any  person. 

Dealers  in  Junk  and  Second-hand  Articles. 
Sect.  85.  No  person  keeping  a  shop  for  the  purchase, 
sale,  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles 
shall  have  his  shop  open  for  the  transaction  of  business,  nor 
shall  he  purchase  any  of  the  aforesaid  articles,  except  be- 
tween sunrise  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  any  week- 
day except  Saturday,  on  which  day  such  shop  may  be  kept 
open,  and  such  articles  purchased,  from  sunrise  until  ten 
o'clock  in  the  evening ;  nor  shall  he  directly  or  indirectly 
either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange  any 
junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles  from  a  minor  or  ap- 
prentice, knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such. 

Haivkers  and  Pedlers. 
Sect.   86.     No  person  shall  hawk  or  peddle  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  in  section  one  of  chapter  sixty-eight  of 
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the  public  statutes,  until  he  has  recorded  his  name  and  resi- 
dence with  the  board  of  health,  and  been  assigned  by  said 
board  a  number ;  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions shall  not  apply  to  minors  licensed  by  the  mayor  and 
aldermen ;  and  further  provided  that  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men may  restrain  the  sale  by  minors  of  any  or  of  all  such 
articles. 

Sect.  87.  No  person  hawking,  peddling,  or  selling,  or 
exposing  for  sale,  any  articles  enumerated  in  section  one  of 
chapter  sixty-eight  of  the  public  statutes,  shall  cry  his  wares 
to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  comfort  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city. 

Sect.  88.  No  hawker  or  pedler  shall  carry  or  convey 
any  articles  enumerated  in  section  one  of  chapter  sixty-eight 
of  the  public  statutes  in  any  manner  that  will  tend  to  injure 
or  disturb  the  public  health  or  comfort,  nor  otherwise  than  in 
vehicles  or  receptacles  which  are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not 
leak,  and  which  have  printed  on  them  in  letters  and  figures 
at  least  two  inches  in  height  the  name  of  the  person  selling, 
the  number  given  him  by  the  board  of  health,  and  the  num- 
ber given  him  by  the  superintendent  of  streets,  and  which 
are  approved  on  the  first  Monday  in  every  month  by  the 
board  of  health. 

Dealers  in  Hay,   Straw,  Wood,   or  Dark. 
Sect.  89.     No  person  shall,  in  any  street,  have  a  stand  for 
the  sale  of  hay,  or  straw,  or  wood,  or  bark,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  an  order  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Dealers  in  Oamphene,  Petroleum,  or  Explosive  Compounds. 

Sect.  90.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  refine,  mix, 
store,  or  keep  any  petroleum,  camphene,  burning-fluid,  or 
naphtha  for  sale  or  storage  within  the  city,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  the  ordinances,  and  a  license  issued  by  the  fire 
commissioner. 

Sect.  91.  No  person  shall  manufacture  or  sell,  or  ex- 
pose for  sale,  any  gun-cotton,  nitro-glycerine,  or  any  com- 
pound of  the  same,  or  any  gunpowder  or  fulminate  or  any 
other  substance,  which  by  being  exploded  or  ignited  will 
produce  a  force  or  noise,  except  in  accordance  with  a  license 
issued  by  the  fire  commissioner ;  nor  shall  any  person  send 


PROHIBITIONS   AND   PENALTIES.  165 

or  carry  through  the  public  streets  any  such  substance,  ex- 
cept in  the  manner  and  in  the  quantities  allowed  by  statute 
or  ordinance. 

Sect.  92.  No  person  shall  sell  to  any  child  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  without  the  written  consent  of  a  parent 
or  guardian  of  such  child,  any  cartridge  or  fixed  ammuni- 
tion, of  which  any  fulminate  is  a  component  part,  nor  so  sell 
any  gun,  pistol,  or  mechanical  contrivance  arranged  for  the 
explosion  of  any  such  cartridge  or  fixed  ammunition,  unless 
such  cartridge  or  fixed  ammunition  is  a  paper  cap,  of  which 
the  only  component  parts  are  chlorate  of  potash  and  sulphide 
of  antimony. 

Sect.  93.  No  person  shall  in  any  street  explode,  or  so 
place  or  deposit  that  explosion  can  occur,  any  torpedo,  per- 
cussion cap,  or  other  mechanical  contrivance  whereof  any 
form  of  detonator  is  a  part,  nor  any  dynamite. 

Firearms,  Bonfires,  and  Brick-kilns. 

Sect.  94.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  a  cannon, 
gun,  fowling-piece,  or  firearm,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
except  at  a  military  exercise,  or  review,  authorized  by  the 
military  authority  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  by  the  city 
council  or  mayor  of  the  city,  or  in  the  lawful  defence  of  the 
person,  family,  or  property  of  a  citizen. 

Sect.  95.  No  person  shall  make  a  bonfire,  or  other  fire, 
on  any  wharf  or  street  in  the  open  air  within  the  city  except 
in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  fire  commissioner. 

Sect.  96.  No  person  shall  erect,  make,  or  fire,  or  cause 
to  be  erected,  made,  or  fired  within  the  city,  a  brick-kiln, 
or  lime-kiln,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the 
fire  commissioner. 

Fire-alarm  Apparatus;    Combustible  Material. 

Sect.  97.  No  person  shall,  without  authority  from  the 
fire  commissioner,  open,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with,  a 
signal-box,  wire,  or  any  other  thing  connected  with  the  fire- 
alarm  telegraph  apparatus,  except  in  case  of  fire. 
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Sect.  98.  No  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove 
any  combustible  material,  when  ordered  by  the  fire  commis- 
sioner so  to  do,  or  obstruct  any  officer  or  member  of  the 
fire  department  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  wilfully 
interfere  with  any  engine,  or  other  apparatus  used  by  the 
members  of  the  fire  department  in  the  discharge  of  their 
•duties. 

Bituminous   Coal;    Wooden  Buildings. 

Sect.  99.  No  person  shall  use  bituminous  coal  for  the 
purpose  of  generating  steam  in  boilers  in  any  building, 
unless  the  furnace  in  which  said  coal  is  burned  is  provided 
with  some  effective  device  for  consuming  its  own  smoke. 

Sect.  100.  No  person  shall  erect,  or  in  any  manner 
alter,  a  wooden  building  outside  the  building  limits  of  the 
city,  in  violation  of  the  requirements  of  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  nor  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the 
building   commissioner. 

Ward-rooms ;  Faneuil  Hall. 

Sect.  101.  No  person  not  included  in  a  call  for  a  meet- 
ing held  under  a  permit  granted  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings,  and  no  person,  when  objection  is  made  by 
the  major  part  of  such  of  the  applicants  for  such  permit  as 
are  present  at  the  meeting,  or  by  the  presiding  officer  at 
such  meeting,  shall  mark  a  ballot,  or  vote,  or  remain,  at  such 
meeting. 

Sect.  102.  No  person,  other  than  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings,  or  some  person  by  him  duly  authorized, 
shall  carry  away,  or  interfere  with,  a  copy  of  a  list  of  voters 
posted  or  hung  up  in  a  ward-room. 

Sect.  103.  No  person  shall  put  up  any  decoration  in  or 
on  Faneuil  hall  unless  authorized  thereto  by  an  order  of  the 
board  of  aldermen ;  nor  shall  any  person  so  authorized 
drive  any  nail  or  screw  into  the  building  or  any  part  thereof, 
in  putting  up  any  decoration. 

Numbering  of  Buildings. 
Sect.   104.     No  person  shall  neglect,  or  refuse,  to  affix  to 
any  building  owned  by  him  the  street  number  designated  for 
such  building  by  the  superintendent  of  streets,  nor  shall  any 
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person  affix  to  or  suffer  to  remain  on  any  building  owned 
or  occupied  by  him,  a  street  number  other  than  the  one 
designated  for  such  building  by  said  superintendent. 

Penalty  for  Violations. 

Sect.  105.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  section 
eighty-four  of  this  chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  whoever  violates 
any  provision  of  any  other  section  of  this  chapter  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence,  and  not  only  the  person  actually  doing  the  prohib- 
ited thing,  but  also  his  employer  and  every  other  person 
concerned  in  so  doing,  shall  be  punished  by  the  said  fine.

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CHAPTER   6. 

PROHIBITIONS    AND    PENALTIES. 

Use   of  Roadways  for    Vehicles. 

Section  1.  No  person  having  charge  of  any  vehicle  in  a 
street  shall  stop  his  vehicle  abreast  of  another  vehicle,  nor  so 
as  to  obstruct  a  street  or  any  sidewalk  or  crossing  of  a  street, 
nor  shall  any  such  person  snap  a  whip  while  his  horse  or 
beast  is  stopping  in  a  street. 

Sect.  2.  No  owner  or  driver  of  an  omnibus  shall  drive 
it,  or  permit  it  to  be  driven,  in  a  street  other  than  that  des- 
ignated therefor  by  the  board  ot  aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  having  charge  of  an  omnibus  shall 
stop  it  in  a  street  unless  to  take  or  leave  a  passenger,  and 
then  only  for  such  a  time  as  is  sufficient  to  enable  the  pas- 
senger to  take  his  or  her  seat,  or  to  leave  the  omnibus. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  truck,  cart, 
wagon,  sled,  or  a  dray  with  an  animal  attached  thereto  to  draw 
the  same,  shall  in  any  street  drive  said  animal  attached  thereto 
at  other  than  a  moderate  foot  pace,  nor  shall  any  such  per- 
son, when  riding,  cease  from  holding  the  reins  in  his  hands  to 
guide  and  restrain  such  animal,  nor,  when  not  riding,  cease 
from  walking  by  the  head  of  the  shaft  or  wheel  animal,  either 
holding,  or  keeping  within  reach  of,  the  bridle  or  halter  thereof. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  in  any  street  use  any  truck  or 
dray,  the  length  whereof,  from  the  end  of  the  shaft  to  the 
extreme  end  of  the  side,  shall  be  greater  than  twenty-four 
feet  and  six  inches. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  carry,  or  cause  to  be  carried, 
on  any  vehicle  in  any  street,  a  load  the  weight  whereof 
exceeds  six  tons,  unless  such  load  consists  of  an  article 
which  cannot  be  divided,  provided,  however,  that  no  load 
the  weight  whereof  exceeds  three  tons  shall  be  carried  on 
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any  vehicle  in  Tremont  street  from  its  junction  with  Shaw- 
mut  avenue  to  Scollay  square,  during  the  construction  of  the 
subway,  except  where  other  streets  cross  said  Tremont  street. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  having  in  any  street  the  charge 
of  a  vehicle  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  stop  the  same,  or  to 
place  the  same  when  stopped,  as  directed  by  a  police  officer. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  having  the  charge  of  any  vehicle 
shall  allow  the  same,  without  an  animal  harnessed  thereto, 
to  remain  in  a  street,  except  as  provided  in  section  fourteen. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  having  in  any  street  the  charge  of  a 
vehicle,  with  an  animal  attached  thereto  to  draw  the  same, 
shall  allow  such  animal  at  a  crossing  of  a  street  to  come 
within  ten  feet  of  any  vehicle  in  front  of  him. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  in  any  street  at  one  time 
drive,  guide,  or  have  the  care  of  two  animals  harnessed 
respectively  to  different  vehicles. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  having  the  charge  of  a  vehicle,  with 
an  animal  attached  thereto  to  draw  the  same,  shall  drive,  or 
allow  such  animal  to  go,  round  a  corner  of  a  street  at  a  gait 
faster  than  a  walk. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  in  any  street  ride  upon  the 
steps  of  an  omnibus  or  other  vehicle,  without  the  permission 
of  the  person  in  charge  thereof. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  having  the  charge  of  a  vehicle  with 
an  animal  attached  thereto  to  draw  the  same,  shall  drive,  or 
allow  such  an  animal  to  £o,  over  a  drawbridge  at  a  o-ait  faster 
than  a  walk. 

Sect.  14.  No  person  having  the  charge  of  a  vehicle,  with 
or  without  an  animal  harnessed  thereto,  shall  suffer  the  same 
to  remain  in  a  street  for  more  than  five  minutes,  without  some 
proper  person  to  take  care  of  the  same,  unless  hitched  to  a 
post  or  a  sufficient  weight,  or  otherwise  held  by  some  appli- 
ance approved  by  the  superintendent  of  streets,  nor  for  more 
than  twenty  minutes  in  any  case ;  but  no  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  violated  this  provision  who  shall  satisfy  the 
court  that  he  was  a  physician  visiting  the  sick,  or  a  market  or 
provision  man  standing  for  the  purpose  of  selling  provisions 
until  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  at  places  in  the  city 
lawfully  designated  therefor. 
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Sect.  15.  No  person  shall  drive  an  animal  drawing  a 
vehicle  in  a  street  during  any  time  that  snow  or  ice  is  upon 
or  covers  the  streets,  unless  thfre  are  three  or  more  bells 
attached  to  the  shaft  or  pole  of  the  vehicle,  or  to  the  animal, 
or  to  some  part  of  the  harness  thereon. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  vehicle  shall  so 
place  the  same  in  a  street  as  to  prevent  the  passing  of  other 
vehicles,  unless  it  is  for  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  six 
minutes,  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  coal,  wood  or  lum- 
ber, brick  or  stone,  or  of  heavy  articles,  the  weight  of  which 
in  any  one  parcel  or  package  is  not  less  than  six  hundred 
pounds. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  with  or  having  the  care  of  any 
cart,  barrow,  hand-cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  shall,  ex- 
cept in  accordance  with  an  order  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
stop  or  stand,  for  the  purpose  of  hawking,  peddling,  or  selling 
any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  fruit  or  other  articles, 
between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock  A.M.  and  half-past 
six  o'clock  P.M.,  in,  or  occupy  any  part  of,  any  of  the 
following  streets,  ways,  and  squares,  namely :  Haymarket 
square,  Sudbury  street,  Court  street  from  Sudbury  street  to 
Scollay  square,  Scollay  square,  Tremont  street  from  Scollay 
square  to  Eliot  street,  Eliot  street  from  Tremont  street  to 
Washington  street,  Washington  street  from  Eliot  street 
to  Franklin  street,  Franklin  street  from  Washington 
street  to  Devonshire  street,  Devonshire  street  from  Frank- 
lin street  to  Milk  street,  Milk  street  from  Devonshire  street 
to  Pearl  street,  Post-office  square,  Water  street  from  Con- 
gress street  to  Devonshire  street,  Devonshire  street  from 
Water  street  to  Washington  street,  State  street  between 
Merchants  row  and  Devonshire  street,  and  Washington 
street  from  Adams  square  to  Haymarket  square,  or  any  of 
the  streets,  ways,  or  squares  included  within  the  territory 
bounded  as  above  described,  nor  shall  any  person  having 
the  care  of  any  carriage,  wagon,  truck,  or  other  vehicle, 
with  an  animal  attached  thereto,  drive  or  pass  over  or  upon 
Spring  lane,  or  that  part  of  Congress  square  about  ninety 
feet  in  length,  extending  in  a  southerly  direction  from  State 
street  and  north  of  the  way  connecting  Congress  street  and 
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Devonshire  street,  or  that  part  of  Congress  square  extending 
easterly  from  Devonshire  street  and  lying  between  the  Phoe- 
nix and  Brazer  buildings,  so  called.  Nor  shall  any  person 
having  the  care  of  any  wheel-barrow  or  hand-cart,  except  in 
accordance  with  an  order  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  stop  or 
stand  in,  or  occupy  any  part  of,  any  of  the  streets,  ways,  and 
squares  in  the  city  proper  north  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  for 
the  purpose  of  hawking,  peddling,  or  selling  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  fruit  or  other  articles,  between  the 
hours  of  eight  o'clock,  A.M.,  and  half-past  six,  P.M. 

Sect.  18.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  vehicle  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  police  officer,  stop  the  same 
in  any  street  otherwise  than  lengthwise  with  the  street, 
close  to  the  sidewalk,  and  on  the  same  side  of  the  street 
with  any  other  vehicle  already  stopping,  if  the  street  is  not 
more  than  thirty  feet  in  width. 

For  Street-railways. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  having  the  control  of  the  speed  of 
a  street-railway  car  shall  allow  such  car  to  go  in  any  part 
of  the  city  north  or  east  of  Charles  street,  Pleasant  street, 
Broadway,  Dorchester  avenue,  and  Swett  street  between 
Dorchester  avenue  and  the  harbor,  and  including  those 
streets,  at  a  rate  of  speed  faster  than  seven  miles  an  hour; 
nor  in  any  part  of  the  city  south  or  west  of  the  above  streets, 
and  north  or  east  of  Swett  street  and  Chester  park  and  in- 
cluding said  last-named  street,  nor  on  Beacon  street  between 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad, 
at  a  rate  of  speed  faster  than  ten  miles  an  hour ;  nor  in  any 
part  of  the  city  south  or  west  of  said  last-named  limits,  at 
a  rate  of  speed  faster  than  twelve  miles  an  hour;  nor  in 
turning  a  corner  in  any  part  of  the  city,  at  a  rate  of  speed 
faster  than  four  miles  an  hour. 

Sect.  20.  No  person  having  the  control  of  the  speed  of 
a  street-railway  car  in  any  street  shall,  except  in  case  of 
accident,  or  to  prevent  injury  to  persons  or  property,  allow 
such  a  car,  or  if  the  car  is  drawn  by  an  animal  shall  allow 
such  animal,  to  go  within  ten  feet  of  a  car  or  other  vehicle 
in  front. 
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Sect.  21.  No  person  having  control  of  the  speed  of  a 
street-railway  car  shall  allow  it  in  any  street  to  go  against 
or  afoul  of  any  person,  vehicle,  or  thing  whatsoever;  nor 
shall  any  such  person  fail  to  stop  his  car  at  any  place  in  a 
street  when  directed  by  a  police  officer  so.to  do. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  having  the  control  of  the  speed  of 
a  street-railway  car  passing  in  a  street  shall  fail  to  keep  a 
vigilant  watch  for  all  teams,  carriages,  and  persons,  especially 
children,  nor  shall  such  person  fail  to  strike  a  bell  several 
times  in  quick  succession  on  approaching  any  team,  carriage, 
or  person,  and  no  person  shall,  after  such  striking  of  a  bell,' 
delay  or  hinder  the  passage  of  the  car. 

Sect.  23.  No  person  having  the  control  of  the  speed  of 
a  street-railway  car  passing  in  a  street  shall  on  the  appear- 
ance of  danger  to  any  team,  carriage,  or  person  from,  or  on 
the  appearance  of  any  obstruction  to,  his  car,  or  any  animal, 
if  any  there  be  drawing  the  same,  fail  to  stop  the  car  in  the 
shortest  time  and  space  possible. 

Sect.  24.  No  person  having  the  control  of  the  speed  of 
a  street-railway  car  shall  stop  any  such  car  on  a  cross-walk, 
or  in  front  of  an  intersecting  street,  except  to  avoid  collisions 
or  danger  to  persons,  or  as  directed  by  a  police  officer. 

Sect.  25.  No  street-railway  company  shall,  except  by 
permission  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  sprinkle  any 
gravel  or  sand,  or  any  salt  or  other  article  of  a  decomposing 
nature,  on  its  tracks  or  rails  in  a  street,  or  wash  such  tracks 
or  rails  with  brine  or  pickle. 

For  Moving  Buildings  and  Bulky  Machinery. 

Sect.  26.  No  person  shall  move  any  bulky  machinery, 
cars,  or  other  merchandise  through  a  street,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  27.  No  person  shall  place  or  move  any  building 
in  or  through  any  street,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit 
from  the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Sect.  28.  No  person  moving  a  building  in  a  street  under 
a  permit  therefor  shall  remove  any  shade-tree  in  a  street,  or 
any  branch  thereof,  except  in  accordance  with  an  order  of 
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the  board  of  aldermen  ;  nor  interfere  with  any  fire-alarm 
telegraph  wire,  except  in  accordance  with  the  permission  of 
the  fire  commissioner ;  nor  interfere  with  any  street-lamp 
or  lamp-post,  except  in  accordance  with  the  permission 
of  the  superintendent  of  lamps. 

Use  of  Sidewalks. 

Sect.  29.  No  person  having  the  charge  of  any  horse  or 
beast  of  burden  shall  drive  it,  or  allow  it  or  any  vehicle  to 
which  it  may  be  attached,  if  any  there  be,  to  be  driven 
along  any  sidewalk  or  against  or  afoul  of  any  person, 
vehicle,  or  thing  whatsoever. 

Sect.  30.  No  person  shall  drive,  wheel,  or  draw  along 
any  sidewalk  or  footpath  any  vehicle ;  provided,  however, 
that  a  carriage  conveying  children,  drawn  by  hand  and 
empty,  or  with  children  therein,-  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
vehicle. 

Sect.  31.  No  person  shall  use  a  sidewalk  for  any  pur- 
pose which  subjects  it  to  more  than  ordinary  wear,  or  injures 
the  material  of  which  it  is  composed,  unless  said  sidewalk  be, 
bv  the  owner  of  the  abutting  estate,  constructed  of  o-ranite 
or  other  stone,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent 
of  streets,  and  kept  in  repair  by  such  owner. 

Projections  over  Streets. 

Sect.  32.  No  person  shall  project  a  bay  window  over  any 
street  less  than  thirty  feet  in  width  unless  another  bay 
window  already  projects  over  such  street ;  no  person  shall 
project  a  bay  window  more  than  eighteen  inches  over  any 
street  unless  another  bay  window  already  projects  more  than 
eighteen  inches  over  such  street,  and  no  person  shall  in  any 
case  project  a  bay  window  more  than  three  feet  over  any 
street. 

Sect.  33.  No  person  shall  place  or  maintain  any  projec- 
tion over  a  street  beyond  a  line  two  feet  six  inches  within 
the  outside  line  of  the  sidewalk,  or  which  shall  at  its  lowest 
part  be  less  than  seven  feet  six  inches  above  the  grade  of 
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the  sidewalk,  or  which  in  other  particulars  is  not  in  accord- 
ance with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streets. 

Penalties  for  Violations. 
Sect.  34.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offence,  and  not  only  the  person  actually  doing  the  pro- 
hibited thing,  but  also  his  employer  and  every  person  con- 
cerned in  so  doing,  shall  be  punished  by  such  fine.
